A Prayer Too Far 

By engaging in an impossible immigration debate. 
Bush has again betrayed his spiritual backers

Listening to the current debate on illegal 
immigration makes it startlingly clear what a 
huge disservice Bush has done to his core vot- 
ers, the religious right wing of the Republican 
Party. He has missed, I’m afraid, their deep 
spiritual religiosity and genuine disinterest in 
the material world. 

If I understand the hardcore position on 
illegal immigration, it runs along the fol- 
lowing lines: First, we have to close all our 
borders so no illegals can enter the coun- 
try anywhere and under any circumstances. 
Obviously, this entails focusing first on our 
southern border, then the ports, and finally 
the northern border. This is because illegals 
are, after all, illegal. It is also because they 
contribute little or nothing to the United 
States; they steal jobs from citizens; they have 
easier access to all kinds of public assistance; 
and they don’t pay taxes. Finally, there are 
roughly 10 million to 12 million illegals pres- 
ently in the United States. Offering them any 
kind of amnesty is unacceptable because (to 
return to the obvious) they broke the law. 

This equation is beautiful - mostly because 
it posits the problem in such a way as to 
make, not only any solution, but even any 
action at all, nearly impossible. 

It all has to do with prayer. Nonbelievers 
think prayer is about asking the Lord for 
something that one hopes to get in return. 
Sometimes it is about that, but that is the most 
philistine aspect of it. Prayer is a communica-

tion between the individual and the creator. It 
is not Western Union or e-mail. It is a spiritual 
and holy act, one of soul-deep love, apprecia- 
tion, and supplication, but, at its purest, it is 
entirely spiritual and not worldly. When we are 
deep in prayer, we should be at our best, our 
holiest. If one’s prayers were more like letters 
to Santa, and if the Lord directly answered 
them, it would be unseemly and corrupting. 

Likewise, Bush’s core voters know the world 
is a profoundly screwed-up place, loaded with 
pure evil and bad people intent on doing bad 
things. Political speech, like prayer, is about 
the sacred act of communication and should 
have nothing to do with actual actions. 

Over the decades, one American political 
party or another has gained the upper hand, 
usually either in response to dire, unavoidable, 
real-world problems or because it offered a 
complete, utopian vision. Never have we seen a 
more idealistic, truly fantastic, and holy vision 
as the one Republicans now preach. Forget 
reality, and ignore nonbelievers; that junk just 
gets in the way. Great political rhetoric (current 
Rove/Cheney/Rumsfeld-speak being the purest 
ever offered) - unlike, say, poetry, fairy tales, or 
science fiction - has nothing to do with reality. 
This is a holy crusade! 

Bush was elected president at one of the great- 
est times in this country’s recent history. The 
United States was the richest and most powerful 
nation in the world, and the success of a half- 
century campaign against inequality, sexism, 
racism, and economic problems had resulted in 
some progress and a certain internal stability. 

Now, at least in the case of Jews, Catholics, 
and fundamentalists of all stripes, Americans 
know one thing: If we brag or even take for 
granted our personal success, achievement, 
and happiness, then the Lord Our Creator is 
obligated (under the rules of Abraham and 
Job, as well as a dozen other strictures) to take 
them away from us. And they will be taken! 

The Bush base, as true believers, understand 
that it is not the power of prayer, but the very 


act of prayer, that is important! They under- 
stand that righteous intent is more important 
than proper or productive action. They have 
truly done the Lord’s work and, in less than 
a decade, pulled us back from the brink of 
success, stability, equality, justice, and interna- 
tional cooperation. Bless them and theirs! 

Back to the debate over illegal immigration. 
The perfection of this argument makes the 
Rubik’s Cube look like tic-tac-toe. It has been 
set up so it can’t be solved! 

Let’s begin by agreeing to accept the anti- 
immigration arguments as well-meaning, 
nonracist, nonpartisan, and accurate. Thus, 
we must begin by ignoring the facts. 

(In Texas, for example, illegal immigrants 
pay exactly the same state taxes everyone else 
does. In California, they may pay some trivial 
amount less, but most of the taxes - gas, 
property, sales - impact them as much as 
anyone else. Some don’t pay federal income 
taxes. Most of them, of course, earn less than 
the minimum required to pay taxes anyway. 
But currently budgets for Social Security 
and Medicare don’t just incorporate, but are 
dependent on, the billions in withholding dol- 
lars that illegals leave in the system. 

In California, it gets even better. Instead of 
accepting personal responsibility, as they wish 
all others would do, hardcore anti-immigration 
folks there blame immigrants for collapsing 
public schools, an overburdened public-safety 
net, urban-upkeep problems in general, and 
probably even the Santa Ana winds. In this 
way, they can ignore that their own opinions 
and votes created many of these problems 
when they passed Proposition 13, capping 
property taxes and starving public schools.) 

Keeping in mind the important consumer 
principle that, in purchasing a commercial 
object, one shouldn’t think about how it 
was produced. This is true for most food, 
meat (do we really want to see a bloody 
cow?), cheaper goods made abroad (with the 
“Support America” bumper sticker on the 
Toyota), and, oddly, even roads (they just 
appear, don’t they?). Under this principle, 
we get to disallow the extraordinary and far- 
reaching contributions of illegal immigrants 
to enable our way of life. It allows us to ignore 
the fact that almost all of us are dependent on 
them - we certainly don’t want to pay more 


for houses, food, clothes, building projects, 
eating out, staying at hotels, and so on. 

Consequently, to deal with the problem, 
first we seal our borders, locking them up 
so none of them can get in to this country! I 
heard a border-police chief argue that no mat- 
ter how much it costs or what manpower it 
takes, protecting the border would be worth it 
if we could keep out one al Qaeda member! 

Then we deal with the 12 million immi- 
grants already here - which is where the genius 
really comes in. The same champions of law 
who felt that Bill Clinton should be impeached 
- not for getting a blow job, of course, but 
because he committed pequry when he was 
asked for no apparent reason whether he had 
gotten a blow job - know the bottom line. 
These folks are illegal: Any accommodation 
means condoning lawbreaking! 

This logic has created a situation in which 
nothing can be done! Practically speaking, 
deporting, imprisoning, fining, corralling 
even 10% of that population would destroy 
this country - economically, certainly, but 
even an attempt at such would suck the soul 
and decency right out; the United States 
would never recover! 

There is no economic, social, legal, psycho- 
logical, political, moral, or diplomatic expert of 
any decency that would argue for this deporta- 
tion as practical or possible. Even if one believed 
it to be correct, it is the impossible course. 

But, since such immigrants “broke the law,” 
we can’t grant them amnesty, or anything even 
vaguely resembling it. Why, making them citi- 
zens would be rewarding lawbreaking! 

Perfection achieved. Here is a situation that 
can’t be solved but which works perfectly. The 
anti-immigration crowd has so many groups 
to blame in this situation that they must be in 
near ecstasy from erotic self-servicing. They get 
to hate the illegals and the countries they came 
from without being racist. The government 
has failed them. Republican and Democratic 
politicians and leaders have failed to solve this 
problem for generations! Trumpeting common 
sense, they know the solution is obvious and 
easy. Perfection is achieved because the solu- 
tion is also impossible! 

This is where I bring up Iraq. The fraternity 
boy Bush wasn’t really supposed to invade

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Iraq; he got carried away with the prank. The 
idea is to have a situation (illegal immigra- 
tion, Iraq) that, if you just use “common 
sense,” could be easily solved (get rid of 
illegals, invade Iraq) but isn’t because of the 

(choose a category, and feel free to 

add your own: Democrats, government, trilat- 
eralists, internationalists, communists, devil- 
worshippers, Illuminati, evil people). Solving 
this easily solved problem would make not 
only the world a better place and the U.S. a 
tougher and more moral country, but would 
also improve the lives of each and every God- 
fearing, decent citizen! 

Importantly, this is about prayer, not about 
base materialism. When one wakes up every 
morning, lives every day, and goes to sleep 
every evening, one needs some group to hate 
and some problem to fume about. Righteous 
indignation, moral outrage, and thinking 
about how simple it would be to do what 
is so obviously right instead of all the wrong 
that everyone else is doing are the pathways to 
achieving spirituality. “Thinking” is the impor- 
tant term. Prayer is holy and pure; actions 
always have those damned consequences. 

Obviously, this works best when the situ- 
ation is not really that serious a problem 
(Iraq, illegal immigration). First, you blow 
it all out of proportion. Then you become 
aware that most things wrong in your life are 
either because of this situation or because 
of the people who don’t entirely agree with 
you about how to consider it. Crucial here 
(sadly, the point Bush missed) is that you 


don’t solve it but complain, wail, and rant 
about it, fume, and direct your anger toward 
it. Contemplate it all day, wear it upon one’s 
heart, speak of it on the radio, and write of it 
in letters. Actually, taking action can just lead 
to the failure of unerring belief and prayer 
(which is why it is important to focus on a 
problem that really is not that important). 

Our dear, long-deceased black standard poo- 
dle Poocho used to race around our back day- 
room, which had a wall of windows facing the 
back yard, barking hysterically at any cat that 
had the arrogant daring to walk across our yard. 
He would throw himself at the locked back 
door, barking viciously, making it clear that if 
he could only get out, those cats were going 
to suffer. One day, as he hit the door barking, 
it flew open. Poocho was startled for a second. 
Then he looked around, got us all conceptually 
to agree with him, and stood right by the door 
barking as though it were still locked. He had, 
after all, tangled with some of the cats before. 

Bush, just loving male-to-male good times 
and collegiate fraternal hijinks, forgot the guid- 
ing principles. When the door flew open on Iraq, 
so to speak, he went sailing out, full of good 
cheer and love of his country and fellow man, 
knowing that the party was just beginning. 

As a result, prayer is meaningless. The right 
is reluctant to talk of Iraq, so they have largely 
stopped. The devout wish to move away 
from the secular, mundane world and back 
to spiritual pursuits. As such subjects are 
absolutely pure in their artificiality, pettiness, 
and general unimportance, let us concentrate 
on illegal immigration, banning gay marriage, 
and passing that constitutional amendment 


against flag burning. And Democrats, by the 
way, when did you stop beating your wives? 

Postscript: I’m sorry, but one thing I can 
just never get around is that this is a nation 
of immigrants. Every new generation - from 
the Irish, Poles, and Eastern Europeans to 
the Chinese, Mexicans, and South Americans 
- has been met by exactly the same hate 
rhetoric and apocalyptic social predictions 
as we are now hearing. I am the grandson of 
immigrants. They came here legally, despite 
the best efforts of anti-immigration politi- 
cians, leaders, and political parties to keep 
them out. If it had been illegal, I’d like to 
think that, rather than staying stuck in the 
ghettos of Poland and Russia, they would 
have figured out a way to get here anyway. 

Sure it’s just a poem, not a law or consti- 
tutional amendment, but I think the most 
truly decent and unquestionably moral vision 
of America is found in the following (and I 
wonder when such thoughts became blasphe- 
mous, indecent, liberal, and anti-American): 

“A mighty woman with a torch, whose flame 
Is the imprisoned lightning, and her name 
Mother of Exiles. From her beacon-hand 
Glows world-wide welcome; her mild eyes 
command 

The air-bridged harbor that twin cities frame. 
“Keep ancient lands, your storied pomp!” 
cries she 

With silent lips. “Give me your tired, your poor, 
Your huddled masses yearning to breathe free, 
The wretched refuse of your teeming shore. 
Send these, the homeless, tempest-tost to me, 
I lift my lamp beside the golden door!” ■

June 23]: The issue of immigration is so hugely 
complex that I believe it does us a disservice 
to reduce it to being about money, or even “the 
law.” Whether we like it or not, illegal immigrants 
are part of our society. The food we eat, the 
pavement under our feet, the roof that shelters 
us - all of these and more are touched by 
someone who arrived here illegally. Most of the 
people who crossed into our country illegally 
want the same things as the rest of us (whose 
ancestors arrived sometime earlier): a job, dig- 
nity, health, a better world for their children.

Phony Statistics 

Editor, 

Recently, you published a letter [“Postmarks,” 
June 23] from an individual who had problems 
with Michael Ventura’s take on the immigration 
issue [“Letters @ 3am,” May 26]. To support 
his argument, he provided some statistics. 
To use the language of that letter-writer, he 
is full of shit. I’ve had this argument with 
other immigrant-phobes and they tend to use 
the same inaccurate numbers. Moreover, the 
writer seems offended by the belief that rac- 
ism might be coloring their views. Frankly, 
I’m offended that the letter-writer is willing to 
take some clearly outrageous figures at face 
value without doing any fact-checking and/or 
misuse statistics to exaggerate his case. 
Unfortunately, though the writer can throw out 
wild figures without context, correcting his 
falsehoods would take more words that this 
format allows. 

I can provide an example, however, of 
his disingenuousness. His first statistic: 
“According to the Federal Bureau of Prisons, 
28% of the inmates are illegals.” What does 
that mean? How many inmates? Even though 
that statistic sounds terribly frightening, in 


actual numbers it means something a lot 
less, to wit (2004 statistics): 

91,789 noncitizens were in federal and 
state prisons that included 34,000-plus fed- 
eral. Translate this to a percentage and we get 
roughly 4.5% of state and federal inmates were 
noncitizens in 2004 (91,781 of a population of 
1,900,000-plus). Present-day numbers reflect 
the same percentages.

All the letter-writer’s figures can be simi- 
larly deconstructed. However, it’s easy to throw 
bombs and much harder to fix the misconcep- 
tions created.

Not Giving Up on Biking 

Dear Editor, 

I have been walking and biking in Austin for 
nearly 30 years, and I am not giving up. I’m cer- 
tainly not going to sit in traffic jams in a smelly 
car and risk killing someone every time I go 
anywhere. It’s just not dignified. And it’s not very 
safe to drive cars, either. 

It’s true that many of Austin’s motorists are 
unskilled and careless. But there are ways of deal- 
ing with incompetent motorists. Walkers and bik- 
ers can take deliberate measures to avoid being 
hit. Here are a few of the precautions I take: 

1) My bicycle is very, very conspicuous. Its 
large cargo boxes and my helmet are covered 
in reflective plastic. I have safety flags, mirrors 
to keep me informed, headlights, taillights, 
and even turn signals. I also signal my turns 
manually. 2) I usually ride in the center of the 
right-hand lane (unless I am turning left). I obey 
traffic laws and ride predictably. 3) I am aware 
that cars often zoom through stoplights and that 
some motorists are extremely observant. So I 
ride slowly, I watch the cars and their drivers, 
and when I have a weird feeling about a car, I 
avoid moving in front of it.

I 
read books on bike safety. 

Biking and walking are much more fun than 
driving cars. Cars are destructive and depressing. 
I’ll stick with human-powered transportation.

NAKED CITY 


On Wednesday morning, the U.S. Supreme Court 
released an opinion that upheld mid-decade redistricting 
in Texas but struck down the lines for Congressional 
District 23 (Laredo to El Paso), referring to it as a “troubling 
blend of politics and race.” See “Beyond City Limits” p.19 

The new City Council takes its annual summer hiatus, 
not to meet again until July 27. Before council members 
booked last Thursday, they decided to build one new 
water plant, hold off on another, and study the feasibility 
of merging city police forces. See “Point Austin,” (right), 
and “Beside the Point,” p.18. 

At Monday’s district board meeting, AISD rolled out its 
preliminary budget proposal for 2006-2007 - and the 
early numbers look rosy. See “AISD Budget” p.20. 

The civil rights division of the Department of Justice 
ruled that Austin police officer Scott Glasgow did not 
violate the civil rights of Jesse Lee Owens when the 
officer shot and killed Owens during a 2003 late-night 
traffic stop. “Accident, mistake, fear, or bad judgment is 
not sufficient evidence to establish a criminal violation,” 
said federal prosecutors, saying that they did not believe 
they could prove Glasgow had shown a willful disregard 
for the law. 

Civil rights group the Advancement Project filed a lawsuit 
against the Department of Housing and Urban 
Development and the Housing Authority of New Orleans 
Tuesday on behalf of residents of four public housing 
complexes damaged during Hurricane Katrina that 
were recently slated to be demolished. According to the 
Associated Press, the lawsuit alleges that a HUD plan to 
get rid of the complexes “is discriminatory and violates 
international laws that protect people displaced by natu- 
ral disasters.” 

“I am not a slogan. I am Grandma,” said Comptroller 
Carole Keeton Strayhorn in response to Secretary of 
State Roger Williams’ decision to reject the name 
“Grandma” from the November gubernatorial ballot 
unless Strayhorn can show it is a nickname and not a 
political slogan. Richard “Kinky” Friedman made the cut; 
no word on whether “Gov. Goodhair” will pass muster. 


Former Mayor Bruce Todd is back in the saddle, crusading for a mandatory bicycle-hel- 
met ordinance. As Mayor, he spearheaded the passage of a helmet law in 1996, but it 
was amended four months after he left office to include only children under 17. Todd, who 
believes a helmet saved his life when he fell off his bike last November, said, “The eco- 
nomic impact of even one head injury is enormous, and it’s a cost we can help curtail as 
a community if all cyclists wear helmets.” Members of Austin’s bicycling community are 
mounting a spirited attack on the proposed ordinance, set for public hearing at council’s 
Aug. 24 meeting. “If saving lives is the justification, then motorists should wear helmets 
too. More motorists die from head injuries than do cyclists,” wrote Michael Bluejay on his 
BicycleAustin.info Web site. Taxpayers pick up the tab to a much larger degree when unhel- 
meted motorists are injured, he said. Other opponents view the effort as a political panacea 
that’s a poor substitute for efforts to actually improve bicycling safety, such as improved, 
car-free bike facilities, strengthened enforcement against motorists who injure cyclists, and 
education. “We find it ludicrous that this approach would even be considered, since the city 
hasn’t done anything significant to make our roadways safer for bicyclists, said Rob D’Amico, 
spokesman for a group of activists opposed to the proposed ordinance. - Daniel Mottola

The Historic Landmark Commission released a demolition permit on 90 Rainey St. with 
nary a whimper this week, a possible precursor to the future of a neighborhood that was 
once the center of an intense fight over historic preservation. Rainey Street was one of 
the city’s first streets, a fertile ground for early Austin. Through much of its history, 
though, working-class families who had little money to put into serious restoration efforts 
have owned the houses. The Hardeman-Johnson house at 90 Rainey, built in 1885 and 
owned by an early Texas military hero, is one of the two original houses on Rainey. Today, 
the house is abandoned and so filled with rot that the roof has collapsed, the chimney is 
gone, and you can see through holes in the floor. Deterioration was a big factor in allow- 
ing the demolition, but progress was a reason, too. Now that Rainey Street is primed for 
redevelopment through new zoning, 90 Rainey Street will be the home of a high-rise 
mixed-use redevelopment project. The developer has agreed to preserve the transom - 
the only piece of the house left intact - and provide some kind of plaque on the history of 
the new building’s site. - Kimberly Reeves 

You’re not alone in noticing some new names on the Eastside: Earlier this week, the city 
renamed a Comal cross street in honor of big-band balladeer Nash Hernandez Sr. as 
part of the Austin Latino Music Association’s “Trail of Tejano Legends” program. A trum- 
peter and bandleader, Hernandez pioneered a blend of Latino and traditional swing music, 
garnering accolades not only for his musical achievements but for his community involve-

Blue Spectre 

Evil union plot at City Hall

A spectre is haunting Austin. 

It’s not exactly the red spectre of Communism 
that once haunted Europe. It’s a deep-blue appari- 
tion known as the Austin Police Association, and 
it’s only haunting the Bat Cave on Town Lake, 
headquarters of the Austin American-Statesman. 
This week the pith-helmeted defenders of editorial 
earnestness delivered three alarming screeds on 
the awesome municipal power of the APA. 

First they warned that a City Council proposal 
to do a feasibility study of merging three small 
police agencies (park police, airport police, and 
municipal court marshals) into the APD would 
bankrupt the city and, worse, constitute “aggran- 
dizing the power of the unions at the expense of 
taxpayers” (“Council member’s plan handcuffs 
the city to help police union,” June 22). Then fol- 
lowed Sunday’s encomium to Dallas Police Chief 
David Kunkle (“Dallas’ police chief has the power 
that Austin’s sorely lacks,” June 25) for having 
fired a dozen officers. Since Dallas officers have no 
effective union, Kunkle doesn’t worry about being 
“second-guessed by outside labor arbitrators” (as 
required by APD’s appeal process). 

Finally (“If it’s bad for Vermont, is it bad for 
Austin?” June 27), the Deep Thinkers considered 
the Supreme Court’s striking down Vermont’s 
campaign-finance limits, and saw again the blue 
shadow, arguing that Austin’s low personal-contri- 
bution limits (now $300) produce “a multiplier 
effect ... for the political influence of the Austin 
Police Association” (apparently, the downtown 
real estate lobby and other business groups, where 
the real money is, don’t know how to multiply). 

By this weekend, I’m expecting the Statesman 
editors to discover that the APA is responsible for 
the latest Texas heat wave. 

Don't Even Think About It 

It’s a toss-up which of these meditations is the 
looniest. Idealizing the Dallas PD, where a gro- 
tesquely politicized administration, racial polariza- 
tion, and outright corruption are endemic, is a 
reach - that they can fire officers more easily there 
hardly seems to merit celebration. The Supreme 
Court’s refusal to distinguish money from speech 
- a distinction most children demanding an ice 
cream cone can manage - is lamentable, but to lay 
that egg at the feet of the APA requires a real leap. 
The prize should go to Thursday’s thumb-sucker, 
where a request to study the feasibility of police 
consolidation was treated as a done deal and a 
union-sponsored attempt to rob the taxpayers. A 
merger “would expand the clout of the already 
powerful Austin Police Association union,” the 
editors thundered, “and it would drive up the bal- 
looning cost of the public safety budget.” 

I have no position on police consolidation, 
although it seems odd that roughly 110 local offi- 
cers who perform essentially the same functions 
as more than 1,400 APD officers are recruited, 
trained, and managed separately, and paid far less 
than their APD counterparts. It would seem that 
merging the departments would increase some

costs while lowering others - setting aside 
administrative, organizational, and liability 
advantages. Let’s see what the study says. 

Council Member Lee Leffingwell (singled 
out for abuse), who with Mayor Will Wynn 
proposed the study, says he’s also waiting for 
the study. He told me, “Potentially, it has a 
lot of benefits, like you could have uniform 
command and control . . . efficiencies in admin- 
istrative support, and command structure . . . 
uniform training, consolidated training facili- 
ties . . . You can think of all these things that 
might be advantages. I do know there’s a pay 
differential, and it’s significant, too. ... So we 
just asked for a feasibility study, to try to 
work all these factors into some equation 
[and] maybe try to make a rational decision 
about what we want to do, if anything.” 

Who's in Charge? 

Seems reasonable enough - research the 
issue and decide what to do. To the Statesman, 
the study is an attempt by Leffingwell (curi- 
ously, Wynn gets a pass) to “represent a 
union instead of the taxpayers.” Taking a 
shot at former firefighters union president 
Mike Martinez, the paper strains to reiterate 
its chorus that the all-powerful unions are 
dictating policy. Setting aside the budgetary 
sanctimony, this is one more riff in the 
Statesmans ongoing drum solo against 
unions. Yet based on their complaints, the 
editors aren’t against consolidation at all. 
They’d just prefer that the APD merge into 
the park police, that civil service be abol- 
ished, and that every officer get busted down 
to low-paid, at-will employees. (That’s how 
they do things at Cox Communications.) 

Said Leffingwell, “It’s no secret that I was 
a union member. I was a member of the 
Airline Pilots Association for over 31 years. 
But this really has nothing to do with unions. 
This is something I would be looking at if 
there were no union, there were no civil ser- 
vice, if we were just talking about city 
employees. It has to do with a basic fairness 
issue, and efficiencies, and uniformity that 
we can have, and possibly even some public 
safety benefits.” He added that his “primarily 
responsibility is to the taxpayers of Austin, 
and not to any special group, regardless of 
who it might be - whether it’s some union 
group, or somebody else, some newspaper 
group, even.” 


Martinez said he has grown accustomed to 
the Statesman s anti-union posturing. “This 
‘progressive-minded’ town is not nearly as 
progressive as they like to think they are 
when it comes to unionism.” He said the 
daily wants the city to control costs without 
planning how. “We are under somewhat of a 
mandate by the Statesman ,” Martinez said, 
“to try to find ways to reduce the cost of 
public safety while not reducing the level of 
service. How are we supposed to do that if we 
don’t conduct things like a feasibility study, 
and [know] whether or not we can reduce 
our expenditures in public safety by some 
consolidating and elimination of dual roles?” 

There is even a more curious backstory to 
this otherwise unremarkable proposal. On 
Wednesday morning, I learned that in fact 
the city staff has already conducted an assess- 
ment of the smaller police forces - commis- 
sioned by Assistant City Manager Rudy Garza 
last fall and submitted in late March by APD 
Assistant Chief Rick Coy. 

Yet the study wasn’t brought up during the 
June 22 council meeting, and the council 
was completely in the dark. Didn’t it seem 
worth a mention? Asked about the omission, 
Garza described the report as a preliminary 
review for the benefit of three smaller agen- 
cies, initially merged last fall. “This is some- 
thing we will use for information,” Garza 
said, in compiling the feasibility study. 

The merger of Austin police forces is not 
the most burning city issue. On the list of 
things like budgets and bonds and zoning, 
police consolidation lies somewhere in the 
great gray middle. But so far as I can tell on 
preliminary review, the Coy Report shows no 
evidence of actually being a sinister attempt 
by the Blue Spectre of APA to assume com- 
plete control of city government. Unless, of 
course, like everybody else at City Hall, Toby 
Futrell is now taking orders directly from 
APA President Mike Sheffield. 

The Statesman needs to get on that story, 
right away. ■

It was an amiable, online chat like any other: 
Summer plans were bandied, books were sug- 
gested, the intractable challenge of VCR pro- 
gramming was comically lamented. However, 
the Web locale of this banter was unique: www. 
jenniferkiminaustin.com - no doubt in homage to 
her winning campaign site, www.kimforaustin.com. 

Unwieldy URLs aside, last Friday, Kim took to 
the Web in the first of several planned online 
chats. For council hounds, this should have 
been an event nonpareil - floating through the 
Internet ether with Kim. When we checked, we 
found a virtual version of neighborhood advo- 
cate Laura Morrison and a softball-lobbing 
AustinMatt (“do you feel this new council can be 
as effective as the last one ... or even more?”) 
we’re 100% sure isn’t a certain mayoral aide. 
But even if they weren’t sailing slow and low 
across the plate, it’s doubtful we’d catch too 
much. While we admire Kim’s gesture to acces- 
sibility, the signal-to-noise ratio in a chat room, 
even one this well-mannered, is unmaneuver- 
able. Not, that is, the best place to inquire about 
complicated events transpiring the night before 
- approval of Water Treatment Plant 4 over 
Green Water Treatment Plant, or Kim, re wat- 
er policy, seining city staff through the wringer. 

At heart, the issue governing the plant deci- 
sion ought to be, simply: How can the city be 
assured of enough water for the lowest price? 

A month ago, the prevailing sentiment favored 
relocating Green WTP eastward, out of 
Downtown. But a funny thing happened on the 
trail to the lake: The Austin Water Utility pro- 
posal to relocate Green into the Eastside’s 
Guerrero Park blew up, politically and financial- 
ly, so the perennially maligned WTP 4 re- 
entered, stage left. Proposed for Northwest 
Austin’s Balcones Canyonlands Preserve, the 
initial site was criticized as environmentally 
unsound. So staff proposed a site shift - still 
in the BCR but a mile away from its previous 
position at the headwaters of Bull Creek. Most 
alluring is the increased capacity: 50 million 
gallons a day on opening, twice Green’s poten- 
tial. Basically, the argument went, if WTP 4 is 
built first (in 2013), Green’s construction (and 
cost) could be delayed until 2041; but if Green 
were approved, meeting its start time of 2011, 
WTP 4 would have to be online a scant six 
years later to meet demand. 

Saying she was concerned by the proposed 
delay from 2011 to 2013, Kim telegraphed 
she’d go to the mat for Green in a chat with 
Thursday morning’s insider newsletter In Fact 
Daily. She didn’t disappoint - when the issue 


bobbed to the surface, she unleashed a torrent 
of combative questions and foreboding predic- 
tions regarding the delay, to be enabled by con- 
servation measures proposed by colleague Lee 
Leffingwell. “It’s not an exact science, whether 
water conservation will work,” Kim argued, 
pointing to companies like Samsung that alone 
use upwards of 5 MGD. She called up a night- 
mare landscape of parched parkland, fried by 
watering restrictions, and demanded, “Is that 
the kind of Austin we want?” 

Leffingwell replied that the doomsday 
drought predictions underlying the 2011 time- 
line weren’t based on current water usage, or 
peak usage, but peak usage plus 10% (a built- 
in safety factor). So despite the specter of 
global warming, a decimated manufacturing 
economy, and - gasp! - desperate Xeriscaping, 
WTP 4 was approved, with the provision that 
Green be placed on some certa i n ly-l ittl e-to-be- 
heard-from quasi-contingency plan. “We will 
have to force measures, some that the public 
won’t support,” said Kim, flogging the desiccat- 
ed horse. “I’m very dismayed today we’re not 
doing our due diligence.” Newbie Mike Martinez 
ultimately voted yes, but was similarly non- 
plussed; while some at City Hall have had six 
years to weigh WTP 4, he’s had “less than six 
hours of briefings.” 

Further clouding the waters were allegations 
of influence peddling and a full-press lobby 
pile-on. Former council member Brigid Shea 
addressed council, worried that “major political 
interests” were strong-arming the selection 
process. Which would theoretically include, uh, 
herself - lobbying on behalf of Green. As 
detailed in In Fact Daily, Shea was most con- 
cerned about one Sustainable Water Resources, 
a corporate group wanting to sell water from 
Lee County’s Carrizo-Wilcox aquifer to the 
expected growth corridor along 1-30. According 
to Leffingwell, this particular argument doesn’t 
hold water. “I know they’re trying to sell the city 
water,” he told the Chronicle later. “But it has 
nothing to do with building water treatment 
plants, and in what sequence.” In the end, 
Leffingwell’s conservation proposal is not only 
the right thing to do, it also let city staff 86 an 
increasingly complicated Green relocation, 
while OK-ing Plant 4, which they’ve pushed for 
years. Here’s hoping Kim’s conservation con- 
cerns will be assuaged once council drafts the 
proposals, following summer vacation.

BEYOND CITY LIMITS 


The Supreme Court released an opinion Wednesday morning that upheld 
mid-decade redistricting in Texas but struck down the lines for the 
Laredo-to-EI Paso Congressional District 23. As the justices’ line of question- 
ing during the court case in March suggested, the majority of the court 
rejected the idea that the Texas case, and mid-decade redistricting in particu- 
lar, constituted partisan gerrymandering. On the other hand, the court was 
troubled by the idea that Latinos were drawn out of CD 23 - and white 
Republican voters drawn into the district - in order to shore up the political 
fortunes of U.S. Rep. Henry Bonilla. The court invalidated the district, calling 
it a “troubling blend of politics and race” that led to the dilution of Hispanic 
voting strength. The decision could mean that a number of districts, possibly 
even CD 25, will need to be redrawn in order to satisfy the court. - K.R. 

After six weeks of waiting for a decision by Texas Secretary of State Roger 
Williams, on June 21 indie gubernatorial candidate Kinky Friedman got word 
that his name will appear on the November general election ballot. Friedman 
turned in 137,154 valid signatures of Texas voters - far more than the 
roughly 45,000 he needed. (Texas election law requires an independent can- 
didate for statewide office to secure valid signatures from 1% of the total 
number of voters who voted in the most recent gubernatorial election, and 
the signatures must be of voters who did not cast a ballot in either party’s 
March primary.) A whopping 81% of the signatures collected during his cam- 
paign’s two-month petition drive were certified as valid. (State Comptroller 
Carole Keeton Strayhorn turned in some 222,514 petition signatures, 49% of 
which were deemed valid, enough to get her on the ballot.) Friedman was 
understandably jazzed by the results, which he considers proof that Texans 
are ready to shake things up in the Capitol. “The people of Texas have spo- 
ken,” he said. “They’re sick and tired of politics as usual, and they’re ready 
to elect an independent candidate in November.” - Jordan Smith 

Former state Rep. Glen Maxey has joined Chris Bell’s campaign for gover- 
nor. Maxey, an Austin consultant who recently lost his bid to chair the Texas 
Democratic Party, will put his techno-driven organizing skills to the test as 
statewide field director for the campaign. Bell trumpeted his new hire in a 
press statement Tuesday. “All we have to do to win back the Governor’s 
Mansion is to get Democrats to vote for the Democratic nominee,” he said, 
“and Glen can play an important and leading role in that happening.” Bell is 
among a crowded field of hopefuls gunning for the Governor’s Mansion, 
including current occupant Rick Perry, indie candidates Kinky Friedman and 
Carole Strayhorn, and Libertarian James Werner. - Amy Smith 

The intrepid reporters at the Chicago Tribune are at it again - reporting in a 
three-part series this week that it appears another Texas death row inmate, 
Carlos De Luna, was wrongfully executed for the 1983 knife murder of 
Wanda Lopez at a Corpus Christi convenience store. The Trib series (which 
began June 25 and was written by the same team who earlier this year 
revealed that the state had likely executed another innocent, Cameron Todd 
Willingham, for an arson-murder he didn’t commit) reports that prosecutors 
and police ignored information that another man, Carlos Hernandez - a man 
with a penchant for knife assaults - actually killed Lopez. De Luna (who, 
admittedly, had had his share of run-ins with the law, primarily for nonviolent 
offenses) was executed Dec. 7, 1989, even though no evidence linked him to 


the crime, save for identification by two witnesses, one of whom has since 
said he was persuaded by police that De Luna was the murderer. To read the 
entire story, go to www.chicagotribune.com/news/specials/broadband/chi-tx-html 
story, 0, 7935000. htmlstory.

Perhaps you’ve seen the commercial featuring a coughing armadillo over- 
come by roadside fumes. Those are by the “Drive Clean Across Texas” 
campaign, which claims to be the nation’s first statewide public outreach 
campaign to raise awareness about air pollution. The group recently recom- 
mended five simple steps that it says can increase fuel efficiency by up to 
20% while limiting air pollution, which tends to exceed EPA levels in Texas’ 
largest cities. Tips include: Drive less by walking or riding a bicycle, share a 
ride to work or school, combine errands into one trip, work at home one day 
a week or, better yet, become a full-time telecommuter; keep your vehicle 
properly maintained and tires properly inflated; buy a cleaner, low-emissions 
vehicle when replacing an old one (see www.epa.gov/greenvehicles for a list), 
possibly taking advantage of a one-time tax deduction for any hybrid put into 
service prior to Dec. 31, 2006; idle less by avoiding unnecessary drive- 
through lanes and opt instead to park and go inside; and burn less fuel and 
reduce tailpipe emissions by driving the speed limit and avoiding aggressive 
driving, jackrabbit starts, and quick stops. - D.M. 

Speaking of driver outreach efforts, the Texas Department of Transportation’s 
anti-littering slogan “Don’t Mess With Texas” has been nominated for a 
slot on the Madison Avenue Advertising Walk of Fame, and you get to vote 
on it.

Thousands upon thousands of cats and kittens are homeless in the Central 
Texas area, and they die unnecessarily as a result of malnutrition and starva- 
tion, treatable diseases, being hit by cars, being taken into kill shelters, and 
being poisoned or shot by neighbors who feel it’s the only solution to an 
ever-growing problem, according to a statement from the Central Texas 
Bam Cat Placement Program, a new coalition that’s formed to find a bet- 
ter solution to the area’s feral-cat issues. The program seeks to help stray 
cats brought into local kill shelters and those living in dangerous locations 
by placing them in safer, healthier barn homes or outdoor home situations. 
The program will teach people safe trapping techniques, and before being 
released, every cat will be spayed or neutered, tested for feline AIDS and 
feline leukemia, vaccinated, and treated for parasites. Kynama Wald of the 
Humane Society of Williamson County says at least five feral cats per week 
arrive there and that the program’s trap-neuter-release method is effective.

AISD Budget: Happy days? 


AISD Superintendent Pat Forgione will 
have to retire, at least for the time being, his 
familiar speech about Austin trying to edu- 
cate an increasingly needy student population 
on a “fixed income.” For the first time in three 
fiscal years, AISD has presented a balanced 
budget that won’t require staff cuts or dig- 
ging into the savings account. The preliminary 
$604.4 million that will be spent during the 
2006-07 school year is almost $56 million 
more than last year’s budget, and there’s 
more money available if the AISD board of 
trustees has the cojones (or the chutzpah) to 
vote to raise taxes. 

The new money washed into the district 
after a perfect storm created by Texas legis- 
lators and Austin real estate investors. The 
recent school-finance legislation (HB 1) low- 
ered the local property tax by around 11 
cents per $100 of valuation and dramatical- 
ly cut the amount the district has to give 
back to the state under the recapture (aka 
“Robin Hood”) system. The TEA hasn’t 
released the official formula yet, but AISD 
has estimates that will return $71 million to 
the state in 2006-07, down from $135 mil- 
lion last year. Meanwhile, Austin property 
values rose a whopping 12%. This rare com- 
bination of factors gives the district a 
chance to invest in priorities that it has 
postponed for years. 

The district’s rank-and-file employees will 
be the main beneficiaries of the windfall. Last 
year, the district was only able to provide a 
one-time stipend of $1,000 to teachers, 
counselors, and librarians who completed the 
school year. This year, both teachers and 
classified employees (e.g., staff, janitors, and 
bus drivers), will receive a 7.5% raise. “I want 
to send a clear signal that the Austin school 
district values and respects our hardworking 
and productive employees,” said Forgione. 
“There’s been no joy in not having the reve- 
nue available to afford these essential fund- 
ing requests.” 

The salary increase is not simply due to 
AISD’s generosity. The Legislature gave AISD 
$11 million so that every teacher could have 
a $2,000 raise. AISD is adding another $22 
million or so, which will allow the district to 
increase the raise by roughly another $1,200 
for most teachers, extend the raise to the 
district’s classified employees, and pay for an 


increase in health care premiums. The dis- 
trict’s windfall will also be used to hire 211 
additional employees to keep up with student 
enrollment, cover the increase in fuel costs, 
and pay for the district’s ambitious high 
school redesign program. 

Yet, after years of living above its means, 
AISD is still expected to have the lowest fund 
balance in 10 years - an estimated $50 mil- 
lion. (The fund balance, the amount of money 
left over at the end of the year, is essentially 
the district’s savings account.) And, not only 
does AISD need to save for a rainy day, the 
fund balance is used to determine the dis- 
trict’s bond rating and, therefore, the interest 
it must pay on borrowed money. “In my opin- 
ion, the fund balance is not low enough to 
affect the bond rating now,” said AISD’s Chief 
Financial Officer Larry Throm. “But we are 
very close.” 

And there are other unmet needs as well. 
Three years ago, the district cut 60 art, 
music, and PE teachers in order to meet a 
record budget shortfall. At a public hearing 
on Thursday, a half-dozen or so teachers 
showed up to press the board to reinstate 
the positions. “I’m now teaching classes of 
30 kids or more,” said Elizabeth Abrahams, 
an art teacher at Galindo Elementary. 

“There’s just no time to help kids who might 
need individual attention, or to maintain 
order. I had a student the other week [who] 
was running around cutting other people’s 
clothes with a scissor. It’s just too many kids 
to manage safely.” 

AISD had also originally proposed putting 
around $3.8 million into a fund that could 
be used for a teacher incentive and support 
program, but that was cut from the prelimi- 
nary budget after revenue projections proved 
overly optimistic. The money could have 
been used to find creative solutions to a 
perennial problem: Many of the district’s 
most experienced teachers are in schools 
with the wealthiest students. “We were hop- 
ing to create a mentor program that would 
allow experienced teachers to take time off 
from teaching in order to train new teachers 
in the classroom,” says Louis Malfaro, the 
president of Education Austin, the local 
teacher’s union, 

The AISD board of trustees has the ability 
to pay for these programs and invest millions

in the fund balance, if it has the will 
to do so. The Legislature gave school 
districts the ability to raise an addi- 
tional four cents per $100 of proper- 
ty value for the next two years (after 
that, tax increases will require a city- 
wide vote). “We’re not even talking 
about raising taxes right now,” said 
Throm (who, indeed, refused to 
answer any questions about what a 
tax increase would mean for the bud- 
get). The teacher’s union, however, is 
not being coy. “We need to start talk- 
ing now about raising those four 
cents,” Education Austin vice-presi- 
dent Bruce Banner told the AISD 
board. “The district only has this 
opportunity for the next two years. 

The people of Austin support the 
school district, and we will be your 
sword and shield if you need us.” 

Banner says the four pennies would 
raise $17 million for the district over 
the next year. 

The board hasn’t even really begun to wres- 
tle with the implications of a tax increase. At 
a June 22 public hearing, board member 
Karen Dulaney Smith did offer that “maybe 
it’s time to start talking about those four pen- 
nies,” but she didn’t have many takers. It’s 
clearly difficult to advocate for a tax increase 
when most Austinites are already going to 
pay more because of rising property values, 
and the district is doing better than it has in 


years. Still, AISD has a rare opportunity to put 
some money in the bank and to make an 
investment in needed staff and programs. 
After all, Forgione has spent years telling the 
world how he could help the district’s needi- 
est children graduate and succeed - if only 
he had the resources. Well, now the money is 
there for the taking. The board will adopt a 
budget and tax rate at the end of August.

Airline Discrimination? 

When Burundian author and runner Gilbert Tuhabonye 
showed up at the Denver airport an hour before his plane 
departed, he wasn’t too nervous about catching his flight 
home to Austin. But, when he made it up to the Frontier 
Airlines desk an estimated 20 minutes later, the dark-skinned 
Tuhabonye says a white Frontier employee named Michael 
Coe informed him, rather rudely, that he was too late to check 
in and that his seat had been sold. “He took one look at me 
and ripped the ticket out of my hand and told me I wasn’t 
going anywhere,” says Tuhabonye, who asserts that he still had 
40 minutes until his flight at this point. “I asked him to 
please help me. He told me to get out of his face or he would 
call [security]. ... Then he started yelling, ‘Next! Next custom- 
er!’ I couldn’t understand why he was doing this, [except] that 
he was discriminating [against] me.” 


“Our records say that he was checking in 23 minutes prior 
to a flight, and we have a 45-minute cut-off,” says Frontier 
spokesman Joe Hodas, who added that the check-in time on 
the record was automatic and could not have been altered in 
any way. In Coe’s account of what happened, he states that 
Tuhabonye said he arrived at curbside check-in at 2:01pm for 
the 3pm flight, but that Coe had “no idea how long it took 
Mr. Tuhabonye to make his way” from the curbside to the 
lobby, where the altercation occurred. He also says that Tuha- 
bonye “never raised his voice nor became overly agitated” 
but that he refused to step aside. Hodas says that Coe, a 
supervisor for the airline, has had no prior complaints lodged 
against him. 

With six hours to kill until his rescheduled flight, Tuhabonye 
made a couple of friends at the airport, including one of the 
security guards that Coe had summoned. Having been in 
Denver to run a race and sign books, he had copies of This 
Voice in My Heart, which detailed his survival of the 1993 


Tutsi massacre by Hutu neighbors. “Once she got to know 
me and I gave the police my book, she was willing to help me. 
But, what would have happened if I didn’t have a book?” 
Tuhabonye says. Another new friend made was Sea 
Ganschow, who wrote a detailed account of what happened 
on her blog. She accompanied Tuhabonye to check in for his 
evening flight, two hours early. While waiting, they were 
approached by a harried Frontier customer, who asked if he 
could jump ahead of them in line as his plane was leaving in 
30 minutes. They agreed, and watched as he was allowed to 
check in, no problem, by a friendly lady named Dixie. 

Tuhabonye says Frontier has contacted him to apologize, 
and sent him a $50 voucher, which he plans to return. Hodas 
says the company does not plan on taking any action against 
Coe, due to lack of evidence of misconduct. “I just don’t want 
what happened to me to happen to someone else,” says 
Tuhabonye. “This crazy guy is going to keep doing this.”

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Border Militarization Update

After President Bush’s call for 
deploying 6,000 National Guard 
troops to the Mexico border, Gov. 

Rick Perry authorized the use of 
2,300 members of the Texas Nation- 
al Guard, who are trained locally at 
Camp Mabry. “We have trained 
and deployed more than 300 people 
so far,” said Camp Mabry’s Col. 

William Meehan “and expect to have 
trained 500 by the end of this week.” 

Though Meehan said that wheth- 
er the governor’s quota will be met 
is up to the Border Patrol, the plan 
is to train and send 1,000 troops 
by July, and 1,500 by the end of Aug- 
ust. It was this news that brought 
30 or so people to the gates of 
Camp Mabry this past weekend, 
wielding signs that bore the image 
of a young man in a cowboy hat 
named Esequiel Hernandez Jr. 

“We’re just here to let these folks 
know what has happened before,” 
said ACLU Executive Director Will 
Harrell, as cars rolled slowly past 
the demonstrators. 

In 1997, the 18-year-old was 
fatally shot 100 yards from his 
home by a 22-year-old Marine who 
was deployed to the border as part 
of a Joint Task Force mission in 
support of the Border Patrol. 

“Sending the National Guard to 
the border is just repeating the same pattern 
that killed Esequiel,” said the ACLU’s Ray 
Ybarra, who has worked extensively on bor- 
der issues. In addition to creating the ACLU 
Legal Observers program, whose members 
monitor the activities of the Minutemen, 
Ybarra organizes against border militarization 
such as the recent Operation Linebacker, 
an immigration control tactic conceived by the 
Texas Border Sheriff’s Coalition. According 
to the governor’s office, which has pledged $3 
million in criminal-justice grant funds to sup- 
port the project, Linebacker’s purpose is to 
“integrate law enforcement resources along 
the border to increase both public safety and 
national security between points of entry.” 

Meanwhile, the Border Network for Hu- 
man Rights and the ACLU report that folks 
living in the East El Paso neighborhoods of 
San Elizario, Agua Dulce, Sparks, and 
Montana Vista have been experiencing an 


“increase in public safety” that consists of 
the El Paso County sheriff’s office erecting 
road blocks and holding immigration raids in 
their neighborhoods, resulting in a general 
fear prohibiting members of the community 
from calling on their local law enforcement “in 
the event of crime, emergency, or even domes- 
tic violence.” After receiving a petition signed by 
3,000 community members, the sheriff’s office 
released a statement Friday stating it would 
temporarily cease holding immigration stops 
and raids in El Paso; the BNHR and ACLU 
commend the action as a positive step that 
needs to be permanent. Sen. Eliot Shapleigh 
of El Paso also commended the sheriff’s deci- 
sion, saying “In America, the Constitution 
guarantees that all citizens are free from 
unreasonable search. To stop, frisk, interro- 
gate, or detain based solely on the color of 
one’s skin is against our laws and traditions.”

Katrina's Aftermath: 

Housing uncertainty Lingers 

This Friday was supposed to mark the end in Austin of the 
primary federal housing program keeping roofs over the heads 
of area hurricane evacuees. The Federal Emergency Man- 
agement Agency's indirect public-assistance program, admin- 
istered through the city’s Office of Neighborhood Housing 
and Community Development since October, is now slated 
to continue here through July. That’s probably the end of it, how- 
ever - we say probably because nobody is ever quite sure what 
FEMA is going to decide next - because the approximate 745 
evacuee families slated to lose their housing aid July 31 are the 
last ones in Austin still receiving indirect federal assistance. 

As of June 1, 1,246 evacuee families in Austin had been 
found eligible for FEMA’s newer individual assistance housing 
program, which bypasses local governments by sending rent 
money directly to evacuees or, if they choose, to their land- 
lords. That will buy them at least a few more months, but what 
about the 524 evacuee families the city has record of FEMA 
having determined ineligible for more housing aid? Sam 
Wollard, associate director of the Community Action Net- 
work, a public-private collaboration of local organizations 
focused on community issues, said these evacuees will likely 
take a variety of paths. “Some folks will probably go back to 
Louisiana. What we don’t know is how many,” said Wollard, 
one of a number of speakers at a Town Flail meeting last 
Thursday about local evacuees’ precarious housing situation. 
“What we’re assuming right now is some people are going to 
end up in the homeless shelters. ... We know that some will 
find alternative affordable [housing] options; some may move 
in with family or friends. But what’s really unclear is how many 
are going to go where.” 

Thursday’s meeting at Highland Park Baptist Church was 
co-sponsored and hosted by Foundation for the Homeless, 

which offices partially out of the church. A significant portion 
of the meeting focused on the cases of 247 families in Austin 
who find themselves in particularly shaky situations. According

to evacuee case management data from several local social 
service providers, as of June 20, 103 of these 247 families 
had been denied further housing assistance by FEMA. The 
same case management stats also indicate that out of those 
247 families, only 91 had a housing plan in place as of June 
20 and that 82% of them were living below the federal poverty 
line, $19,350 for a family of four. As George Brown, a project 
coordinator with the Basic Needs Coalition of Central 
Texas, put it while going over the numbers, “This is a group 
that’s in real jeopardy of being homeless.” 

Robert Jones, one of a handful of evacuees at the meet- 
ing, can testify to being in housing limbo. Not only was his 
New Orleans house flooded by Katrina, he also went through 
Flurricane Rita; his Katrina evacuation path ultimately led him 
to a FEMA-paid-for room at La Quinta Inn in Beaumont, just in 
time for Rita’s storm, which brought him to another La Quinta 
- this time in Austin. “It’s been a process of patience, 
patience, patience,” said Jones, which might qualify as the 
understatement of the year. 

Fie stayed at La Quinta in Austin until December, when he 
and his wife found an apartment, which FEMA covered for six 
months, until the end of May. Unfortunately, he was laid off at

the temporary agency he worked for around the same time. 
The money Jones saved from his job, along with the little bit 
of Supplemental Security Income his wife collects because 
she suffers from seizures, enabled him to cover his June rent 
and bills; he said he’s good for July as well but doesn’t 
know beyond that. Fie hopes to have qualified by then for 
further FEMA housing assistance, for which he is in the pro- 
cess of applying. “Maybe in due time ... I may be able to 
return to New Orleans,” said Jones, who spent his 49th birth- 
day last Monday trying to make the best of uncertainty.

Serving Global Warming 

Don’t tell the Daughters of the Republic of Texas, but 
Environment Texas was frying little french toast pieces in 
the shape of the Lone Star State last Friday in front of the 
Federal building in downtown Austin. “Texas is in the frying 
pan with global warming,” said Environment Texas advocate 
Luke Metzger. “To protect future generations from the 
effects of global warming, we need to stop this trend of 
increasing pollution.” ET’s new report, “The Carbon Boom,” 
claims that while nationwide global warming pollution increased 
an average of 95% between 1960 and 2001, Texas’ share 
jumped a staggering 178%, the largest increase of any 
state. The report suggests that coal and oil emissions are 
the main culprits, and that a movement toward renewable 
energy and efficiency programs is the solution. 

“We can’t keep digging this hole deeper by building more 
coal-fired power plants that increase the global warming 
gasses Texas produces,” said Public Citizen Clean Energy 
Organizer Beth O’Brien, referring to the 15 new coal-fired 
power plants proposed for Texas. The number of miles driv- 
en statewide has also dramatically jumped in the last four 
decades - from 41 billion in 1960 to 216 billion in 2001, a 
132% per capita increase. The report notes that average fuel 
economy between 1987 and 2005 actually declined by 5%. 

To avert the catastrophic events predicted if C0 2 pollu- 
tion continues at the status quo - such as a 20-foot rise in 
sea levels due to the collapse of the Greenland ice sheet - 
the report recommends mandatory limits on global warming 
gasses that reduce emissions from today’s levels within 10 
years: 20% by 2020 and 80% by 2050 - possibly through 
cap and trade programs. The report estimates that the 
U.S. could reduce its electricity use by 28% by 2020 through 
energy efficiency measures, including replacing major appli- 
ances such as air conditioners. The Union of Concerned 
Scientists says an overall vehicle average of 40 mpg is

possible in 10 years, which would cut national oil use by 
2.3 million barrels per day (nearly all Persian Gulf imports) 
and reduce C0 2 emissions by 400 million metric tons a 
year, according to the report. A national renewable ener- 
gy standard of 20% by 2020 is another recommendation; 
such a shift would reduce C0 2 emissions by 434 metric 
tons by 2020, the report says. 

“Individual and family action is important, but the thing 
that will reduce global warming most meaningfully are dra- 
matic systems changes toward renewable energy and 
fuels,” said Bee Moorhead, director of interfaith advocacy 
group Texas Impact. Such changes should be expected 
of elected officials, who, she said, “must overcome their 
fear and act for the common good.” For more info, see 
www.environmenttexas.org, www.stopthecoalplant.org, and 
www.texasimpact.org.

Climate Change News 

Last Tuesday, Rep. Henry Waxman of California introduced the 
Safe Climate Act (HR 5642), a so-called long-term, science- 
based solution to global warming. The measure would freeze U.S. 
greenhouse gas emissions in 2010 at 2009 levels and cut 
emissions by roughly 2% per year beginning in 2011, reaching 
1990 emissions levels by 2020, and then cutting emissions by 
about 5% per year, resulting in 2050 emissions levels 80% lower 
than those in 1990. 

Austin Rep. Lloyd Doggett signed on as an early sponsor. The 
act directs the EPA to set a cap on greenhouse gas emissions 

from the largest polluters, allowing them to buy and sell emis- 
sions allowances. The measure would also mimic California’s 
strict motor vehicle emissions regulations and would direct the 
Department of Energy to establish an increasing national renew- 
able energy standard, initially requiring 20% of U.S. electricity 
to come from renewables by 2020. At press time, the bill had 
been referred to the Flouse Energy & Commerce and International 
Relations committees. 

Also last week, the National Academy of Sciences released 
a climate change report requested by Rep. Sherwood Boehlert 
(R-NY), chair of the Flouse Committee on Science. Fie called for 
the report last year after the Flouse Committee on Energy and 
Commerce chair, Joe Barton - who represents the Sixth District 
of Texas and often the ExxonMobil Corporation, which spent $15 
million from 1998-2004 to discredit climate change - launched 
an investigation of three climate scientists who made bold global 
warming claims in the late 1990s. The new report states that 
“there is sufficient evidence ... to say with a high level of confi- 
dence that the last few decades of the 20th century were warmer 
than any comparable period in the last 400 years,” and that “cur- 
rent warming is occurring in response to human activities.” 
Boehlert told the Associated Press, “there is nothing in this 
report that should raise any doubts about the broad scientific 
consensus on global climate change.” - D.M.

Reed Appeal Shot Down 

In the opinion of Bastrop Co. District Judge Reva Towslee 
Corbett, witness testimony challenging the state’s version of 
the facts in the capital murder case against Rodney Reed 
during a March evidentiary hearing was not credible, the testi- 
mony likely would not have helped Reed at his 1998 trial, and 
there is no evidence the Bastrop Co. District Attorney’s 
Office committed misconduct by withholding potential excul- 
patory evidence from Reed’s defenders. Therefore, Corbett 
concluded, Reed should not be given a new trial. 

Reed “fails to demonstrate that his conviction was unlawful- 
ly obtained,” read the findings of fact and conclusions of 
law document Corbett signed earlier this month. “Accordingly, 
it is recommended to the Texas Court of Criminal Appeals 
that relief be denied.” 

Reed, 38, was convicted in May 1998 of killing Stacey Stites, 
a 20-year-old Giddings resident, as she drove to work for an 
early-morning shift at the Bastrop HEB on April 23, 1996. Stites 
was strangled with a belt and her body was dumped just north 
of town; the red pickup truck she was driving - which belonged 
to her fiance Jimmy Fennell Jr., then a Giddings Police Depart- 
ment officer - was found in the Bastrop High School parking 
lot. Although DNA evidence on Stites body led investigators to 
Reed, none of the other physical evidence tied him to the crime. 
Reed has maintained his innocence, explaining that he’d been 
having an affair with Stites, which would account for the presence 
of his DNA. Reed’s supporters say Fennell, now a Georgetown 
cop, is a far more likely suspect - he knew of Reed and Stites’ 
relationship, they maintain, and was not happy about it. Although 
Fennell was initially a suspect, police never searched the 
apartment he shared with Stites, and they quickly returned his 
red truck - long before trial and before exhaustive testing on 
the interior could be conducted - which he subsequently sold. 

Although Reed’s trial attorneys promised jurors evidence 
of the affair and sought to present Fennell as a compelling 


suspect, they failed to do either. That strategy failed partly 
because Bastrop DA Charles Penick withheld from the 
defense exculpatory evidence that would have helped firm 
up the defense, argued Reed appeal attorneys Morris 
Moon, of the Texas Defender Service, and former Court of 
Criminal Appeals Judge Morris Overstreet. Federal district 
Judge Lee Yeakel last year bounced Reed’s case back 
through the Texas Court of Criminal Appeals to Corbett’s 
state district court to hear testimony related to the allegedly 
withheld information - including the testimony of Martha 
Barnett, who said she saw Stites and Fennell arguing in a 
convenience store parking lot around 5am the morning 
Stites was murdered, and the testimony of Mary Blackwell 
who, during a police training class, said she heard Fennell 
bragging he would strangle his girlfriend with a belt as pun- 


ishment for any infidelity. Corbett was 
charged with considering the evidence and 
with recommending to the CCA whether 
Reed should get a new trial. On June 7, 
Corbett made her ruling, recommending the 
CCA deny Reed relief, by signing a 20-page 
summary of the March hearing proposed by 
Assistant Attorney General Lisa Tanner, 
who was also part of Reed’s original prose- 
cution team. Corbett did not write her own 
opinion, preferring to agree with the state’s 
view of the case. (Although that’s not 
uncommon, Reed’s attorneys filed a motion 
asking that Corbett write her own opinion; 
Corbett signed off on the state’s proposed 
findings without ruling on that motion.) 
Among the state’s findings: Barnett’s story 
was not credible because she “failed to 
provide a satisfactory explanation” as to 
why she failed to tell police or another 
authority about seeing Fennell and Stites. 
Over a year later, in January 1998, Barnett 
did tell former Lee Co. Attorney Steven Keng that she had 
seen the couple and Keng testified that he took the informa- 
tion to Penick, who Keng said laughed it off, saying he had 
all the evidence against Reed that he needed. Again, 

Corbett accepted the state’s conclusion that Keng was not 
as credible as the state’s own witness, former DA Penick, 
who denies ever hearing such a thing. Corbett also agreed 
that Blackwell’s story about the police academy training 
class she attended with Fennell was similarly not credible 
because she too failed to report the incident to authorities. 

Corbett’s recommendations are now before the CCA, which 
will rule on whether to accept or reject her conclusions, or 
whether further proceedings are necessary. (For more on the 
Reed case, see “Who Killed Stacey Stites?” May 24, 2002.)

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Supremes Navigate Water Law 


In the absence of a clear majority ruling, 
the U.S. Supreme Court has left murky the 
reach of the federal government in defining 
what is a navigable waterway subject to 
enforcement under the 1972 Clean Water 
Act. With four justices standing with Antonin 
Scalia in an opinion that would loosen the 
Army Corps of Engineers’ definition of regu- 
lated waters; four on the other side, joining 
the opinion of John Paul Stevens, which would 
allow the Corps’ more broad definition to 
stand; and lone Justice Anthony Kennedy in 
the middle, calling for individual determina- 
tions of whether a disputed property has a 
“significant nexus” to CWA-protected naviga- 
ble waters, the court’s latest weighing of the 
CWA portends a future of additional regulatory 
battles and likely talk of amending the act. 

At issue before the court were two cases 
(consolidated by the court) involving Michigan 
property owners wanting to develop parcels of 
property that were in part made up of wet- 
land. (In one case a property owner ignored 
official notice that three of his parcels likely 
contained protected wetland; without obtain- 
ing a CWA permit, John Rapanos cleared and 
backfilled the land in question. In the second 
case, property owner June Carabell sued the 
government after the Corps denied her a per- 
mit to backfill a piece of property in order to 
build condominiums.) In each case, the prop- 
erty owners charged that the Corps had over- 
stepped its jurisdiction by claiming jurisdiction 
to regulate its properties even though none of 
them had a direct and immediate connection 
to any navigable body of water. (Each property 
was found, however, to have an eventual con- 
nection - Rapanos’ properties drain to Lake 
Huron and Carabell’s drains to Lake St. Clair, 
the court noted.) 

In each case, a federal district court found 
the Corps had the jurisdiction to decide the 
case, rulings later affirmed by the 6th U.S. 
Court of Appeals in Ohio. The Supremes 
heard the case in February and took nearly 
four months to reach what could be consid- 
ered, at best, a fractured ruling. Scalia 
(joined by Chief Justice John Roberts, 


Clarence Thomas, and newbie Samuel Alito) 
argued that the idea that the Corps could 
draw a regulatory connection between the 
wetland areas in question and navigable 
waterways was “beyond parody,” and that in 
deciding such cases the Corps “exercises 
the discretion of an enlightened despot.” 
Indeed, Scalia wrote that under the Corps’ 
definition, “the entire land area of the U.S. 
is in some drainage basin,” which would 
mean that any “plot of land containing such 
a channel may potentially be regulated as a 
‘waterway of the United States.’” 

Under Scalia’s interpretation, the Corps 
should only be allowed to invoke the CWA to 
regulate land with a direct connection to a 
“relatively permanent body of water” that has 
a “continuous surface connection with that 
water, making it difficult to determine where 
the water ends and the wetland begins.” On 
the other side of the debate, Stevens Coined 
by David Souter, Ruth Bader Ginsburg, and 
Stephen Breyer) argued that the CWA’s scope 
extends to wetland properties adjacent to all 
“identifiable tributaries that ultimately drain 
into large bodies or water,” including tributar- 
ies that are, at times, dry. 

With the battle lines drawn on a four-four 
split, Kennedy’s solitary opinion lays out a 
(temporary) compromise. He agreed with the 
Scalia wing that the two cases in question 
should be sent back to the lower courts for 
further deliberation, but disagreed that only 
“permanent” water bodies are subject to CWA 
regulation. “Contrary to [Scalia’s] description 
... wetlands are not simply moist patches of 
earth,” Kennedy wrote. By definition, a wet- 
land must be adjacent to a tributary and 
“thus covered by the Act, even if they are 
‘separated from other waters ... by man-made 
dikes or barriers, natural river berms, beach 
dunes and the like.’” Thus, Kennedy wrote, 
the question of whether a wetland (or other 
similar property) is suitable for CWA regula- 
tion is whether the “specific wetlands ... pos- 
sess a significant nexus with navigable 
waters” (a question the lower courts will have 
to decide in both cases). -Jordan Smith 


Strayhorn Blasts Foster Care System 


Too many children are subjected to double 
jeopardy when they enter the state’s foster 
care system, Comptroller Carole Keeton 
Strayhorn charged last week in releasing the 
findings of a two-year investigation. Most 
alarming, she said, were the dramatic increas- 
es in child deaths - from 30 fatalities in 
2003, to 38 in 2004, to 48 in 2005. “If you 
compare the number of deaths of children in 
our state’s population to the number of 
deaths in our state’s foster care system,” she 
said, “a child is four times more likely to die 
in our state’s foster care system.” 

Strayhorn, who’s running as an indepen- 
dent candidate for governor, was joined at 
an afternoon press conference last Friday by 
representatives of Judicial Watch, the 
Citizens Commission on Human Rights 
Texas, and Justice for Children. According 
to the report, 2004 data provided by the 
Health and Human Services Commission 
showed that about 100 foster-care children 
were treated for poisoning from medica- 
tions, while 63 were treated for rape and 


142 gave birth. The comptroller accused her 
chief political opponent, Gov. Rick Perry, of 
stonewalling her agency’s repeated requests 
for additional data needed to complete the 
investigation. And she blasted Perry for 
ignoring her call in 2004 to create a crisis 
management team to help stem the number 
of child fatalities in foster care. “Gov. 

Perry’s failure to act is unconscionable,” 
she said. 

Perry spokesman Robert Black said the 
governor and the Legislature have already 
taken steps to reform the child welfare agency 
with the 2005 passage of Senate Bill 6, 
which he said addresses many of the con- 
cerns Strayhorn raised in 2004. Black’s state- 
ment went on to accuse Strayhorn of sound- 
ing the alarm for political gain. “With her sup- 
port evaporating, her poll numbers dropping 
and her campaign stagnating, Carole Stray- 
horn seems desperate to change the subject 
and is sadly not above exploiting child trage- 
dies to do it,” he said. “What a despicable 
thing to do.” - Amy Smith

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Will the Nuke Mushroom? 

Plans to expand the South Texas (Nuclear) Project, locat- 
ed in Bay City, were announced last Wednesday, amid a nation- 
al renewal of interest in nuclear power generation, following 
nearly a quarter century of hostility toward it in America. New 
Jersey-based NRG Energy Inc., which last year bought a 44% 
interest in the STP (formerly known as STNR until the word 
“nuclear” was dropped from the name), made public its nucle- 
ar ambitions, along with plans to develop more coal energy 
production and wind projects in Texas. Austin Energy owns 
16% of the STP but declined to comment on whether it would 
buy into an expansion. 

NRG’s statement of intent is a precursor to its actual permit 
application, one of at least 25 expected by the end of next 
year, according to the U.S. Nuclear Regulatory Commission, 

though none have been filed so far. Critics believe generous 
federal incentives offered in the 2005 Energy Policy Act are 
the only thing fueling renewed interest in nukes, which they 
say are just as unstable financially and environmentally as 
they ever were - exacerbating post-9/11 safety concerns and 
adding to existing piles of toxic waste, currently held on plant 
sites, with no approved disposal destination on the horizon. 

NRG intends to add two new reactors to the STP’s existing 
two, at a cost of $5.2 billion, according to a statement. The 
company estimates work being completed by 2014. “Texas’s 
demand growth is among the strongest in the nation, and in 
order to ensure the reliability of electrical service in the region, 
new plant construction is essential,” read NRG’s press state- 
ment. To build the new reactors, NRG plans to partner with 
General Electric and Hitachi, whose Advanced Boiling Water 
Reactors, NRG says, have been proven in design and construc- 
tion and have a track record of reliable and safe operation in 
Japan. NRG intends to fund the project’s up-front costs largely 
through power-purchase agreements, bilateral contracts, and 
other deals with both investor-owned and municipally owned 
utilities - which, according to NRG’s statement, will support 
the company’s existing cash flows and what’s known as nonre- 
course project financing, or arrangements in which a lender is 
only entitled to repayment from a project’s profits, not from 
other assets of the borrower. It is believed that NRG filed its 
letter of intent last week in order to be eligible for tax credits 
and incentives associated with the Energy Policy Act. NRG 
didn’t return calls requesting an interview. 

“If operators had to assume the financial risks for the new 
plants, there’s no way they’d be built,” said Luke Metzger of 
activist group Environment Texas. A press release jointly 
issued by ET, Public Citizen’s Texas State Office, the Sierra 
Club’s Lone Star Chapter, and the Sustainable Energy and 


Economic Development Coalition read, “Nuclear power con- 
tinues to be dependent on taxpayer handouts for survival,” 
and “the risks from radioactive exposure and accidents are 
enormous and always have been.” Paul Gunter of the 
Nuclear Information and Resource Service, a longtime 
opponent of new nukes, said the new plans, including NRG’s, 
“put the taxpayer out in front to absorb the full cost of the 
project risk,” referring to the recently renewed Price- 
Anderson Act of 1957 (which pools money from utilities and 
federal funds as a kind of supplemental insurance policy in 
the event of a major plant accident, and, according to critics, 
makes taxpayers liable), not to mention government-subsi- 
dized construction risk insurance (indemnifying over-budget 
and past-schedule projects). “If Price-Anderson hadn’t been 
renewed, utilities would’ve been more reluctant to move for- 
ward,” said David McIntyre, an NRC spokesman. The STP’s 
1981 construction was delayed nearly a decade and cost six 
times more than the projected estimates. Gunter says out-of- 


control budgets and schedules aren’t out of 
the ordinary for today’s nuke projects. 

Aside from financial risk, unresolved 
issues of radioactive waste disposal and 
site security loom large in the minds of 
watchdogs. Metzger noted the almost 10 
years of delays at the proposed Yucca 
Mountain nuclear waste repository and 
the more than 54,000 metric tons of dis- 
carded irradiated fuel sitting at plants 
nationwide. McIntyre said the storage issue 
is a “matter of national policy” and that 
the commission is awaiting an application 
from the Department of Energy for Yucca 
Mountain. Even if it arrived today, McIntyre 
said, it would be several years before 
Yucca Mountain would start accepting 
waste - something it was originally sup- 
posed to begin doing by 1998. Casting 
doubt on the industry’s safety prognosis, a 
Government Accountability Office 
review of existing reactors released last 
week found “significant shortcomings” in 
NRC efforts to “ensure that issues affect- 
ing nuclear plant safety receive the atten- 
tion their significance warrants.” A 2003 
Houston Chronicle visit found security at 
the STP to be lax. A security industry 
expert who accompanied reporters called it 
“appalling.” And a 2002 internal NRC sur- 
vey showed that almost half of all employ- 
ees thought their careers would suffer if 
they raised safety concerns, and nearly one-third of those 
who had raised safety concerns felt they had suffered harass- 
ment and/or intimidation as a result. 

The Energy Policy Act contained $13 billion in new subsi- 
dies, tax breaks, and incentives to build new nukes; and from 
1947 to 1999, the nuclear industry was given more than 
$115 billion in subsidies, 25 times more than subsidies for 
renewable energy, according to an April Public Citizen report. 
Metzger and his cohorts contend that the need for new power 
plants can be offset by developing Texas’ vast renewable 
energy potential and instituting better efficiency measures in 
buildings. Whether renewables will receive a fair portion of 
government pork ought to be a question asked of campaign- 
ing politicians. With Texas’ population slated to double in the 
coming years, we will clearly need more energy. “Do we really 
want to rely on Homer Simpson technology in making our 
choices about energy production?” Sierra Club’s Donna 
Hoffman asked. - Dan Mottola

AD CREEP ADVANCES 

It’s now officially true: Nothing is sacred. 

Advertising - the ubiquitous bane of our 
corporate world - has continued its relentless 
creep through American culture and has now 
found its way onto the stage. Yes, having con- 
quered movie theatres, ads have entered the 
sanctum of the live theatre. I don’t mean the 
quiet printed ads in the playbill booklet, or the 
silent corporate logos that emblazon so many 
theaters these days. Rather, I mean the intru- 
sive, spoken ad that demands your attention. 

This latest advance of ad-creep made its 
debut on May 23 at 7:55pm at the Orpheum 
Theater in New York City, just prior to the eve- 
ning’s performance of - appropriately enough 
- Stomp. The advertisement itself was a 
three-minute live performance promoting a 
British tourist outfit called Visit London. It fea- 
tured an actress from the ER television show 
and had an onstage couple rhapsodically dis- 
cussing various tourist attractions. The ad 
concluded with an offstage voice delivering 
the punchline: “Whatever you like doing, you’ll 
love doing it in London.” 

An official representing the company that 
created this intrusive stomping on theatre 
decorum was ecstatic about bringing ads to 
this new venue: “They’re a captive audience,” 
he crowed about the show’s attendees. “They 
can’t switch channels or change over or walk 
out once the thing has started.” Ah, yes, 
that’s the good ol’ “gotcha” attitude of corpo- 
rate commercialism! 

With this breakthrough, you know it won’t 
be long before corporate advertisers match 
the theatre presentation with their products. 
Why wouldn’t Stomp, for example, be a per- 
fect fit for Nike, or maybe even Desenex, the 
athlete’s foot preparation? 

The creep goes on! Look for ads coming 
soon to your church - maybe holy water brand- 
ed by Coca-Cola, or the sacrament itself spon- 
sored by McDonald’s. Truly, nothing is sacred. 
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CONGRESS DOES IT AGAIN 

Do you have one of those really good jobs 
in which your pay is automatically raised 
every single year by nearly $4,000 - and the 
only way your pay hike can be withheld is if 
you choose not to accept it? 

You don’t find these jobs in the “help want- 
ed” ads, friends. You find them in Congress. 

Once again, our Congress critters have gen- 
erously bestowed a pay hike on themselves, 
raising their total annual take to $168,500 
apiece. These are the same people who have 
refused to raise America’s poverty-level mini- 
mum wage for 10 years and who have shown 
no concern for the majority of American work- 
ing families whose wages have not even kept 
up with the rising cost of living. 

This month, house members voted for the 
eighth year in a row to up their own pay. In a 
little game of political dodgeball, congressio- 
nal leaders of both parties run an insider 
scam that makes their pay raise automatic - 
unless they magnanimously vote to block it. 
Guess what? They don’t. For eight straight 
years, these statesmen have grabbed the 
money and run. 

Speaking of running, both parties’ leaders 
have cut a secret save-the-incumbents pact, 
agreeing their candidates will not use the pay 
raise as an issue in the fall elections. And 
you thought there was no bipartisanship left 
on Capitol Hill. 

Members try to dismiss the pay hikes as a 
trivial sum, merely enough to keep them 
ahead of inflation. Over the eight years of 
steady raises, however, these cost-of-living

CSI: Travis County 

Why is the Medical Examiner's Office so screwed-up?

If life truly imitated art - or at least popular 
television shows, like JAG or Crossing Jordan or, 
most vividly, CSI: Anywhere - Lari Burson 
would’ve known what killed her father last 
summer, within about 24 hours of his death. 

On Aug. 14, Burson’s 59-year-old father, Guy 
“Mike” Burson, checked into the Round Rock 
Hospital, complaining of both abdominal and 
back pain. He’d previously had kidney stones, 
so his daughter’s first thought was that he had 
another stone. But when she arrived at the 
hospital emergency room, she knew it wasn’t 
stones - and she knew some- 
thing was very, very wrong. 

“My dad is in the fetal posi- 
tion, lying on his left side, 
sweating profusely, moaning, 
and in tears [from the] pain,” 

Burson recalled. “I crawled 
into [the hospital] bed with 
him, and I touched his back, 
and I remember him saying, 

‘Don’t touch my back.’” 

Everything was tender - his 
back and stomach as well as his arms and 
hands, legs and feet, in which, Lari recalls, he 
complained he was losing feeling. 

The doctors couldn’t find a source for the 
pain: There were neither kidney stones nor 
gallbladder problems, as far as they could tell; 
tests revealed an aneurysm in his stomach, but 
it was small and hadn’t ruptured, and it looked 
as if blood flow throughout his digestive sys- 
tem was normal. Eventually, he was moved 
from the ER to a regular bed, where he spent 
the night, waiting to see a specialist. Her father 
didn’t look good at all, and his pain was 
intense, Burson says. She was frustrated and 
scared. In addition to Mike’s mysterious and 
unceasing pain, his skin had begun to mottle 
- turning purple and blue, beginning in his 
abdominal region, and then spreading across 
his body in a pattern that looked like interlock- 
ing pieces of a jigsaw puzzle - and his tem- 
perature was dropping, from just under 98 
degrees when he got to the hospital, to 95 
degrees by the morning of Aug. 15. Both symp- 
toms indicated a bad infection. 

Moreover, overnight her father’s abdomen 
had become increasingly rigid and distended, 
and by midmoming the doctors were getting 
ready to perform an exploratory abdominal 
surgery to look for the source of his pain and 
worsening infection. The wait was excruciating; 
Lari found her way to the hospital chapel and 
prayed. What was happening? Her father had 
been tired in the preceding weeks, mainly with 
work and worry over a move to a new house. 
But his symptoms appeared much more alarm- 
ing than stress or exhaustion. 

Several hours later, the surgeon emerged 
with his report: “The surgeon comes up and 
says, ‘I don’t have any good news for you,”’ 
Burson recalls. About 70% of her father’s 
bowel was dead. There was nothing they could 


do except close him up and provide comfort 
until he died; at most, her dad had 12 hours. 
“I remember everything was in slow motion,” 
she says. “He told me [dad] was going to die. 
My whole world fell apart, and I was mad.” 
Lari went immediately to her father’s bed- 
side. “I was crying. He looked at me and said, 
‘How long?’ Like he didn’t know he was going 
to die,” Lari recalls. “I said 12 hours at most. 
He looked shocked and started to cry.” Family 
and friends were summoned; at his bedside 
they all held hands in prayer and then said 


their goodbyes. At the end, just close family - 
Lari, her paternal grandmother, and her step- 
mother - remained, and Lari held her father’s 
hand. The end came quickly; Lari remembers 
her father’s eyes, still so blue and clear, became 
fixed, and he coughed, “like he was drowning, 
and he literally was.” Blood seeped from his 
mouth and nose and then he was still. “His 
favorite thing was to go fly-fishing,” Lari says 
quietly. And so sitting there with her father’s 
hand still in hers, she told him, “‘You go fly- 
fishing now, dad.’ And I think he heard me.” 

Open Question 

It’s been more than 10 months since Lari 
Burson said goodbye to her father, and she still 
doesn’t know the cause of his death - or, more 
precisely, what caused the nearly complete gan- 
grene of his intestines that prompted his sud- 
den and painful demise. More alarmingly, she 
isn’t sure which of the two drastically different 
causes of death assigned her father by Dr. 
Roberto Bayardo, chief pathologist and admin- 
istrator of the Travis Co. Medical Examiner’s 
Office, is the correct cause - or if, instead, the 
true cause has gone undetected, any evidence 
likely gone. “I don’t want to go through the rest 
of my life without knowing what killed my 
father,” she says resolutely. On the advice of her 
father’s primary-care physician, the day after 
her father’s death Lari called Bayardo to request 
an autopsy. She was desperate to know why 
he’d died, in part because her family has a his-

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tory of digestive problems. In 1985, her pater- 
nal grandmother had a third of her stomach 
removed, and just a month before her father’s 
death, Lari underwent an endoscopy If her 
father’s sudden death had a genetic compo- 
nent, Lari wanted to know 

Although he was busy, Bayardo agreed to 
take Lari’s case as one of the 800 or so “private 
autopsies” that the TCME performs each year, 
for a $2,000 fee. Even at that price, Lari was 
determined to have the postmortem, and, talk- 
ing with Bayardo on Aug. 16, her grief fresh 
and spilling into their conversation, Lari was 
reassured that Bayardo would solve the mys- 
tery of her dad’s death. “I’m looking at this guy 
- tall, handsome, silver-haired, grandfatherly - 
thinking he must be full of wisdom and intel- 
ligence, that he must be smart as hell,” she 
recalls. “And I’m thinking, OK, I’m going to 
pay him this money, and he’s going to tell me 
how my dad died.” 

Yet, as the anniversary of his passing nears, Lari 
still doesn’t know what killed her father - wheth- 
er it was genetics, a bacterial fluke, or, perhaps, 
foul play. Since August, Bayardo has provided two 
completely different versions of Mike Burson’s 
official cause of death. First, in a result that 
stunned Lari and her family, Bayardo ruled that 
Mike was poisoned, likely with rat poison, a con- 
clusion he reiterated under oath at a November 
inquest hearing before Williamson Co. Justice of 
the Peace Dain Johnson. Toxicology tests revealed 
that Burson had levels of zinc and phosphorus 
four times above normal. “Well, the only com- 
pound that I know that can do that is what is 
called phosphine,” Bayardo testified. “Phosphine 
is a rat poison. It kills the inside of the intestine 
and causes the bleeding in the [intestinal] wall.” 

But in January, Bayardo abruptly changed 
Burson’s cause of death to bowel necrosis 
caused by Clostridium perfringens - a relatively 
common bacteria present in the intestines of up 
to 30% of the general population, but that has 
only rarely (three times in the last decade) been 
singled out as a cause of death. (C perfringens is 
most commonly known as pigbel, a bacterial 
infection that in the early 1960s - before the 
creation of a vaccine - was the leading cause of 
death among protein-deficient children in Papua 
New Guinea who had eaten poorly cooked 
pork. The extremely rare incidence of C perfrin- 
gens infection in the U.S. is almost exclusively 
associated with poorly prepared institutional 
foods, according to medical literature.) 

In short, instead of solving the mystery of 
Mike Burson’s death, Bayardo confounded it 
with diagnoses that Lari’s family has received 
with suspicion and grief. The initial finding 
that he’d been poisoned quickly led to distrust 
among family members, ripping them apart - 
all without leaving a hint of how the case might 
be resolved, Lari says. “What bothers me most 
is that I was never given a reason for the 
change” in the cause of death, or a way to 
explain the alarming tox results, if indeed C 
perfringens killed Mike Burson. 

Most of all, Lari wonders if she did the right 
thing by going to the TCME for help. 

Shadow of Doubt 

It’s been a rough year for the TCME - and 
Lari Burson isn’t the only person questioning 
the quality of the agency’s work. An outside 


audit last summer - prompted by the county’s 
goal to secure accreditation by the National 
Association of Medical Examiners - described 
an office that is underfunded and understaffed 
(forcing the office’s pathologists to perform in 
excess of 500 autopsies each year, far exceeding 
NAME’S standard of a 350-autopsy maximum), 
is in desperate need of equipment and technol- 
ogy upgrades, and that operates without a 
stringent set of policies and procedures. In 
short, the report concluded that the combina- 
tion of circumstances increases the “risk poten- 
tial for mistakes” and the county’s “risk expo- 
sure.” The office has also made headlines with 
several high-profile errors - including news 
that in 2004 the office misidentified a deceased 
85-year-old woman (or rather, her grave-robbed 
corpse) as the remains of a 23-year-old man 
who’d allegedly died only days before in a car 
fire (he was a prison fugitive trying to use the 
corpse to conceal his own disappearance). The 
accuracy of Bayardo ’s conclusions was also 
questioned in the police-shooting death of 
Daniel Rocha, when he initially told reporters 
that Rocha didn’t have any scratching or bruis- 
ing consistent with his having been in a fight 
with police and that his tox results showed he 
was clean, when in fact the autopsy report later 
revealed that Rocha was both scratched and 
bruised and that there was a trace amount of 
marijuana in his system. “When they come out 
and make public statements - public misstate- 
ments, in [such a high-profile case] it creates a 
really serious air of doubt about the ME’s 
office,” says Mike Sheffield, president of the 
Austin Police Association. “It impacts their 
credibility and the overall credibility of the 
investigation and makes people wonder, are 
these findings true and correct?” 

To make matters worse, in March the three- 
pathologist office began hemorrhaging doctors 
- Deputy ME Suzanna Dana was the first to 
resign; in April, Bayardo announced his retire- 
ment, after nearly 30 years at the helm; and 
finally, citing substandard working conditions 
(among other concerns), on May 15 Deputy 
ME Elizabeth Peacock tendered her resigna- 
tion, effective this Saturday, July 1. Although 
Bayardo told county officials that he would 
stay on until his replacement is hired (or until 
Dec. 31, whichever comes first), the doctors’ 
exodus from the TCME means the county is 
left without a single full-time forensic patholo- 
gist to handle the office’s growing workload - 
last year alone the office’s three doctors con- 
ducted nearly 1,300 autopsies. Compounding 
the situation, county officials are now realizing 
that its “state-of-the-art” forensics center, 
which opened its doors less than a decade ago, 
is already outdated and entirely too small to 
accommodate the full complement of investi- 
gators and pathologists that the county will 
need in order to gain accreditation. 

In short, the TCME - upon which not only 
Travis Co., but also 45 other Texas counties 
rely to investigate unnatural, unattended, or 
otherwise questionable deaths - is an office in 
trouble. The dirty little secret is that it has been 
in trouble for a long time; nonetheless, the 
office has only recently made it onto the Com- 
missioners Court radar. Figuring out whom to 
blame for the current situation is far less 
important than figuring out how to save the

sinking ship - one that must be righted before 
it threatens the stability not only of the coun- 
ty’s criminal justice system, but also of the 
greater public health. “When someone dies 
and we don’t have the science or the scientists 
to figure out why nobody wins,” says former 
County Judge Bill Aleshire. “It’s bad, especially 
when we could’ve known.” 

Lari Burson found out that bitter truth the 
hard way: Death investigation in Travis Co. 
isn’t anything like it is on television. “Families 
like mine [rely] on the determinations of the 
TCME office, not to mention police and law- 
yers,” she wrote in a recent e-mail. “How many 
false [cause-of-death] determinations have 
ruined peoples lives?” 

Ancient History 

In the world of forensic pathologists there are s 
“cutters” and “noncutters”; Dr. Roberto 5 
Bayardo, who has been Travis County’s chief “ 
ME since 1978, is a cutter. The noncutters have 
assistants do the autopsy dirty work - making 
the Y-incision to reveal the sternum, manipulat- 
ing the various organs, and manning the Stryker 
saw to open the skull. Some pathologists prefer 
this method; they stand back and observe, their 
focus unwavering. For a cutter, however, letting 
somebody else cut is unthinkable. “It’s the 
most important part of the job,” says Bayardo, 
standing in the ME Office’s third-floor confer- 
ence room, his burnt-orange scrubs rumpled, 
the pants too short over a pair of worn dress 
loafers. “I like to do my job. You get in there and 
pull out the organs and feel around.” If you 
don’t, he says, you “miss things.” 

Bayardo doesn’t like missing things. More- 
over, he rebuffs any suggestion that he has ever 
missed a single thing over his long career. He’s 
been in the TCME office almost since it was cre- 
ated in July 1977, and it is his “baby.” Bayardo 
was a deputy ME in Houston when he first came 
to the TCME in late 1977 to work weekends and 
holidays for the county’s first ME, Dr. Robert 
Bucklin. After just a year on the job, Bucklin 
turned in his lab coat, and Bayardo was hired to 
take over as the fledgling office’s chief - and 
only - pathologist. “When [Bucklin] took the 
job, the Commissioners Court said, ‘We’re 
going to give you more money [and] more office 
space,”’ Bayardo recalled in a recent interview. 
“By the end of the year he saw that was a lie, and 
that they weren’t going to do what they’d said.” 

Bayardo says the irony of Bucklin’s story, 
now nearly 30 years old, isn’t lost on him, but 
the office’s current state of affairs suggests oth- 
erwise. Until 1992, when the county first hired 
Dr. Suzanna Dana as an assistant ME, Bayardo 
worked alone (he didn’t even request an assis- 
tant until 1990, he told the Statesman that year) 
in the county’s makeshift morgue attached to 
Brackenridge Hospital, where there was only 
room for four bodies in the cooler while the rest 
waited, lined up on gurneys in the hallway. “It 
was frustrating for a time, yes,” he says - espe- 
cially one summer when the air conditioning 
was out for several months while the county 
and the hospital bickered over who should pay 
for repairs. It wasn’t until 1997 - eight years 
after voters approved a $2.6 million bond pack- 
age to pay for construction - that the county 
finally completed the Travis Co. Forensic Center 
at 12th and Sabine, where the TCME Office is 


now housed. And in 1999, just two years after 
the building opened, it already needed nearly 
$1.2 million in repairs to fix a ventilation prob- 
lem that had resulted in excessive moisture and 
mold growth inside the building. 

Perhaps the story of the Forensic Center - if 
not the entire history of the TCME, starting 
with Bucklin’s abrupt departure - should’ve 
been considered a harbinger. But, as with all 
things TCME, it often feels as if the past 
doesn’t exist. By the time the building opened, 
Bayardo says, he was ready to retire but didn’t, 
in part because the working conditions had so 
vastly improved. Sitting at the head of a long 
conference table, Bayardo leans slightly for- 
ward: “Working conditions are terrible” he 
says, snidely paraphrasing Deputy ME Elizabeth 
Peacock’s letter to County Judge Sam Biscoe, 
resigning the position she’s held since 1995. 
These conditions aren’t bad, Bayardo says, 
looking around the room, its walls lined with 
bookshelves filled with medical journals and 
texts detailing various diseases and infections; 
“terrible” is working in the old morgue without 
air conditioning. “She should’ve been working 
there,” he says. 

Death by Numbers 

Perhaps the Forensic Center is a state-of-the- 
art facility, at least compared to the TCME’s 
former digs, where Bayardo toiled for 19 years. 
But to many - that is, to almost everyone but 
Bayardo - it’s hardly a palace, and by NAME 
standards, it is unlikely that the facility would 
pass an accreditation inspection. The current 
building, with just over 14,000 square feet of 
useable space, is already too small for its 46- 
county workload. As designed, the building 
has just two “regular” autopsy stations and a 
single, separate suite for performing autopsies 
on decomposed bodies and on bodies sus- 


pected of carrying infectious diseases. In all, 
the building can only accommodate three 
pathologists (if one doctor works full-time in 
the decomp room) because the slab founda- 
tion “cannot be opened to modify plumbing 
drain lines,” according to a report presented to 
county officials in February. The only way the 
current facility would pass inspection (in addi- 
tion to several quick-fix upgrades to create 
more workspace and improve sanitation), the 
report notes, is if the county were to cancel its 
45 interlocal agreements and serve only Travis 
Co. - and even then the building would only 
be adequate until 2025. In order to continue to 
serve even a portion of the other counties - 
those in the Central Texas region, for example, 
and those served by StarFlight - the TCME 
facility would have to be expanded to at least 
33,000 square feet and be designed to accom- 
modate at least seven full-time pathologists. 
According to the report, the building costs 
alone would run at least $6.6 million. 

That figure doesn’t include the cost of hiring 
pathologists, and the good ones don’t come 
cheap. Indeed, for board-certified forensic 
pathologists, it’s an employees’ market. 
Nationwide, there are fewer than 1,000, a mere 
third of whom “function as full-time dedicated 
forensic pathologists working within and/or 
directing statutorily constituted medicolegal 
death investigation systems” such as the 
TCME, according to a 2004 NAME report. Part 
of the problem is that while there is a signifi- 
cant amount of additional schooling needed to 
become board-certified - at least nine years of 
formal education after college - the salaries 
offered by governments have not kept pace 
with private-employment counterparts. “You 
certainly don’t go into [governmental medico- 
legal work] to get rich,” says Dr. Phil Collins, 
head of pathology at Brackenridge and a mem- 
ber of the panel of local officials interviewing 



TCME pathologist candidates; “it takes a spe- 
cial kind of person to 1) enjoy the work and 
want to do it; and, 2) to go through all of the 
training required and then not be really reward- 
ed monetarily on the other end of it.” 

Indeed, while a hospital pathologist gener- 
ally clears $300,000 per year, the board-certi- 
fied ME generally brings in a much lower salary 

- with 10 years of county service under her 
belt, for example, Peacock’s base salary in 
2005 was just $121,000; after 28 years of ser- 
vice, Bayardo’s 2005 base salary was just 
$164,000. The salaries paid the county’s 
pathologists might seem generous for most 
jobs, but considering the nature of the work in 
general, and specifically the TCME’s demand- 
ing workload, the pay is hardly extravagant. 
While NAME standards require individual 
pathologists to perform no more than 350 
autopsies per year - 250 is the ideal workload 

- TCME pathologists, on average, have per- 
formed over 500 autopsies a year since 2001. 
In fact, the office has long been understaffed. 
Since 1992, when the county finally hired 
Dana, the office has never had more than three 
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full-time pathologists on staff at any given time. 
By comparison, Bexar Co., which is NAME- 
accredited, has six pathologists; Dallas Co., 
also accredited, employs 11; Tarrant Co., also 
accredited, has four pathologists and one fel- 
low working full time performing autopsies. 
With the current workload, TCME would need 
at least five in order to meet NAME standards. 

Cheaper by the Gross 

In short, the county is in a real bind. And it is 
largely a manmade (and long-ignored) bind, cre- 
ated in large part by Bayardo with the tacit 
complicity of county officials, who have long 
neglected TCME operations, and who say they 
were taking for granted that Bayardo had kept 
them apprised of the office’s needs. The root of 
the problems is budgetary - and, specifically, 
stems from the manner in which the office has 
been budgeted and the way pathologists have 
been compensated. When Bayardo first came on 
board as ME, the county had in place 1 1 interlo- 
cal agreements with surrounding counties to 
perform autopsies and death investigations. The 
arrangement, at first, was practical: Until 1992, 
Bayardo was the only ME in the entire Central 
Texas region. But that year, the number of 
county-approved interlocals began steadily to 
increase, and now, in addition to Travis Co., the 
TCME handles autopsy and death investigations 
for 45 counties - stretching across the state from 
Victoria, to as far away as Ward Co., in far West 
Texas. Again, while the arrangement is partly 
practical - and to Bayardo, even altruistic:

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“Those counties really need us, some have nowhere else” to go, 
he says - it is also a superficially crafty fiscal arrangement. 
According to last year’s audit, of the state’s 1 1 ME offices, the 
TCME relies most heavily on out-of-county, private cases (those 
done under interlocal agreement and those contracted by private 
citizens, like Lari Burson) to fund the office’s annual budget and 
to boost pathologist salaries. Indeed, for FY 2005, the over~$1.7 
million in revenue generated from private autopsy services was 
projected to cover nearly 81% of the TCME’s total budget of just 
under $2.2 million - far outpacing all other counties. (Dallas Co. 
ranks second for its reliance on private cases to cover nearly 47% 
of its more than $4.3 million annual budget.) 

Moreover, the county has used a portion of the out-of-county 
fees - $2,000 per autopsy since Oct. 1, 2004 - to boost the 
pathologists’ otherwise below-market salaries. For each private 
autopsy, the pathologist makes $300; in 2005, Bayardo made 
about $127,000 in private autopsy fees, nearly doubling his 
yearly compensation for a total of roughly $291,000. Peacock 
pulled in an additional $67,000, for a total 2005 income of 
about $188,000. Since at least 2001, Bayardo has taken on the 
lion’s share of private cases; from January 2001 through May 
2005, he performed nearly 1,900 private cases, but just 89 of the 
more than 3,000 Travis Co. cases the office is statutorily required 
to perform. Not surprisingly, that means the bulk of the Travis 
Co. workload has been handled by the office’s assistant MEs 
and, increasingly, by Peacock. In other words, critics charge, 
Bayardo has long had a financial disincentive to equalize the 
workload and to lobby for the county to hire additional patholo- 
gists. “The . . . more-pay-for-more-autopsies incentive is what has 
led to the excessive number of autopsies per medical examiner,” 
former County Judge Aleshire wrote in a February e-mail to 
county commissioners. “There was a built-in financial disincen- 
tive for [Bayardo] to ask for more assistant medical examiners in 
his budget to handle the increased workload. The result: lack of 
national accreditation for the office and over-worked examiners 
who make more mistakes.” 

Aleshire says that when he was county judge, the court had 
its own run-ins with the TCME. Commissioners learned that 
Bayardo was harvesting corneal tissue without family approval, 
he says, and later that he was contracting directly with outside 
counties for autopsy services and taking the fees without offer- 
ing a cut to the county. In hindsight, Aleshire says the commis- 
sioners probably should’ve taken action then to restructure the 
office, but “we felt that we were over a barrel and couldn’t 
replace [Bayardo].” They shouldn’t have “let that influence our 
thinking,” he says, but they did. 

Aleshire and others argue that Bayardo’s personal financial 
stake in the way the office operates has kept him from approach- 
ing the county, not only for additional employees, but also for 
all manner of additional resources. “If Bayardo came [to 
Commissioners Court] and asked for something, then he’d also 
get oversight, accountability, and the attention that he couldn’t 
stand,” Aleshire says. “Because Bayardo is too indignant about 
being supervised at all by the Commissioners Court, he hasn’t 
gone to ask for things that [the office] needs.” 


Indeed, to hear Peacock tell it, working in the TCME office 
has often been frustrating and at times something of a night- 
mare. Not long ago, she says, she was working on a severely 
decomposed body while swarmed by insects - specifically, 
maggots and flies. For years, the office has relied on supermar- 
ket-variety fly strips to control the bugs, but this time it wasn’t 
working. When she looked up from her work, she says, she 
realized why: The fly strips hanging over the autopsy station 
were already covered with insects. Peacock says she asked for 
new strips but was told that if she wanted them she’d have to 
buy them herself. “That’s emblematic of the approach the 
office has taken all along,” she says. Peacock says she’s had to 
pay out-of-pocket for a variety of tools necessary to do her job, 
including recording equipment used to dictate findings dur- 
ing the autopsy process and other critical supplies, like a dis- 
secting microscope. 

Additionally, the office’s relatively stagnant budget has 
meant the forensics staff is using increasingly old and outdated 
equipment. (Any increases have resulted almost exclusively 
from health insurance costs, slight wage increases, and addi-

tional toxicology positions - the latter necessary for state-man- 
dated accreditation the lab earned last year.) Among other 
things, the office’s X-ray machine is so old that the repair tech- 
nician has had to scrounge off-market to find used parts to 
maintain it. The lack of funds also means that at times the 
pathologists do not have access to testing equipment that is 
often vital to the job. For example, says Peacock, if “a guy has 
a tumor, [most] doctors have” the necessary tools at their dis- 
posal to determine the tumor origin. “When I’ve asked for 
[access to those kinds of diagnostic tools] , Bayardo’s said, ‘We 
don’t need that; just guess.’” In essence, she says, “they’re ask- 
ing us to do malpractice.” 

That’s not the sort of contemporary forensic practice one 
might imagine after watching the heavily staffed, glistening, 
equipment-laden labs on CSI: Miami. 

Jumping Off the Treadmill 

Dr. Peacock’s May 15 resignation took many people, appar- 
ently including Judge Biscoe, by surprise. Judge Biscoe’s public 
response was rather indifferent: If Peacock “doesn’t think she 
can take us where we want to go,” he said, then she’s doing the 
“right thing” by resigning. The county’s official response 
seemed to disparage Peacock as a money-grubber who was quit- 
ting only because the county’s newly reconfigured salary scale 
- which boosts the doctors’ salaries and does away with the 
$300 per outside autopsy fee (which brought Bayardo’s salary 
up to $280,000 effective May 1, and would’ve boosted Peacock’s 
pay to $188,000). In fact, however, her decision to leave 
shouldn’t have surprised anyone in county government. 
Certainly, the monetary compensation the county was offering 
wasn’t all that great - in part because, with just Peacock and 
Bayardo now on staff, the offer didn’t take into account that the 
workload this year had increased. In other words, county offi- 
cials were asking Peacock to do more work for less money. 

But to Peacock, the monetary concern was only a symptom of 
the county’s overall TCME problem. For years she’d expressed 
her concern about office operations - from the facility problems 
to staffing issues - and it seemed to fall on deaf ears. Every time 
she’s spoken up, she says, she’s been told things will be “fixed 
in a year or two,” and that when that happens, “the place will 
look so different.” In short, Peacock’s concerns have been dis- 
missed. This is distressing to Peacock, who says she loves her 
work and, more importantly, knows that the ME plays a critical 
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role, not only in the criminal justice system, but 
also in ensuring public health. “It’s not glamor- 
ous, but it is an important job.” In addition to 
providing evidence in cases of traumatic or 
violent deaths - often supplying one of the 
most critical pieces of evidence in criminal 
prosecutions - the ME plays a crucial role in 
the child-fatality review team in looking out for 
elder abuse, in identifying potential outbreaks 
of infectious diseases, and as a point person for 
mass fatality and emergency-management plan- 
ning. “The ME should have a finger in a lot of 
things - the office is the primary watchdog” of 
public health, she says. And, for years, Peacock 
has been the TCME’s only point person on all 
of these things - “all the stuff the chief ME 
should be doing,” she says, but a role that she 
says several years ago Bayardo tapped her to 
perform. “He’s not on any of the committees 
because it cuts into his opportunity to make 
extra cash.” Bayardo says that he did ask 
Peacock to take over the committee work 
because it was necessary to “divide the job of 
administration” in the office. He can’t be in 
“two places at the same time,” he says, and 
someone has to be in the office to perform 
autopsies. Although most experts, including 
the leadership of NAME, say that serving on the 
emergency medicine, fatality review, and other 
committees are a vital part of an ME’s role in 
ensuring the public health, Bayardo disagrees. 
Serving on the committees has “nothing to do 
with the duties” of the ME’s office, he says. 

If nobody listens and nothing has changed, 
what does a pathologist do? “You quit,” Peacock 
says. “It was a mistake to stay there that long; 
now I see it.” It’s like riding a bicycle that’s 
“headed for a cliff and [realizing] you’re actu- 
ally able to jump off,” she says. “Unless there’s 
a major paradigm shift, that’s where [the office] 
is heading.” 


Make No Mistake 

Elizabeth Peacock is a practical, detail-minded 
person. While she can’t necessary recall any 
specific mistakes she’s made as a deputy ME 
(although there have been questions raised 
about her analysis of the death of Michael Clark 
in police custody), she realizes that working in a 
stressful, understaffed, and resource-poor envi- 
ronment increases the odds that mistakes - will- 
ful or otherwise - will be made. “Insufficient 
and outdated facilities, shortfalls in equipment

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Travis County ME: 

Who's on First? 

When pressed, Travis Co. Medical Examiner Dr. Roberto Bayardo 
concedes that, perhaps, the working conditions at the ME’s office - 
most prominently the cramped quarters and the lack of staff - are 
“limiting conditions.” “We can’t do as much as we’d like in this 
space,” he says, “but it’s not horrible.” Bayardo says he’s long 
asked for additional resources but hasn’t gotten them. “I’ve been 
asking for years and years and years for new equipment and more 
people,” he says. “When the [audit] came out last year [with rec- 
ommendations for additional staff and resources], I said, ‘That’s 
what I’ve been telling you all - you didn’t need to spend $40,000 
to find out.’” 

Until recently, Bayardo says, county officials have rarely even visit- 
ed the office. County Judge Sam Biscoe concedes that he hasn’t 
spent much time at the TCME but says that’s because the commis- 
sioners believed they could rely on Bayardo to come to them with 
important information and for personnel and other budgetary 
requests, but he rarely has. “I never really interacted with him all that 
much,” says Biscoe. “When he’s come to us, by and large it was for more 
pathologists.” But Biscoe says he began to realize that Bayardo hadn’t kept 
the court up to date after last year’s audit revealed that the TCME would 
need five pathologists in order to handle even the current workload. That 
“kind of shocked me,” he says. “If you tell me we need five, then we’ve lost 
the ability to [gradually] work up from two.” In part, commissioners may 
have been blindsided because they’ve apparently never conducted an annu- 
al review of the TCME. “How do you evaluate an ME?” Biscoe asks. “You 
can’t call a patient back and say, ‘Have you had any problems we should 
know about?”’ The Commissioners Court has too many departments to keep 
track of on their own, he says, so they have to rely on “managers - elected 
or appointed - to [alert us to] problems in the system.” 

Biscoe says that he’s now convinced that the office has been overworked 
and that “at some point the autopsies are beginning to suffer,” but insists 
the problems are not insurmountable and have not in any way compromised 
either public health or the county’s criminal justice system. “I don’t know 
that you lose sleep over” worrying about whether there have been ME mis- 
takes that may have been used in criminal prosecutions - to either send an 
innocent person to jail, or to set a guilty one free - he says. “My concern is 
not so much what has happened in the past, but how we move forward with 
an eye toward putting in place a better system.” 

Biscoe says the court is now acting aggressively to wrangle the TCME 
back into shape - and to secure accreditation from the National Association 
of Medical Examiners. Commissioners have been weighing plans to help 
reduce the office’s workload - possibly by paring down the number of pri- 
vate autopsies the office performs, at least for the time being - and have 


been interviewing candidates for a new chief ME and, for now, two addition- 
al deputies. (As of press time, there have been no new hires.) 

The court’s goals are both important and doable, although they aren’t 
likely to happen overnight, says Dr. Vincent DiMaio, who has served as 
Bexar Co. chief ME since 1981. DiMaio is widely considered to be one of 
the most effective “advocates for the dead,” an attribute that has been 
essential to securing ample funding and staff for his office. “You have to go 
and sit down and talk” to county officials about the office on a regular 
basis, he says. “Its an educational process.” Now, he says, when Bexar Co. 
commissioners “see me [coming, they know] it’ll cost them money.” That’s 
the kind of ME Travis Co. is going to need to get the office back on track, 
he says - and choosing the right chief is essential. “You need to get an 
experienced chief [to] attract experienced [deputies],” he says. “In the long 
run, it’s cheaper to spend more money now. You know what happens if you 
pick the wrong chief? You think you’ve got problems now, you ain’t seen 
nothin’. You’ll end up with an office full of people who can’t meet accredita- 
tion standards.” 

Until the chief’s on board, DiMaio says, looking for deputy pathologists - 
which Travis Co. has done (at least two candidates have already rejected 
employment offers) - isn’t the smartest idea. “That’s hard. The problem is, 
most people don’t want to come [to a new job] and get murdered [by the 
workload],” he says. “There are very few people in the field. You have to 
offer [them] two things: a decent salary and decent working conditions.” 
Right now, with only Bayardo remaining on staff, DiMaio says he thinks the 
TCME is a tougher sell. A pathologist offered a job at TCME under the cur- 
rent conditions is likely to say, “‘Whaddaya mean it’s just me and Dr. 
Bayardo?”’ DiMaio says. “And they’re going to look at [county commission- 
ers] like they’re crazy.” - J.S. 


and supportive manpower, insufficient funding 
. . . can result in miscarriages of justice or unac- 
ceptable risks to the public’s health,” reads the 
2004 NAME report. “Homicides may be missed, 
the innocent may be wrongly accused and/or 
incarcerated, the guilty may be wrongly exoner- 
ated ... or infectious disease epidemics can 
spread.” Bayardo, on the other hand, scoffs at 
any suggestion that he’s made any mistakes as 
the chief ME. “I’ve been here this long, and I 
think I’ve done a good job,” he says. “Otherwise, 
the Commissioners Court would’ve gotten rid of 
me a long time ago.” 

Bayardo denies that working conditions 
would have anything to do with mistakes made 
by others. Indeed, he’s quick to point out, for 
example, that the 2004 misidentification of the 
remains of an 85-year-old woman as those of a 
23-year-old man was a mistake made by a 
pathologist who resigned last year, not his mis- 
take. But as chief ME, he says, he takes the heat 
because each case is, ultimately, “my responsi- 
bility.” The misidentification dust-up was 
among the cases Burnet Co. Justice of the 
Peace Peggy Shell Simon cited in a harsh letter 
she sent Bayardo in March, complaining that 
her county has been paying $2,000 a pop for 
work that “over and over ... has been unac- 
ceptable.” (Simon did not return phone calls 
requesting comment for this story.) Bayardo 
says he was shocked by the letter and doesn’t 
understand where Simon’s anger is coming 
from. In sum, he says the controversies sur- 
rounding his office are generally “politically 
related” and usually hinge on one simple fact: 
“People like to have the cases resolved their 
way” - and when they’re not, people get mad 
and point fingers at the ME’s office. “But they 
don’t have [access to] all the information we 
[use] to come to a conclusion.” 

What Killed Mike Burson? 

That explanation infuriates Lari Burson, who 
by no means was looking for Bayardo to con- 
clude that her father had been a victim of rat 
poisoning. Nor was she then looking for a sud- 
den reversal, instead, that her father’s death 
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was caused by a generally nonlethal bacterium. 
And she certainly wasn’t looking to be without 
an answer to the question of why her father 
died - which is exactly where she feels Bayardo 
has left her. In the last 10 months, Lari has 
spent a considerable amount of time surfing the 
Web, doing research on rat poison, C perfrin- 
gens, and the TCME. She’s been “overwhelmed” 
by information she’s read on controversies sur- 
rounding the office - controversies that she 
says, sadly, have only confirmed her misgivings 
over the way her father’s case was handled.

Unsurprisingly, Bayardo insists he didn’t 
make a mistake in the Burson case. The reason 
he changed the cause of death, he says, is that 
even though he found extremely elevated levels 
of zinc and phosphorous in Mike Burson’s 
system - the two components of phosphine rat 
poison - he was never actually able to find the 
poison itself. In November he testified that 
because Burson may have ingested the poison 
three days before his death, there would’ve 
been plenty of time for it to break down and 
leave only zinc and phosphorus. But in a recent 
interview, he insisted that his decision to 
change the cause of death was based on the 
fact that, although several days may have 
passed since Burson ingested the poison, intact 
poison still should have been detectable. At 
that point, he says, he determined that the C 
perfringens bacteria, which he found during the 
initial autopsy, must have been the real killer. 
In other words, instead of concluding that the 


bacteria was able to take hold because of the 
poison’s deadly assault on Burson’s system, he 
concluded that it was the bacteria alone that 
destroyed Burson’s intestines - no matter how 
anomalous a killer it may be. “In my nearly 50 
years of experience I’d never seen that,” he 
says. “That’s why I like my job. You never 
know what you’re going to find.” 

Lari Burson believes Bayardo’s conclusion is 
simply illogical - in part because the bacteria-as- 
killer theory does absolutely nothing to explain 
the extraordinarily high levels of two heavy met- 
als in her father’s system. “I wake up every 
morning wondering what caused my father such 
[an] excruciating death, and feelings of hopeless- 
ness prevent me from believing that I will ever 
have a credible answer,” Lari wrote recently. 
Mike Burson was a “wonderful” father who 
cared about the community - he served as 
president of the Northwest Austin Chamber of 
Commerce, ran for a spot on the AISD board, 
and served on the board of the Umlauf Sculpture 
Garden, among other activities. “He had a gen- 
eral interest in the well-being of the community, 
and he served it well,” she says. “However, my 
father has not been served well. There is a cer- 
tain amount of trust and faith that is ascribed to 
the TCME that it doesn’t deserve.” 

In the absence of any other explanation or 
answer, Burson suspects the truth is that her 
father’s case has fallen victim to the turbulence 
and heavy workload at the TCME. “I want 
people to understand that these conditions 
could affect their families, as it has mine,” Lari 
says. “When you are considering a cause of 
death that could fall in the category of homi- 
cide . . . there is enormous consequence to that 
determination.” Indeed, she says, perhaps Bay- 
ardo simply chose the expedience of a bacterial 
cause of death, one that would allow him to 
record the death as “natural,” file the death 
certificate, and move on to the next case - and 
that scares her. “It’s not just me who suffers. 
It’s my entire family,” she wrote recently. “We 
have no closure, just more questions and no 
firm answers. Just think about the official agen- 
cies and departments that rely on the answers 
that the TCME gives them. That’s scary.” ■

FAT PIG: Heavy mettle 


Neil LaBute is at it again. As has become clear from films such 
as In the Company of Men and plays such as The Shape of Things 
and Autobahn, both of which have been staged in Austin this year, 
no one does in-your-face like LaBute. Now, he’s getting up in our grill 
with a drama that challenges our prejudice against the heavy-set 
and doing so with one of those phrases that carries the power of a 
roundhouse punch: "fat pig.” Taking on the subject of weight shows 
some real guts, and using the porcine phrase as a title shows even 
more, but to present such a play as your premiere production - well, 
you gotta have tremendous intestinal fortitude for that. So consider 
the Vestige Group, which debuts on the local scene this week with a 
production of LaBute’s Fat Pig, a gutsy bunch. 

“We formed our company through Craigslist,” says Susie Gidseg, 
both the director of the show and a Vestige co-artistic director along 
with Jen Brown. “Jen and I met in the theatre department at OU. 

She moved here a year-and-a-half ago, and I followed when I gradu- 
ated, and we decided we must have a company and we must do it 
now. So we put an ad on Craigslist looking for theatre artists and 
had applicants send us their resumes. We gave them question- 
naires, and we were very selective. I wouldn’t say that everyone was 
extremely qualified. For instance, there were some people who did 
two plays and decided they wanted to be a lighting designer. But we 
were looking for people who had been out there and done it, like 
our technical director, who started out as an actor and was a 
Samuel French award winner. We just had to find the people who 
were the best fit with us. We had around 30 applicants, and we got 
it down to five other people and ourselves. And we had a meeting 
at Central Market and said, ‘Look, you’ll have to trust us. Even 
though we’re young, we’ve done a lot, we’ve been around the block, 
we fight hard, so trust us.’ And they did.” 

Despite its disparaging title, this isn’t your typical LaBute play, 
which frequently features irredeemable people abusing one another 
in ways that, while often humorous, are appallingly inhumane. “You 
want these people to be together,” Gidseg says of Fat Pig's protago- 
nists: Tom, a regular kind of guy who has recently broken up with a 
beautiful woman, and Helen, the woman dismissed with the titular 
insult. “You buy it. And it’s funny, and there’s some romance, and 
there’s people rolling around on the floor. It’s definitely nice. I hate 
the word ‘nice,’ but these characters are really nice, and you’re root- 
ing for them.” 

Avoiding making light of the title is difficult, and in a way that’s 
kind of the point. “Helen makes fun of herself all the time,” says 
Gidseg, “makes herself into a joke. And how many of us haven’t 
done that? But still, you feel the need to whisper the title. I contact- 



ed a group of plus-sized women, told them about the play, and said, 
‘You should come out because we’re trying to spread the word.’ And 
they were really offended by the title. Whatever it is, it’s going to get 
a reaction from somebody.” 

Vestige is hoping it gets a reaction from you, so if any of this 
piques your interest, get your tickets now, as the company is offer- 
ing the play for three performances only. - Barry Pineo

THE MUSIC MAN: 

Somethin' very, 
very special now 

The arrival of TexARTS’ production of The 
Music Man was anticipated by the citizens of 
our River City in much the way the Wells 
Fargo wagon is by the ones in the musical, 
i.e., watched for with fervent expectation for 
somethin’ special to be delivered. And so it 
was on June 24. While the one-night-only 
affair was a concert version, with the orches- 
tra onstage and cast mostly in evening wear, 
it brought Meredith Willson’s winning vision 
of small-town Iowa in 1912 to life with 
charm and verve and a fullness of character 
that’s eluded many a production fully tricked 
out in period costumes and sets. Even more 


impressively, the show boasted the kind of 
performance polish more common to a large- 
scale professional production. Take that for 
a sign that TexARTS leaders Robin Lewis 
and Todd Dellinger know their stuff when it 
comes to musical theatre and what makes it 
work. They also know who to bring aboard to 
make for one enchanting evening. Rebecca 
Luker, of Broadway’s 2000 revival of The 
Music Man, looked like a star and sang like 
a dream, filling Willson’s luscious ballads for 
lonely librarian Marian with profound yearn- 
ing. Jim Walton, also from that revival, glided 
through the role of Harold Hill, as breezily 
confident as a confidence man gets. And 
although he had to wrangle 80 local adults 
and kids, director Lee Roy Reams - another 
Broadway master - kept the show bustling 
along with a vivacity delightfully in keeping 


with the musical’s spirit. The crowd, which 
packed the downstairs and filled a good por- 
tion of the balcony, was wildly appreciative of 
the show, never more so than when the kids 
who had spent the previous three weeks in 
TexARTS’ Musical Theatre Summer Intensive 
strutted their stuff. 

It’s been almost four years since the 
Paramount stage was blessed with a musi- 
cal from Broadway’s golden age, and while 
that may not be a terribly long time, it’s long 
enough to feel the loss of Austin Musical 
Theatre and the splendid spectacles of its 
six-year run. TexARTS’ production of The 
Music Man looked so at home on that stage, 
it brought to mind a sentiment from another 
grand old show of yore: Ah, classic musicals, 
it’s good to have you back where you belong.

AUSTIN CHAMBER MUSIC 
FESTIVAL: Turning 10 and 
making a change 

For a full decade now, summer has meant 
more than broiling heat to Felicity Coltman. 

It’s been the season of the Austin Chamber 
Music Festival, a time when the director of 
the Austin Chamber Music Center has led a 
celebration of the intimate joys of chamber 
music, showcasing it in its myriad forms - 
such as performances from some of the 
city’s most accomplished classical musicians 
and distinguished visitors, like the Duo 
Turgeon piano team, in venues across the 
city. So it’s been for nine summers, and this 
year will be no different, although it’s been 
scaled back to a half-dozen evening concerts. 
Still, the pride Coltman takes in the festival 
marking its 10th year may be mixed with a lit- 
tle sadness, as it will be her last as director. 
After steering the organization for 25 years, 
she’s letting someone else step up and do 
the organizational heavy lifting. (And that will 
be award-winning pianist Michelle Schumann, 
she of the annual John Cage birthday con- 
certs.) If you’ve never indulged in the plea- 
sures of the Austin Chamber Music Festival, 
this would be a fine year to start. You can 
enjoy and offer a valedictory thanks to the 
woman who started it all. 

The concerts begin with the now-traditional 
evening of elegance in the Driskill Hotel. 
Maestro Peter Bay of the Austin Symphony 
conducts an outstanding ensemble in a pro- 
gram of Russian delicacies, including 
Shostakovich’s Piano Trio No. 1 and 
Stravinsky’s Octet for Winds. And you can 
even bid on the baton that the maestro 
wields that night in a live auction that sup- 
ports the festival. Wednesday, July 5, at the 
Driskill, 604 Brazos. 

Next comes Symphonic Elevations, with 
Duo Turgeon and a string quartet performing 
Shostakovich’s Symphony No. 5 arranged for 
piano, four hands, and Brahms’ Piano Quintet 
in F minor. Saturday, July 8, at First Unitarian 
Universalist Church of Austin, 4700 Grover. 

The Lineage of Legacy features Cuarteto 
Latinoamericano and a trio of Coltmans - 
Felicity and Heather on piano, Margaret on 
cello - with more Shostakovich ( String 
Quartet No. 3) and a little Mozart and del 
Aguila. Tuesday, July 11, at Congregation 
Agudas Achim, 7300 Hart. 

With 4midable 4tets, the Maia Quartet 
tackles - what else? - string quartets by Grieg, 
Beethoven, and, you guessed it, Shostakovich. 
Saturday, July 15, at First Unitarian 
Universalist Church of Austin, 4700 Grover. 

Poet of the Piano shifts the spotlight onto 
Frederick Chopin and his chamber music, with 
almost a dozen works performed by Anne 
Louise-Turgeon and the present and future 
ACMC directors, Felicity Coltman and Michelle 
Schumann. Tuesday, July 18, at First Unitarian 
Universalist Church of Austin, 4700 Grover. 

This year’s festival concludes with Lasting 
Impressions, a program dedicated the great 
French Impressionist painter Paul Cezanne, 
who died 100 years ago. Music includes 
pieces by Debussy, Ravel, Roussel, and 
Gordon Jones, performed by an all-star 
ensemble of string players, wind instrumen- 
talists, vocalists, and pianists. Saturday, July 
22, at Austin Waldorf School, 8702 S. View.

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Are You Experienced? 

In a new ad campaign, the Blanton redefines 'art/ 
raising questions about what it means 


The Blanton Museum of Art’s new “Art is 
Experience” PR campaign is canvassing Austin, 
pun intended. The slogan has shown up in 
every comer of the city. If you haven’t received 
a postcard or sticker bearing the phrase in your 
mailbox, then you’ve almost certainly seen the 
myriad bold-colored ads on TV and billboards 
that announce a new definition for an age-old 
materialization of creativity. The promotional 
blitz is not only a catchy, effective, and vibrant 
way to integrate Austin’s young population into 
the art culture, it’s a whole new way of viewing 
and defining art itself. And while it may help to 
reposition the Blanton within the local commu- 
nity, the ‘Art is Experience” mantra goes beyond 
the building of a new museum and into the heart 
of some of art’s most fundamental questions. 

History has, through the course of time, 
temptations, and empires, seen art defined in 
radically different ways. “Art is beauty” may be 
the most popular answer to the question of what 
art is. Yet, from “art is communication” (think: 
Ransom Center, hieroglyphics, and cuneiform) 
to “art is teaching” (as it often was for the 
monks and religious clergy of the European 
Middle Ages), art has both defined and been 
defined by the culture it builds and inhabits. 
Both in the United States and elsewhere, the 
Sixties and Seventies saw “art is resistance” and 
“art is critique” spring up from the throes of a 
world divided by communism and capitalism 
and wracked with fighting in countries seeking 
independence after long periods of dictatorship 
and colonization. Against this shifting history, 
it is no small thing for the Blanton to send out 
smart orange stickers calling Austin to art that 
is now being defined as “experience.” 

But the Blanton was taking its cue from the 
people it wanted to come to the new facility it 
was building on the southern edge of the UT 
campus. Jessie Otto Hite, the Blanton’s vibrant 
director, knew the new museum space would 



need to engage potential art viewers on familiar 
terms. “Early in the process of designing the 
new Blanton,” Hite relates, “we did a branding 
study and found that Austin, as we knew, is 
full of creative and curious adults,” and they 
wanted to know what would draw them to the 
museum they were creating. In a series of focus 
groups, words like “experience,” “choice,” and 
“inviting” kept coming up, along with phrases 
like “things to see and do” and, particularly 
among younger respondents, the desire to see 
something new that was “not your parent’s 
museum.” That led the Blanton staff toward 
the idea of transforming both the structure of 
the art museum and the public perception of 
what a museum is and could be, both for and 
in the Austin community, into one rooted in 
experience. 

“Experience” has become a big word these 
days. The common understanding of the word has 
something to do with personal participation that 
is somehow transformative because of an interac- 
tion. But experience in today’s culture is not that 
simple. We’re less and less content to experience 
something through a book or watching or hearing 
about it secondhand. Increasingly, we want to get 
our whole selves involved, to immerse ourselves 
in a thing, via things like virtual reality, surround- 
sound movies, and interactive learning. This has 
led to changes in the way our whole society is 
driven. Joseph Pine and James Gilmore’s book 
The Experience Economy: Work Is Theatre & Every 
Business a Stage relates how the American sales 
and services industries have rapidly undergone a 
series of consumer-oriented transformations from 
the industrial age to the information age. In the 
1970s and 1980s, the authors write, “success- 
ful companies, such as Nordstrom, Starbucks, 
Saturn, and IBM, discovered that the best way to 
differentiate one product from another - clothes, 
food, cars, computers - was to add service,” 
which led to a shift from a goods-based economy 
to a service economy. But now, this idea is slowly 
yet forcefully being superseded by large groups of 
consumers who are looking past service compa- 
nies for engagement with brands that can offer the 
full encounters of an “experience.” 

With Blanton assistant director Ann Wilson’s 
vision of a museum experience and ideas from 
The Experience Economy, Jessie Otto Hite led 
the Blanton team in the redefinition of their 
museum into an “experienced-based” insti- 
tution. At a time when many older institu- 
tions settle for face lifts or consultant-driven 
rethinks, the Blanton snatched the opportu- 
nity to do something truly cutting-edge as a 
museum and for Austin. Hite proudly points 
out how their reinvention of the Blanton puts 
it in a unique position among museums today: 
first, in its engagement of the public through 
experience-based interactions; and second, in 
the fact that it is a solid institution with 40 
years of collections-building and exhibition- 
making that is now being given the chance to 
start new, fresh, and now. Considering the mar- 
ginal face of the Blanton prior to its move into 



the new building, and the outstanding public 
engagement they are currently experiencing 
- 30,000 visitors in its first month - they are 
certainly doing something right. 

Still, while experience has certainly always been 
part of art, art as experience has always been just 
one branch of the art field among many. Yet we 
live in a world where, as Eva Buttacavoli of the 
Austin Museum of Art describes it, more and 
more “people are listening to their iPods, check- 
ing their cell phone messages, and surfing the 
Web all at once.” In this scenario, experience is 
not only existence, it is an almost infinitely craved 
commodity. Billion-dollar industries are booming 
as our checkbooks run to catch up with our desire 
for instant gratification, coupled with a looming 
national attention deficit. So in this consumer cul- 


ture we have nearly perfected, doesn’t it just make 
good sense for, not only art museums, but artists 
who, as Sue Graze, director of Arthouse, says, are 
“expressing the now and creating what all of the 
rest of us are feeling anyway,” to be a part of and 
even lead this experience-based scenario? Isn’t it 
logical for art museums to be conducting target- 
market focus groups and basing their publicity 
campaigns on those results? For those of us who 
once believed that artists and the field of art are 
supposed to resist commodification, it seems we 
are all in for a big surprise. 

Or are we? Galleries, museums, and art insti- 
tutions of all kinds have been at this art and 
commodification game for decades, if not cen- 
turies. Even Michelangelo’s work in the Sistine 
Chapel had a price tag attached. To be fair, the 
questions that outline the mixing of art and 
our experienced-based culture and economic 
system should be asked in a more complex way 
than I have just outlined. For example, why can’t 
experience be resistance instead of its suppres- 
sor? As Annette Carlozzi, the Blanton’s curator 
of American and contemporary art, astutely 


points out, Paul Chan’s “Present Tense” exhibi- 
tion at the Blanton offers a very powerful and 
pertinent example of experience engaging - and 
even inciting - resistance. In discussing Chan’s 
two-channel video piece My birds . . . trash . . . 
the future ..., (2004), Carlozzi points out that as 
viewers begin to realize the broader perspectives 
offered by both sides of the dual imagery, “the 
decision to engage and deepen their experience 
of the piece by moving back and forth through 
space directly mirrors the political process for 
individuals in society.” At the same time, keenly 
aware that the “spectacle, high-production val- 
ues, and theatricality of My birds . . . might over- 
whelm real investigation,” Carlozzi notes, “Chan 
moved to the modest, more humble space of 
the floor, to the space we walk on for his next 
work, 2nd Light .” In 
this digital projection 
piece, Chan again co- 
opts the viewer into 
a point of decision 
regarding his or her 
own involvement in 
the work, as each 
viewer’s presence in, 
and even on, the pro- 
jected image causes 
direct transformations of the image, either by 
shadowing, obscuring, or merely changing the 
visible sequence. In other words, as problematic 
as it may be, Chan’s work calls for responsibility, 
not just gratification, from experience. 

So perhaps Chan’s investigation is really one 
of our own, and the Blanton’s as well. Where 
art has been pulled out of its purist avant- 
garde margins into the center of culture, the 
same shift that is so profoundly marked by the 
Blanton’s “Art is Experience” motto will make its 
way into the artworks that surface in its wake. 
Chan’s body of work maps out a newly emerg- 
ing ground for artists in an economy where 
“experience”-centered arts, such as video, film, 
and graphic design, are all pervasive. At the 
intersection of market research, stellar public 
relations campaigns, and our current “experi- 
ence economy,” art is again being redefined, 
and Austin, via the Blanton, seems to have sud- 
denly found itself at the forefront. ■

SHRIEK: AN AFTERWORD 

by Jeff VanderMeer

Jeff VanderMeer’s wildly inventive new novel is the 
afterword to the nonexistent history of a fictional city. 

After completing the classic The Hoegbotton Guide to 
the Early History of Ambergris, controversial historian 
Duncan Shriek disappeared, leaving his sister Janice 
Shriek to supply the much-needed afterword. 

Janice Shriek’s piece evolves into a memoir of the 
siblings: their family, their loves, and, most impor- 
tantly, their failures. Banned by the Court of Kalif - 
this reality’s Catholic Church - as heresy, Duncan’s 
first book, On the Refraction of Light in a Prison, a 
critical and financial success, made him a minor 
celebrity. Ironically, later in life he would work as a 
professor for a Kalif university. Duncan’s second 
book, Cinsorium: Dispelling the Myth of the Gray Caps, 
on the mysterious fungal beings living beneath 
Ambergris, destroyed his fledging career, furthered his notoriety, and affords the most 
humorous scene in this book. In a spot-on parody of the publishing world, the publisher 
of Duncan’s previous effort berates and blames him for all the problems of the world, 
society, and, quite possibly, existence itself. 

Duncan’s relationship with the Gray Caps and his subsequent books intertwines 
with Janice’s life, which finds her becoming a successful art gallery owner and even- 
tually a bitter, disillusioned old woman. After Janice finished the afterword, her broth- 
er resurfaced and added his commentary to her work. The interaction between the 
siblings throughout grounds Shriek and elevates VanderMeer’s story above the works 
of his contemporaries. Their relationship reads more true than many in so-called lit- 
erary novels. Readers will recognize the bickering, love, and trust that could only 
exist between siblings. 

VandeerMeer first introduced Ambergris in an intriguing series of novellas, collected 
as City of Saints and Madmen. Shriek: An Afterword is his first full-length novel set in 
the mythical city. With literary stylings, a complex plot, and ideas that lesser writers 
could not imagine, it further establishes him as the finest fantasist of his generation.

THE SOUND OF NO HANDS CLAPPING 

by Toby Young 

Da Capo, 288 pp., $24.95 

Unless you’re a first-person prodigy along the 
lines of, say, Mark Twain or David Sedaris, is 
there any reason to have two memoirs at age 
42? Exceptions can be made for those raised by 
paraplegic kangaroos, per- 
haps, but being ambitious 
and British and named Toby 
Young hardly seems compel- 
ling enough for a $24 book - 
or so one might think. 

Some more reasons to dis- 
like Toby Young, author of The 
Sound of No Hands Clapping : 

He’s as vapid and celebrity- 
starved as the cast of a 
thousand Real Worlds. The 
critical eye he capably turns 
on pop culture, love, and 
marriage dissipates when 
it comes to himself, or at 
least to his insatiable 
desire for fame. 

In How to Lose Friends & 

Alienate People, Young fell 
(hard) from a seemingly envi- 
able journalistic perch at Vanity Fair magazine, 
where he upset movie stars and editor Graydon 
Carter alike. Years later, married and returned to 
London, his gaze is still fixed on America, but 
this time it’s on the Hollywood film business. 
Contracted by what he assures us is a Very 
Powerful Hollywood Producer - name withheld for 
legal reasons - Young busies himself adapting a 


book about a legendary disco-era record producer 
into a screenplay. Only it never really takes, and, 
at the risk of being reductive, drama ensues. 

At the same time, Young has become a father 
and, oddly enough, an actor, while holding down 
a day job he admits being totally unqualified for: 
theatre critic. None of this is terrifically exciting, 
mind you, but the thing about 
Young is that, despite all the rea- 
sons to dislike him, he is genuine- 
ly funny and charming. 

Still, The Sound is hardly a book 
without problems. Young’s self- 
deprecation grows suspect due to 
its preternatural frequency. However, 
in most cases, the funny manages 
to cancel out the megalomania 
and the skepticism regarding 
its authenticity. 

Maybe it’s because Americans 
so instinctively put British folk on 
a pedestal of erudition, but it’s a 
welcome relief to find one who, 
however book smart, is a com- 
plete social imbecile. In his first 
memoir, an exasperated Carter 
tells Young he’s “like a British per- 
son born in New Jersey.” It’s a 
slight from on high, though it’s not totally untrue. 
Young couldn’t buy couth in a Greenwich country 
club with a fistful of Vanderbilt zygotes. But thank 
goodness for that, as it’s what makes his mem- 
oirs work. He’s a tacky Brit in a country that 
hasn’t heard of such a thing. If only more British 
people were born in the Garden State.

Award-Winning Summer Refreshment 

This spring, the New York Times challenged readers to send in their 
most refreshing summer cocktail recipes - libations suitable for poolside 
quaffing. The Times announced the winners last week, and an Austin 
woman was among them. Marti ne Torres-Aponte Pelegrin, co-owner of Bistro 
Le Marseillais dinner delivery 
service (www.bistrolemarseillais.com), 
placed third with L’Alhambra, a 
drink inspired by her Spanish 
heritage (Andalusia by way of 
Puerto Rico). “First, I started 
tinkering with some traditional 
Spanish flavors, the dryness of 
sherry and the tartness of 
Seville orange juice,” Pelegrin 
explains. “For sweetness, I drew 
on the Moorish influences in 
Spain and added almond syrup 
and a little orange flower water. 

Then, for the oomph of bubbles, 
a good Spanish cava.” The 
Times recipe testers substituted 
regular fresh-squeezed orange 
juice for the tarter Seville juice, reasoning that most people wouldn’t be 
able to locate the Mediterranean delicacy. Lucky for us, we live in a city 
where all the original ingredients are readily available: the wines at any 
well-stocked liquor store, the almond syrup and flower water at Central 
Market or Phoenicia, and the Seville oranges at Fiesta. Martine suggests 
you enjoy L’Alhambra with tapas while watching World Cup matches.

Jam 
Sanitchat of Thai Cooking With Jam and her 
partner Bruce Barnes welcomed son Leo 
Daniel Barnes (7 lbs., 10 ozs., 21 in.) into 
their family earlier this month. Sanitchat 
expects to resume her cooking/catering/ teach- 
ing schedule sometime later in the summer... 
Here’s a list of some of my recent market- 
meals: a Nipoise salad with Amador Farms 
butter lettuce, Chautauqua River School 
Smoked Salmon and Green Wing Balsamic 
Vinaigrette; Bandera Ranch Beef strip sirloin 
with Boggy Creek Farm Silver Queen corn and 
tomatoes; Spinach Ravioli filled with artichoke 
hearts and Asiago cheese from Pasta & Co., 
Chef Keem’s macaroons; BLTs with Peach 
Creek Farm bacon, BCF tomatoes, and Amador 
Farms lettuce on wonderful bread from 
Mandola’s; the Soup Peddler’s Chicken Big 
Mamou and Macque Choux; cobbler made with 
Rhew Orchards peaches and blackberries from 
McKemie HomeGrown. Area farmers’ markets 
are full with the bounty of summer - the possi- 
bilities are amazing, so don’t miss out... From 
what we hear, the Best on Ice Tea Tasting at the 
Tea Embassy (900 Rio Grande, 330-9991) was 
a refreshing success and will become an annual 
summer event. The Moroccan Ginger Mint Tea 
from the upcoming Lambert’s Downtown won 
both the Critics’ and the People’s Choice 
awards with Arkie’s Secret Blend placing sec- 
ond with the critics and Berryhill Baja Grill’s 
Baja Tea placing second with the crowd. 
Congratulations to the winners... Speaking of 
Lambert’s Downtown, construction has finally 
begun on the long-anticipated project in the his- 
toric Schneider building at the corner of West 
Second and Guadalupe. They’re hoping for a fall 
debut. I’ve seen the menu cooked up by chefs 
Lou Lambert and Larry McGuire and can’t 
wait to eat there!...

A Refreshing Development 

Thank you, Mexico, for family-run frutenas and juguenas

Long before the juice and smoothie revolution took hold 
of the health-conscious collective mind of America, Mexicans 
had been enjoying fresh-fruit juices, smoothies, aguas fres- 
cas, and fruit cups from street carts and mom-and-pop neigh- 
borhood establishments for generations. In Mexico, produce 
is relatively cheap, so a big glass of fresh-squeezed orange 
juice for about $1 from just outside the subway station has 
been an affordable alternative to breakfast for years. 

For me, nothing invigorates the body and soul better than 
a Vampiro, a mixture of fresh pressed carrot, celery, and 
beet juice with a big squeeze of lime. Ahhhhh. A stand I 
usually visit in Mexico City sells “medicinal” blends, such 
as pineapple, guava, parsley, and lime to boost your vitamin 
C intake, or alfalfa, cucumber, and pineapple as a diuretic. 
Mexicans have been adding spirulina (consumed since 
Aztec times), aloe vera, and bee pollen to their smoothies 
way before GMC or Whole Foods were household names. 
Just ask the folks at Mr. Natural. 

On weekends, Mexican families in parks all over the 
country can snack on cups full of fresh cantaloupe, pine- 


apple, cucumber, jfcama, papaya, and watermelon spears, 
as well as mangos on a stick, expertly sliced to resemble 
huge bright yellow flowers. These treats, with a proper 
dose of fresh-squeezed lime and a dash of crushed dried 
chile, are usually sold by entrepreneurs pushing little 
wooden carts. While some of these treats are now con- 
sumed with extreme care due to the lack of adequately 
clean water to wash the produce, they are nevertheless 
popular, affordable, and healthy, especially if purchased 
from a reputable vendor. 

In Austin, Mexican immigrants’ frutenas y juguenas 
- fruit and juice shops - have been popping up with 
more frequency. At the family-run enterprises, prices 
are slightly higher than in Mexico, but they’re definitely 
cheaper than those at trendy chains. Although most 
places offer similar items, some offer unique products or 
house specialties. Here is a sample of some of the best 
things that Austin’s frutenas have to offer. They’re likely 
to hit the spot and cool you off when you need that ice- 
cold fruity fix. 



JUGOSY FRUTAS LA 
MORENA 

6542 S. Congress, 916-1222 

Tucked away at the corner of the 
shopping center on the corner of 
South Congress and William Cannon, 
La Morena is a recent newcomer 
that deserves attention. The amaz- 


ing variety of fruit is very fresh and 
available in cups from small (8oz.) 
to extra-large (32oz.) at reasonable 
prices that vary depending on the 
fruit. One can get a single fruit cup 
($1.50 for an 8oz. cup chock-full of 
fresh pineapple) or mix-and-match 
cocktail combinations ($2.50 for 16 
heaping ounces of mango, cucumber, 
cantaloupe, and pineapple), with 
optional powdered chile, and lime 
juice. They also serve traditional 
strawberries and cream, fruit and 
yogurt plates, fresh aguas frescas 
(fresh fruit blended with water) and 
licuados (smoothies made with milk) 
made to order, and freshly pressed 
fruit and veggie juices. My favorite is 
the rusa ($3.50), a refreshing drink 
made with fresh pineapple, orange, 
fresh limes, ice, and a dash of chile 
powder, topped with lemon-lime or 
grapefruit soda. It may sound way 
strange to American palates, but 
believe me when I say there’s noth- 
ing better for the morning after than 
an ice-cold rusa. The best part: They 
open at 9am every day, and they’re 
two blocks from my house.

Energetico ($5) is a healthy mixture 
of various fresh fruits topped with 
yogurt, granola, flaxseed, and honey. 
Of course, you can always make 
your own combination of fresh fruits 
topped with cream, yogurt, or lime 
and chile. They also have malts and 
fresh-pressed juices of your choice. 

A 16oz. blend of beet, carrot, celery, 
and cucumber set me back $3.50 
and kept me fueled the whole day. 
F&F also has corn on the cob and 
prepared corn cups, plus a home- 
made frozen treat called a mango- 
nada ($1) made with fresh mango, 
lime juice, and chile. Their rusas 
($3.50) are probably the best in the 
city of Austin. F&F also provides large 
containers of prepped fruit in various 
sizes for all occasions.

Frutas Locas is a local chain 
that offers a slightly smaller, less 
descriptive menu than the other 
frutenas. The good news is that the 
staff speaks English well and their 
products are very fresh and tasty. 
Their small mixed-fruit cup ($2.99) 
is available plain or with lime juice 
and chile, and packs at least 10 
kinds of fresh fruit chunks including 
strawberries, grapes, coconut, jfca- 
ma, cucumber, pear, and apple. Their 
signature beverage is the Hurricane 
($4.99), a refreshing blend of freshly 
squeezed orange juice with mixed 
fresh fruits. Their made-to-order 
aguas frescas ($1.89) are only avail- 
able in pineapple, cantaloupe, and 
watermelon, but there is also a wide 


range of fruit smoothies, slushies, 
shakes, and malts, as well as com- 
mercial ice cream in common fla- 
vors. For those craving salty snacks, 
Frutas Locas also has nachos, pop- 
corn, Frito pie, and corn cups.

This franchise began in Corpus 
Christi as a fresh fruit and Popsicle 
stand that now has branches all 
over the state and beyond. While 
their specialty is still their frozen 
fruit paletas, they also carry a wide 
selection of fruit cups and fruit 
trays, from the simple to the amaz- 
ingly elaborate. Their fruit cups and 
specials feature colorful names. 
Escamocha is a blend of tropical 
fruits topped with yogurt, granola, 
and honey. The Bionico ($4.59) 
is similar, but it is topped with a 
sweetened fresh cream instead. 
Snow fruit ($2.29 12oz.) is a mix- 
ture of chopped fruits atop snow- 
cone ice, flavored with either lime 
and chile or the snow-cone syrup 
of your choice. Among their drinks 
you can find aguas frescas, licua- 
dos, and fruity freezes, which are 
fresh-fruit slushies. La Paletera also 
carries corn cups, shrimp cocktails, 
hot dogs, tortas, and other snacks, 
although they vary at each indepen- 
dent location. ■

Aussies plead ignorance when they claim they don’t know 
who made the first Down Linder meat pie some 150 years ago. 

We think it must have been a British sailor skilled in the art of 
Cornish pasties, meat pies that originated in Cornwall during the 
1200s. Originally meant for the upper classes, it became the 
ideal portable lunch for miners and seamen. Regardless, the 
meat pie is now an inherent part of Australian culture; they eat 
275 million of them a year, and everyone has their favorite vendor. 

Jack Fennell, with his wife Emilie, was transferred to Australia 
while working for Dell. The first meal he had when he got off 
of the plane was an Aussie meat pie, and before they left, an 
idea was hatched to present the pie to the old hometown. They 
couldn’t get any bakers there to share the secrets, so, armed 
with research, they found consultants here to perfect the reci- 


pes. They tested the product by giving them away free at events, 
if the consumer would only rate the quality of their pies. Now 
they are open, bringing a bit of authentic Aussie tucker to Austin. 

Situated in the former Half Price Books location on Guadalupe, 
Boomerang’s is sleek, with brushed-metal accents and boomer- 
ang icons everywhere. You place your order at the counter, and it 
comes out of the heated holding case immediately. The pies in 
question are oval, about 4-inches long, 3-inches wide, and 2-inch- 
es deep, enveloped in golden flaky pastry. Amazingly, they can be 
eaten out of hand, with little chance of a contents-blowout. 

The fillings run the gamut from the Traditional ($4.75, minced 
beef and onions in seasoned gravy with Worcestershire; rich and 
delicious, and one of our faves) to the Chicken and Mushroom 
($4.50, chunks of juicy chicken, and loaded with mushrooms and 
onion). There are 11 different variations of chicken and beef, 
pizza, and vegetarian, all between $4.25 and $4.75 apiece. 

The Steak and Mushroom ($4.75) is crammed full with strips 
of tender steak, mushrooms, and onion in a thyme-kissed sauce. 
The Mediterranean Veggie ($4.50) is a melange of sauteed 


vegetables and tofu with basil and balsamic vinaigrette in a 
wheat crust. It’s the only one that needed a bit more seasoning. 
The Southwest Adobe Chicken ($4.50) is excellent: filled with a 
mix of chicken, peppers, corn, black beans, and pico de gallo; 
spicy; and the individual ingredients remain distinct in taste. 

The Supreme Pizza ($4.75) has pepperoni and Italian sausage, 
mushrooms, garlic, peppers, olives, and mozzarella. 

For sides, there are kettle chips (thick, nongreasy, homemade 
potato chips), homemade soups and salads, tortilla chips and 
queso or salsa. We had a superlative draft Maine Root root beer 
($1.25), and they offer a full range of coffee drinks, beer, and 
wine. You can even get the pies frozen, to-go, for reheating later: 
$4 each, or four for $15. 

All said and done, Boomerang’s is a welcome addition to 
Austin’s growing pantheon of international culinary delights. Jack 
and Emilie got it right. When winter rolls around again, there’s 
one dish we want to see on the menu: the Pie Floater, a special- 
ty of our sister city Adelaide: a luscious meat pie afloat in a pool 
of pea soup. Yummmmmm. - Mick Vann

THE LATEST FROM Z ZEITGEIST 'Pathogen' and 'Zombie Girl: The Movie' 


What’s better than a feature-length 
zombie movie written, directed, shot, 
and edited by a determined 12-year-old 
girl? Perhaps nothing. But Emily Hagins’ 
Pathogen, which premiered this spring 
at the Alamo Drafthouse, has spawned 
Zombie Girl: The Movie, a charming and 
thoughtful feature-length 
documentary about Hagins 
and her magnum opus. 

Hagins says she started 
making short films in the 
fifth grade after being 
inspired by Peter Jackson’s 
Lord of the Rings films. 

She learned how to mix 
batches of fake blood 
while working as a produc- 
tion assistant for local 
producer Rebecca Elliott 
{Snake Hunt: These Rattles 
Ain't for Babies ). “It’s fun 
to make,” Hagins says, 

“and it’s edible.” A screening of Jackson’s 
1992 zombie creepshow Dead Alive at 
Harry Knowles’ annual Butt-Numb-A-Thon 
further convinced her to attempt a low-bud- 
get “funny and scary” feature of her own. 

Hagins wrote the script for Pathogen 
- about an experimental cancer-fighting 
“nanochip” that wreaks reanimation havoc 
on Austin when released into the munici- 
pal water supply - in two months. Casting 
her friends in the major parts “didn’t 
work,” so Hagins held auditions, and 


Tiger Darrow (The Cassidy Kids) joined the 
cast. Hagins secured locations - including 
Seton Northwest Hospital, the Crestview 
Minimax, and Kealing Middle School, 
where Hagins is a student in the magnet 
program - and began planning principal 
photography. Elliott and her producing part- 
ner Neil Reece came on board 
as production support, and 
Hagins’ mom and “biggest 
fan,” Megan, cobbled effects 
together from liquid latex and 
Halloween make-up. “And Jell- 
0,” Hagins adds. 

Meanwhile, Erik Mauck and 
Justin Johnson, hosts of the 
cable access show Between 
the Scenes, saw a post about 
the film on AustinActors.net. 
Intrigued, they contacted the 
Hagins family about produc- 
ing a segment for the show, 
which snowballed into Zombie 
Girl: The Movie. Both films received grants 
from the Austin Film Society’s Texas 
Filmmakers’ Production Fund. 

Having an adult crew with pro equipment 
tagging along “was stressful at times,” 
Hagins admits. 

The adult crew had its own issues. “I’m 
thinking to myself, ‘We could go down 
to the access studio and get a shotgun 
mic that would make her sound so much 
better,’ but that’s part of the story, trying 
to experiment with stuff,” Mauck says. 


“‘Where do we cross the line with helping 
her make the movie a little bit better?’” 
Instead, Mauck and Johnson adopted 
a hands-off approach, “which sucked,” 
Hagins jokes. 

Like their subject, Mauck and Johnson 
were beginners of a sort. “We had never 
done a feature documentary. Everything we 
had done before was narrative,” Johnson 
explains. “You just assume that once you 
start filming a documentary, you’re going to 
come up with the story. There was the rela- 
tionship between Emily and her mom. We 
knew that that was going to be one story.” 

Another was the digital revolution itself 
and what it means for young filmmakers, 
who can shoot and edit cheaply at home. 
“When we were Emily’s age, [moviemaking] 
was reserved for the financially privileged 
only,” says Aaron Marshall, editor and co- 
producer of Zombie Girl. “A VHS camcorder 
was $1,000. It took me 10 years of beg- 
ging my parents for a camera.” 

“Once you get into the story, you realize 
that this group of kids who are working 
together - not just Emily but the actors 
and friends - these are the same kind of 
kids who could be living down your street,” 
Johnson adds. “Or maybe it was like you 
at that age. They’re just very passionate.”

Life, especially Jewish life, is from bris 
to beyond riddled with omnipresent and 
too often unanswerable questions that 
seek to reconcile the human condition 
with the concept of a divine creator. Why 
are we here? What does it all mean? 

Is God shooting craps with Einstein, 
or what? And most importantly, “Why 
a duck?” 

Mankind has had a limited amount 
of success coming to terms with the 
intellectually rigorous quandaries of 
the day - as a species we tend to go 
overboard on those first three puz- 
zlers way too often for our own good 
- which only serves to point out the 
timeless relevance of Chico Marx’s 
foul-weather non sequitur. 

If ever there was a time for the 
anti-authoritarian, Dadaist wordplay, 
and surreal plotting that was and is 
the essence of Groucho, Harpo, 

Chico, and sometimes Zeppo, it’s 
now. Let the starched shirts and 
petty dictators of daily life take note, 
then: Texas Hillel and the San 
Antonio Street Cafe are screening the 
12 major films in the Marx canon 
Wednesdays throughout the summer in 
conjunction with a Marxian memorabilia 
and artwork exhibit on loan from Houston 
based collector Morris Weiss.

director Josh Frank: “I told them I’d love 
to run the cafe, but I’m basically an artist 
and a Jewish culture-maker, and what I’d 
really like to do is create a place that’s 


much more than a cafe and instead func- 
tions as a place where people in Austin 
could come to experience Jewish culture. 

“So, the Marx Brothers’ festival is the 
first program in what I’m hoping will even- 
tually become a year-round series of 
Jewish culture events and exhibitions 
in downtown Austin. The idea is to 
bring hip Jewish culture to Austin 
while simultaneously making people 
aware that there’s a Jewish cafe in 
central Austin.” 

What the Marxes would’ve thought 
about all this culture jazz is anyone’s 
guess - their borderline cinematic 
anarchy bespoke their impatience with 
the Margaret Dumonts of the world - 
but there’s no denying the astonishing 
staying power of their exquisitely cali- 
brated comic mayhem. 

“I thought it would be great to start 
out with something old, artistically, that 
could tie into the new,” Frank explains, 
“and the Marx Brothers were all in 
their 20s when they started. You don’t 
think about that because their films 
are in black and white and really old, 
but I thought this was a fitting way to 
begin things.” 

To paraphrase Groucho, it’s a gala 
day (and a gal a day ought to be enough 
for anyone). - Marc Savlov

GREENAWAY: THE EARLY FILMS

“I have grown to believe that a really intelligent man 
makes an indifferent painter, for painting requires a certain 
blindness, a partial refusal to be aware of all the options,” 
Mrs. Talmann tells Mr. Neville in 1982’s The Draughtsman's 
Contract. This is that awkward moment when someone 
looks at Peter Greenaway, Mrs. Talmann’s really intelligent 
creator, and feigns the halting recognition of coincidence 

- hey, you used to be a painter, didn’t you? - as Mrs. 
Talmann continues and the auteur all but pops onscreen 
to self-reflexively punch things home. “An intelligent man 
will know more about what he is drawing than what he will 
see, and in the space between knowing and seeing, he will 
become constrained, unable to pursue an idea strongly, 
fearing that the discerning - those who he is eager to 
please - will find him wanting if he does not put in, not only 
what he knows, but what they know, as well.” 

Ten years previous, Greenaway collaged (that is to say, 
didn’t quite paint or draw) If Only Film Could Do the Same, a 
work considered ephemera 
worthy, with several others, 
of supplementary inclusion 
here. I have no idea what 
it is, exactly, that film is 
unable to accomplish in this 
case - in general, the possi- 
bilities have proven endless 

- but I suspect it has some- 
thing to do with what Mrs. 

Talmann would later talk 
about. After all, Greenaway 
the artist knew a lot. He 
knew more than what he 
was seeing and was aware 
of all the options; in fact, he 
seemed to know everything 

about film except how to make one to both his satisfac- 
tion and that of an audience he desperately wanted. As 
an avant-gardist so puzzled by conventional narrative that 
he decided to throw nothing but puzzles back at it, he 
struggled to reconcile image and text, to communicate and 
create worlds with the “deeply artificial” medium instead of 
simply telling stories with it. To pursue an idea strongly - to 
later be able to make The Draughtsman's Contract or The 
Cook the Thief His Wife & Her Lover or The Pillow Book - he 
had to figure out how to travel in that space between. 

This two-disc set collects what he came up with. Disc 
one comprises six shorts, “interviews” that are actually 
“lectures,” and assorted archives; disc two, The Falls, 
“Vertical Features Remake,” and same. Though it’s 1980’s 
The Falls - 195 minutes of filmic perfection posing as a 
documentary from the “committee investigating the Violent 
Unknown Event” - that’s rightly the marquee name (and 
beautifully suited to DVD), it’s “A Walk Through H: The 
Reincarnation of an Ornithologist,” a 1978 short, that 
steals the show. Though companion pieces, the former is 
cold, calculating, and compulsive; the latter, like hugging 
an autistic kid. In it, the camera combs the rich, dream- 
like details of variously warped maps painted, drawn, and 
collaged by Greenaway. Narrated by Colin Cantlie, scored 
by the brilliant Michael Nyman (in the first of many col- 
laborations with Greenaway; Brian Eno would join them 
for The Falls), and spliced with images of migrating birds 
(the skeleton key to his own personal mythology), “A Walk 
Through H” is as emotional as things get here. And, as 
evidenced in the accompanying British Film Institute’s 1978 
catalog notes, it was Greenaway’s professional break and 
his personal breakthrough. “What has been rediscovered, 
readmitted for modernist film-making is the pleasure of art 
and the history of its means and materials,” wrote Peter 
Sainsbury at the time. “Unaligned with any of the formal or 
informal groupings of independent film-makers, Greenaway 
has provided a new reference point for their work.” Fittingly, 
Nyman’s notes are incomprehensible, as if math and music 
were literally universal languages, while Greenaway’s are a 
preamble to his own declaration of independence.

I got a glimpse at history last weekend when I, along with 
about 30 other registrants, attended the Austin Community 
Media Forum hosted by the city of Austin and the Austin 
Community Technology and Telecommunications Commission. 
Of the registrants, at least three were staff people and nine were 
invited speakers. 

“I was hoping for a few more people outside of the choir,” 
said former Mayor Pro Tern Jackie Goodman, remarking on 
the dismal turnout. It’s a shame, too, because the forum was a 
well-organized event that offered a bit of context surrounding 
Austin’s community-access TV alongside pending legislation 
that affects all media. 

I took away two vital pieces of information. First, a massive 
outreach by access advocates into the greater Austin community 
is needed, as is a reality check for those who carry the torch for 
public-access TV You know this is true when folks keep bringing 
up names like the Armadillo World Headquarters to bookmark 
Austin’s good old days. I do not mean to belittle its significance, 
but the Armadillo World Headquarters means nothing to me. 
And saying that access media is open to all, come on down, 
means nothing to the person who is holding down two or three 
jobs, is an essential caretaker for children or the elderly, or just 
plain doesn’t want to make TV but needs and would value the 
information that could be shared there. 

The truth is that culture is not static. Culture changes, and 
Austin has changed. The city is much more culturally, socially, 


and economically diverse than it was “back in the day,” what- 
ever that means to whomever says it. Austin is made up of 
several communities that sometimes intersect while engaged in 
a tacit agreement to remain segregated. But I digress. 

The second vital piece of information I came away with was 
that some things shouldn’t change: for instance, the understand- 
ing that an open and diverse media is essential to democracy. 
It’s one thing to wave the free-speech flag; it’s quite another to 
remind people who may otherwise feel sopped in media satura- 
tion of the vital difference between information generated by a 
media machine vs. that of those living and working in your city 
or ZIP code. More importantly, what does it mean to see what 
your neighbors in the next ZIP code are interested in, talking 
about, and concerned with - and why? It goes beyond navel- 
gazing - though the danger of that is evident - it goes to the 
heart of understanding and respecting difference. 

I could not stay for the afternoon breakout sessions, dur- 
ing which action plans were created. The outcome of those 
sessions will be made available to the public, according to 
Telecommunications & Regulatory Affairs manager Rondella 
Hawkins. In the meantime, the Austin Community Media 


forum was taped for airing on access TV Call 478-8600 to 
find out when.

The King of the Small Screen 

The most prolific producer in TV history has died. Aaron 
Spelling produced more than 300 TV series and TV movies 
from the mid-1950s to the present.

Charlie’s Angels ; Dynasty ; Beverly Hills, 90210 ; Starsky & Hutch; 
The Mod Squad; and Fantasy Island are among his series that 
became part of the pop-culture landscape. Family (1976) was 
one notable exception, gaining critical praise for its unvarnished 
look at family life with equal measures of warmth and humor. A 
Dallas native, Spelling died in Los Angeles last week following a 
stroke earlier in the month.

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TCB music news

FADE TO BLACK 


Management announced last week that the 
Back Room, one of Austin’s longest-running live- 
music venues, will go dark July 29, four months 
shy of its 33rd anniversary. The property, includ- 
ing the adjacent Rivertowne Mall, has been sold 
to an unnamed developer, general manager Sean 
McCarthy said Tuesday. “I’m sure something 
this big has been in the works for a couple of years,” 
added McCarthy, a 16-year employee of the club 
who said he learned the news last Thursday. 

The Back Room opened in November 1973 in 
what is now the Thundercloud Subs at 2021 E. 
Riverside, and moved into its current location, 
2015 E. Riverside, in the late Seventies. A SXSW 
venue every year since the conference’s incep- 
tion, it originally featured local folk and blues 
acts and began doing so again when its outdoor 
beer garden opened last fall. In the Eighties, it 
hosted an eclectic array of roadshows including 
Iggy Pop, Jane’s Addiction, Steve Earle, and 
Warren Zevon. 

Shortly thereafter, the success of major-label 
Austin bands Dangerous Toys and Pariah 

helped the club become best-known as the city’s 
heavy-metal headquarters, a reputation it has 
more or less maintained ever since. Most recent- 
ly, the Back Room found success with local and 
regional hip-hop shows, but according to 
McCarthy, clubs that confine themselves to one 
or two genres are rapidly becoming obsolete. 

“If you’re not mixing it up in your bar, you’re 
not going to make it right now,” he said. “You’ve 
really got to get out and search for everything.” 

Nevertheless, McCarthy said business at the 
Back Room had been “fantastic,” and even after 
Austin’s smoking ban took effect last September, 
the club had increased its sales every month 
until April, when increased gas prices and TABC 
scrutiny, among other factors, caused an indus- 
trywide downturn.

“The bottom dropped out for everybody,” he said. “You’re 
talking restaurants and everything. Entertainment dollars 
aren’t being spent anymore. It’s come back a little [since 
then], but not full force.” 

McCarthy said he hoped the Back Room’s bands would 
land at the Red Eyed Fly; his son James Dean, who has 
been booking the weekly hip-hop shows, wasn’t sure where 
those would end up. The Back Room’s closing marks the 
end of a chapter not only in Austin’s musical history, but also 
for its largely Hispanic, working-class neighborhood, now the 
focal point of the Eastside’s ongoing gentrification. McCarthy 
said he thought it would be unrecognizable in a few years’ time. 

“With Town Lake sitting right there, it’s one of the prettiest 
spots in town,” he said. “My understanding is that everything 
is coming down around here.”

Gram Parsons: Sexy, Eternally Reissued, but Not Dead

The True One 

Gene Clark: The Fabulous Lost Byrd Brother

Near the end of Fallen Angel, 
an impressive new documen- 
tary about the life, death, and 
cult of Gram Parsons, his step- 
sister Becky Parsons Gottsegen 
laments, “Gram can never die. 

Gram can never be at peace. 

[He] can’t rest, because people 
won’t let him die.” 

Her feelings resonate, not 
only with the release of the new 
DVD, but also in conjunction 
with the new, 3-CD Complete 
Reprise Sessions, which com- 
piles the country rocker’s two 
solo albums, 1972’s GP and 
’73’s posthumous Grievous 
Angel, in remastered form with 
rare radio interviews and live 
tracks. The prize is the third 
disc, 15 previously unavail- 
able alternate takes, reveal- 
ing, semiacoustic versions of 
songs from those LPs, plus 
three covers made famous by 
the Everly Brothers and the 
Louvin Brothers. 

Notable? Absolutely. Because 
like Jimi, Janis, and the Doors’ 

Lizard King, all similarly sexy 
and dead, Parson’s musical leg- 
acy remains influential thanks 
to more than 30 years of reis- 
sues and rare recordings. Indeed, “people won’t 
let him die.” So why is it that Parsons, the 
originator of what he referred to as “Cosmic 
American Music,” lives in perpetuity, while oth- 
ers, like Little Leat’s forgotten Lowell George, 
have faded away? There’s no easy answer. 

Or maybe it’s simply this: Parson’s music 
is still as affecting today as the day it was 
recorded. His soulful fusion of country and 
rock has rarely, if ever, been equaled. Music 
writer emeritus Ben Long-Torres, who wrote the 
definitive Parsons biography, 1991’s Hickory 
Wind, views it from another angle. 

“The years don’t matter,” he asserts by phone 
from the Bay area. “There are certain people 
that have made a mark in music who stand 
apart, and their influence continues, people 
like Elvis and Sinatra and Louis Armstrong. 
The fact is, he’s being celebrated. It’s a tribute 
to him and his music.” 

Country music journalist Holly George- 
Warren, who wrote part of the liner notes 
for the new box set, chimes in. “You know 
who would have been the most happy of any- 
one about any of this?” she exclaims. “Gram 
Parsons. The guy wanted fame. He wanted 
people to respect his music.” 

Emmylou Harris first came to the public 
eye through her work as duet partner with 
Parsons. The angel-voiced singer is credited as 
co-producer of The Complete Reprise Sessions 
and was interviewed by George-Warren for the

liner notes. When discussing Parsons’ life, 
George-Warren remembers, “Emmy said it was 
like someone had made it up. There are just 
too many tragic details in a very short life.” 

The short version: Ingram Cecil Connor III, 
bom Nov. 5, 1946, was heir to John Snivley, 
who owned about one-third of all the citrus 
fields in Llorida. Having spent some of his 
youth in Georgia, ICC3 was 12 when his father 
committed suicide. His mother, Avis, married 
Bob Parsons, upon which Gram changed his 
name. In 1963, Parsons formed a folk group 
called the Shilos, who performed throughout 
Llorida. On the day Gram graduated from high 
school two years later, Avis died of alcohol 
poisoning. He then attended Harvard for one 
semester, and while in Boston formed the 
International Submarine Band, which released 
1968’s Safe at Home after the group had already 
disbanded, hollowing a move to New York for 
a year, Parsons relocated to L.A., joining the 
continued on p.58

Gram Parsons’ life and death are impossible 
not to mythologize. His group the International 
Submarine Band recorded one of the first 
albums to clearly mate country & western and 
rock & roll, Parsons even bringing Nudie Suits 
along for the style. He joined the Byrds for 
so brief a time that if you blinked you could 
have missed it, but it was still long enough to 
midwife Sweetheart of the Rodeo, the group’s 
greatest and most influential album. 

Parsons’ friendship with Keith Richards 
led to the Stones lifting a riff he was fooling 
with for “Wild Horses.” Even being a found- 
ing member of the Llying Burrito Brothers 
didn’t find him staying with them very long. 
Linally, out on his own, performing and 
recording, Parsons wrote some of the best 
songs of his life and, just as importantly, he 
hooked up with Emmylou Harris, leading to 
transcendent duets. Burning the candle at 
both ends as he also tried to light the middle, 
Parsons died tragically young. His body was 
stolen by his road manager and burned in the 
desert. Parsons’ story is an almost-too-neat 
child’s-Little-Golden-Book fable of the tragic 
rock & roll life. 

Conversely, many fans of the genre have 
never heard of Gene Clark, or at best have 
only a dim memory of him as one of the 
Byrds. Many have listened to his work having 


no idea it’s his. This is 
not a revisionist nitpicking 
assault on Parsons to decry 
him as a fraud or to claim 
in any way he ripped off 
Clark. This is not a charg- 
ing rock-critic sermon cas- 
tigating readers for their 
lousy taste as a way of dei- 
fying an avidly adored cult 
act like Richard Thompson 
or Dave Alvin. It isn’t even 
a historical rescue mission 
celebrating Clark’s work by 
clarifying his innovations 
and unarguable influence. 
This is a lot of words about 
Gene Clark that really just 
want to aim you at a rela- 
tively unadorned goal - 
his songs. 


II: 1964-1974: 
Our history of 
Gene Clark

Gene Clark and Jim McGuinn (who changed 
his name to Roger) formed the Byrds, a group 
whose importance is even now hard to fully 
appreciate. Clark, the main songwriter in the 
band, was crucial in crafting the sound and 
style of the Byrds’ first two albums in 1965, 
Mr. Tambourine Man and Turn! Turn! Turn! 
both of which were exciting - rich in innova- 
tion, enthusiasm, and content. They offered 
not just music or even just a resonant human 
artistic experience. There was something more, 
fleeting shadows hinting at the world of these 
albums, one close to ours, but not the same, 
the “other” a place filled with mystery and 
certainly neither dull, nor ordinary. 

As much as, if not even more than politics, 
music was driving and shaping culture in the 
Sixties. Few American groups proved to be as 
important as the Byrds. Their songs hit less like 
music and more like inspiring tracts, poetic, 
anti-personnel shrapnel bombs exploding vio- 
lently, swiftly scattering ragged metals through 
the air, which hit everywhere. Not only was 
landscape reshaped, individuals at fantastic 
distances were hit, often in ways that went 
unnoticed at first. 

Not surprisingly, in the four decades since, 
almost all the ideas, tangents, intentions, and 
styles pioneered by the Byrds have influenced 
legions and have been so widely imitated that 
listening to them now finds their music trans- 
mogrified from cutting edge to hackneyed and 
overdone. Like standing in a triangle of mir- 
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rors, one sees endless images stretching in all 
directions, ever more imitations of the original 
until there are no sensible points of orientation 
and all original taste is lost. 

Clark contributed the gateway to yet another 
generation of musical matings with “Eight 
Miles High” (Clark’s words, they all worked on 
the music), but then was the first to leave the 
group. At the time, this was notable because 
of his fear of flying. Later, the story became 
more complex, with David Crosby having 
deliberately usurped his role as rhythm guitar- 
ist and relegating Clark to playing tambourine 
and singing backup onstage. McGuinn, Crosby, 

Clark's writing was inspired, 
but so much of it also seemed 
to come from somewhere else, 
with no traceable lineage. 

and Chris Hillman’s continuing prominence 
and subsequent careers (Crosby, Stills and 
Nash; Hillman’s Flying Burrito Brothers and 
the Desert Rose Band) found awareness of 
Clark and his contributions gradually eclipsed. 
The last half-decade of the Byrds it was just 
McGuinn and recruited players. 

Despite always writing, working, and releas- 
ing albums, Clark disappeared off the critical 
radar. He worked with many of the very best 
and most influential L.A. musicians, often early 
in their careers, and hung out with the Burrito 
Brothers early on. Listening to his albums, often 
repackaged and retitled, you can always hear 
sounds and ideas that became commonplace 
in West Coast music a year or two later. Clark 
still refused to tour, so these albums usually 
disappeared. In 1971, he released a solo album 
that was supposed to be titled White Light, only 
A&M somehow left the title off. (Dino Valenti’s 
sole solo LP was titled Dino Valente.) 

It was that album I listened to, over and 
over, during one particularly dark time in my 
life when I was stuck inside of Boston with 
the Vermont blues again. Clark’s writing was 
inspired, but so much of it also seemed to 
come from somewhere else, with no trace- 
able lineage.

It took years before I refocused on the Byrds, 
seeing them as individuals. Only then did I 
realize that all the good original songs by the 
band through “Eight Miles High” (released first 
as a single and then on their third album) were 
by Clark. Not only the strongest writer in the 
group, Clark was clearly one of the best writers 
of that time, impressing Bob Dylan and earning 
his praise. His talent got the Byrds recognized 
as an original creative force despite their first 
three singles all being covers, including their

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Byrds as a “jazz pianist” and replacement for 
David Crosby. Although only with the band 
for a little more than four months, he was the 
guiding light behind one of the group’s most 
important albums, the now-classic Sweetheart 
of the Rodeo. 

Parsons was fired from the band after 
refusing to play a concert in South Africa 
- on advice from Keith Richards. Instead, he 
formed the Flying Burrito Brothers with anoth- 
er Byrd that flew the coop, Chris Hillman, 
the lineup releasing a pair of LPs, 1969’s 
alt. country blueprint The Gilded Palace of Sin 
and follow-up Burrito Deluxe. In 1970, Parsons 
quit the Burritos and escalated his drug use 
while woodshedding in the south of France 
with Richards, who was recording Exile on 
Main Street in the basement of his villa. 

The following year, at the suggestion of 
Hillman, Parsons heard Emmylou Harris sing 
in a small club in Washington, D.C. A year 
later, she joined him in L.A. for the recording of 
GP, a solo record that features guitarist James 
Burton and other members of Elvis Presley’s 
band. The troupe, known as the Fallen Angels, 
toured in early 1973, including stops at 
Austin’s Armadillo World Headquarters and 
Max’s Kansas City in NYC. That September, 
Parsons died in Joshua Tree, Calif., purportedly 
from an overdose of morphine and tequila. It’s 
here that the already fantastic story turns weird 
and the legend grows. 

Parsons’ body disappeared from the Los 
Angeles International Airport at the hands 
of his former road manager, Phil Kaufman, 


who claimed Parsons wanted to be cremated 
at Joshua Tree. Kaufman and a friend drove 
the body to Joshua Tree, where they set fire 
to it. The two were arrested several days later 
and fined $700 for burning the coffin, since 
stealing a corpse wasn’t a crime. The burned 
remains were eventually returned to Parsons’ 
stepfather and interred in New Orleans. 

Kaufman’s version of these events are depict- 
ed in the 2003 film Grand Theft Parsons, which 
disclaims explicitly that the story is part fact, 


part fiction. It’s definitely grade-B material, 
with a weak script and just plain goofy acting 
from Johnny Knoxville and Christina Applegate, 
yet still car-wreck fascinating in its own way. 
Country singer and songwriter Jim Lauderdale, 
who, along with Dwight Yoakam, matches 
Parsons as the dapper model for iconic Nudie 
suits, knows well the allure of Joshua Tree. 

“I get a lot of inspiration just from walk- 
ing around out there and made a songwriting 
pilgrimage a few weeks ago,” he enthuses.

“There’s something about the landscape. The 
trees and the jumbo rocks are real inspiring to 
me. It just brings a lot of songs.” 

Lauderdale appeared at the 2004 tribute con- 
cert Return to Sin City, which also featured 
Yoakam, Richards, Norah Jones, Raul Malo, Steve 
Earle, and Lucinda Williams. Available in edited 
form on DVD, it’s an inspired, at times reverential 
set of Parsons’ songs, with Earle’s “Luxury Liner,” 
Williams’ “A Song for You,” and John Doe’s “Hot 
Burrito #2” especially exhilarating. 

Parsons crammed a lot of living into his 26 
years on the planet, fulfilling rock & roll’s endur- 
ing credo: “Live fast, die young, leave a beautiful 
corpse.” (Make that a charred corpse.) Beyond 
his music, his dedication to bringing country to 
the rock audience, his sense of style, his associa- 
tion with the Stones, and his mysterious demise, 
there’s something else that keeps Parsons at the 
forefront of popular music’s imagination. “He 
continued on p.60 
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only two No. 1 hits, “Mr. Tambourine Man” 
by Dylan and “Turn! Turn! Turn!” a traditional 
adapted by Pete Seeger. 

The first two albums included seven Dylan 
and two Seeger covers. Regardless, Clark’s 
songs were strong and numerous enough for 
redemption. Many stood out, especially “I’ll 
Feel a Whole Lot Better,” “You Won’t Have to 
Cry” (co-written by McGuinn), and “I Knew 
I’d Want You,” on the first album, and “Set You 
Free This Time” and “The Day Walk (Never 
Before)” on the second. “She Don’t Care About 
Time,” the B-side of “All I Really Want to Do” 
was a very hip cult hit. 

After “Eight Miles High,” Clark left before 
they recorded the rest of Fifth Dimension, 
their third album. Over the next decades, he 
recorded an album with the Gosdin Brothers, 
followed some years later by The Fantastic 
Expedition of Dillard and Clark, the classic 
first album released after he formed a band 
with banjo legend Doug Dillard. Their second 
release didn’t hold up, and by the time I heard 
either of those albums, the band had broken 
up. Clark was never too far from the Byrds even 
after he quit: He rejoined the group, quit again, 
filled in for Crosby on a few gigs, rejoined for a 
tour, quit after a few days, and on and on. 

Clark was the major if not sole creative con- 
tributor to the truly lame 1973 Byrds reunion 
album on Asylum, which failed in almost every 
way in relaunching the band creatively and 
commercially. David Geffen, however, was so 
impressed with Clark’s work that he signed him 
to Asylum with a substantial recording budget.

Working with producer Thomas Jefferson 
Kaye, Clark crafted an opulent, complex mas- 


terpiece featuring some of his finest writing. 
When Geffen realized that they had spent the 
entire budget but only recorded eight tracks, 
he gave up on the album. Clark never really 
recovered from this fiasco, and it didn’t help 
that, for years afterward, when he ran into 
Geffen anywhere, he’d attack him. 


Still, throughout the rest of his career, he con- 
tinued to play L.A. clubs, cut solo albums, and 
tour and record with Hillman and McGuinn in 
one combination or another. Unfortunately, the 
too common critical tag that plagued Clark was 
“It’s hard to avoid the fact that Clark’s contri- 
butions to the Byrds remain the best things 
he’s ever done” (Billy Altman). Still, there was 
some redemption when a few years before his 
death in 1991 Clark collaborated with Carla 
Olson (ex-Austinite of the Textones), producing 
one last great album, So Rebellious a Lover. 

IV: Pioneering, exploring, 
influencing 

“I lost 10 points just for bein’

Without taking anything away from his work 
and impact, one can still dispute the too fre- 
quently overstated credit of Gram Parsons sin- 
gle-handedly changing the course of American 
music. Parsons was a restless and brilliant tal- 
ent, but it was a time of talents unleashed. 

If there’s any question as to the importance 
and influence of Gene Clark one only needs to 
listen to his music. Even though McGuinn’s 
signature 12-string guitar was crucial to the 
Byrds’ music, when it came to their overall 
continued on p.60

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just had this charisma about him,” explains 
Rhino Records’ James Austin, the other co-pro- 
ducer of The Complete Reprise Sessions. “People 
are still very curious about him. There was 
something that was really charming about him, 
and it really comes through in the music. Plus 
he has this hip factor. On the scale of one to 10, 
he’s a 10. It’s like James Dean, cooler in death 
than he was alive.” 

Austin recalls that after producing 200 l’s 
Sacred Hearts and Fallen Angels, a 2-CD 
career overview of Parsons, he thought he 
had used everything unreleased that was 
available. “I was thinking about two of my 
favorite records of all time [GP and Grievous 
Angel ] and that there’s nothing I can do to 
upgrade them. So Bill Inglot [who co-pro- 
duced Sacred Hearts ] went to the sessions 
masters and found these reference vocals, 
almost like demos for the songs. They’re cur- 
sory run-throughs, rehearsals in a sense, but 
they were so beautiful. 

“I was thinking, ‘Well, I love it but I’m a 
fanatic. I need someone else to bounce this 
off of.” So I went to James Burton, and he 
thought that some of them were better than the 
released versions.” 

Previously unreleased Parsons performances 
were at the heart of a 4-CD Byrds box set 
from 1990, and while his stint with the group 
was remarkably brief, its impact on popular 
music can’t be overlooked. Sweetheart of the 
Rodeo, whose 1997 reissue made it even better, 
brought Parsons to a much wider audience. 
Bandleader Roger McGuinn is readying a new 
Byrds box, There Is a Season (Legacy), four CDs 
and one DVD collection that, while redundant 
in many ways, upgrades the first edition’s 
sound mix and adds a 30-minute DVD with 
vintage performances. 
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Even with decade’s worth of product in cir- 
culation, the best way to understand Parsons 
might come from watching the new docu- 
mentary Fallen Angel. Director and producer 
Gandulf Hennig, who screened the film recent- 
ly at the Alamo Drafthouse, ties it all together 
incisively and with a great deal of love, through 
interviews with Parsons’ friends and family 
members as well as the music of all the bands 
and his solo work. 

“When I started out,” Hennig recalls, “I 
was about to tell this heroic tale of fulfilled 
friendship and fulfilling the pact of burning the 
body in the desert, like some heroic procedure. 
What I was confronted with was all the pain 
and horror that caused in the family. That real- 
ly made me doubt my motives for making this 
film. I was stuck. I was about to tell this heroic 
tale of Phil Kaufman, and now you meet these 
people who were terrified. It really changed the 
film, and I had to tell both sides.” 

Asked whether Parsons carries any influence 
for today’s under-30 set, it’s steel player Gary 



Newcomb from Austin’s shambolic country 
pop-rockers Li’l Cap’n Travis - who played 
the aforementioned Fallen Angel screening 
- gives a definitive answer, “10 years ago or 
so, it was uncool to be influenced by him,” 
he admits, “but it seems to be coming back 
around now.” 

Resurrected or, as Becky Parsons Gottsegen 
puts it, never died? The latter probably, says 
first-time filmmaker Hennig. 

“Of course I’m adding fuel to the fire, I’m 
afraid,” he says. “Then again, I think the movie 
helped the family come to terms with the 
whole thing a lot better. That’s not something 
I can take credit for, and it wasn’t my intention, 
but I think they’re now more at peace with it 
than they were before. 

“For me, one of the most amazing experienc- 
es was that they really like the end result. Some 
people who hadn’t talked in 30 years, started 
talking again. I was chasing my dream, and I 
was doing some good for somebody. I would 
have never thought of that. ” ■ 


Gram Parsons: 

Mission Accomplished 

One of Austin’s best-loved musicians, pia- 
nist Earl Poole Ball, played with Gram Parsons 
on the International Submarine Band’s Safe at 
Home album, as well as the Byrds’ Sweetheart 
of the Rodeo. After discussing Parsons, Ball 
shared the following via e-mail. - J.C. 

“The young man came from out of the South 
- full of purpose - with long hair, natural charm, 
and a passion for the music - country music! 

He pulled you in. Made you a believer. Me too! 

His heart was in full Communion with the 
Spirit of the Mother Church, but the Mother 
Church ignored him. Only a few younger mem- 
bers rallied ’round him. California became his 
mission field. 

His rags were made of Nudie with the Cross 
and Mary Jane Rhinestones. Cultures clashed. 
Stones rolled away. 

During his lifetime his followers were few. 
Today they are legion. 

His Message was for the youth of his day - 
and forever - who are always in quest of the 
more organic and meaningful in music and 
life. The Music needed Cosmic Restoration of 
its Lifeforce. It was his Job. 

He came not to destroy the Music, but 
that the Music might have life and have it 
more Abundantly - and that through the Music 
the World might be Saved. 

In the end, Dark Forces surrounded him and 
cut him off. He died what some would call a 
martyr’s death, and in so doing, he became 
larger than life. 

Many say his Spirit still lives on. Some even 
say he died for our Sins.

sound, harmonies, songs, and style, Clark’s 
contribution was more substantial. The Byrds : 
There Is a Season, the upcoming Byrds’ box set, 
personally overseen by McGuinn and Hillman, 
finds Clark writing or co-authoring a dozen of 
the 25 songs on the first disc. 

It would be near impossible to overemphasize 
the local, national, and international influence of 
the Byrds. L.A. and the whole West Coast was a 
hotbed of musical creativity. Folks attended one 
another’s shows, jammed together, and listened 
to one another’s acetates. Consequently, both 
because of his talent and his history, Clark was 
a major presence, innovator, and influence in 
this scene. Listen to Parsons’ record with the 
International Submarine Band and then Gene 
Clark’s first post-Byrds release, which, after 
industry gyrations, came to be titled Gene Clark 
and the Gosdin Brothers, but was later re-released 
in a slightly different form as Echoes. The ISB 
offers a straight-ahead marriage of country and 
rock. Echoes, although not really a country 
album, demonstrates a more sophisticated inte- 
gration of many different musical styles and 
ideas into a comfortable whole. Myriad ideas, 
traditions, and styles run together, not in color- 
specific patterns, but merged into something 
very different though still the same. 

What was emerging was a richer, more 
diverse, harder-to-define American music, a 



mongrel with genetic breeds so mixed that it 
was often impossible to differentiate. 

V: 2006: American dreamers 
and American dreams 

I hadn’t thought of Clark in a while when 
a friend went off on how great his work is. 


Memories stirred. I put on the Byrds and then 
Dillard and Clark, bought CDs of White Light 
and No Other, and began to track down others. 

Clark could write a love song with the best 
of them, but much of what he wrote fits neatly 
into no familiar categories. His music is end- 
lessly rewarding. There are so many different 
avenues by which to access it and to travel 
along while listening. Sometimes you river raft 
the flow, drifting along just feeling, all thoughts 
gone. At other points, you admire the craft of 
the lyrics and the dexterity of their meanings. 
Songs invite you into an emotionally dense 


and richly resonant world, the lyrics sometimes 
losing meaning and becoming aural emphasis 
within the music. There are songs I love that I 
have no idea what they’re about. 

There is a world of many worlds in the songs 
of Gene Clark, which you may well not know. 
It’s more than worth the effort to visit.

The honeymoon’s over, but the loving just 
gets better. Julieta Venegas’ fourth album, 
named either for dos cantina food groups 
or that which you’d rub into an open wound, 
seesaws between ardor and exile atop 
a melodically buoyant bed of Latinismo. 
Imagine getting hitched and ditched in 
Cancun on the same weekend. Tijuana’s 
primera sehorita of Rock en Espanol, last 
witnessed in a wedding gown on 2004’s 
Sf, satin glove pulling off in the teeth of 
her kittenish smile, continues dressing 
up the unsentimental yet deeply romantic 
confessionalism of her first two releases in 
irresistibly indigenous pop. If Gloria Estefan 
renounced Miami discos for Venegas’ accor- 
dion lessons, she might warrant a shot of 
Limon y Sal. “Canciones de Amor” refutes 
happy endings, while “Me Voy” leaves him 
flat, the opening duo insatiable. Ditto for 
the bittersweet title track, with its jump-rope 
lope and pigtails. Hopper “Primer Dfa” is 
only half hip, and the middle third, pushing 
and pulling with heart/break, blurs almost 
too festive, but “Dulce Compahia” (“You’re 
sweet company, and my soul’s thirsty”), run- 
way-strut “Eres Para Mi,” and stake-planting 
closer “Te Voy a Mostrar” are undeniable.

So Gone (Misra) 

Great pop music is little 
more than melody, bounce, 
and jubilation. Norman, 

Okla.’s Evangelicals mul- 
tiply those elements and 
add a spacey, surreal coun- 
terpart not far off from scenemates the Flaming 
Lips. Psychedelic echo reverberates through 
“Another Day (And Yoor Still Knocked Out)” 
along with the refrain, “You’re only dreaming,” 
and that’s what the trio’s debut is about: carny 
reveries that are just maybe a little chemically 
altered. Josh Jones’ falsetto and delicately boy- 
ish vox lead Evangelicals through the mushy, 
bass-driven “Diving,” a more excited “Hello 
Jenn, I’m a Mess,” and the enveloped stop-start 
of “Here Comes Trouble.” With all this head 
music, there’s yet a more restrained side. Album 
highlight “My Headache” builds slow, a Sixties 
love song reaching the height of Evangelicals’ 
throwback. Everything else plays true and new, if 
a bit out of control. Electronic textures (“Into the 
Woods”) meet Devendra Banhart (closer “The 
Water Is Warm”) on a warm Slip ’n Slide. For a 
band barely a year old living in a psychedelic hot- 
bed, So Gone is joyously that.

Most of set one came from the 
fresh Verde (Universal), but “Sweet Dreams” 
will be on this fall’s Wonderland. The tastefully 
cozy One World Theatre and its attentive audi- 
ence were an ideal match for Assad’s intimate, 
melodic flights, as in the midset, bad relation- 
ship “Voce Nao Entendeu Nada.” Floating 
around moods and styles like a hummingbird at 
a floral waterfall, Assad offered the joie de vivre 
of “In My Little White Top,” then a samba-fied 
“One,” different from both Verc/e’s version and 
U2’s original. Hearts opened and jaws dropped 
for encore “Asa Branca,” Assad emitting two 
simultaneous vocalizations, rhythmic beatboxing 
and melodic humming, while playing string har- 
monics over the sound hole of her cedar-topped guitar, a walking bassline 
holding it all together. It was clear: a Badi Assad performance is an inti- 
mate tableau of an artist in motion. - David Lynch

SONG FOR MY FATHERS: 

A NEW ORLEANS STORY 
IN BLACK AND WHITE 

by Tom Sancton 
Other Press, 305 pp, $24.95 

What kind of father encourages his white, pre- 
teen son to befriend elderly black men in barely 
desegregated New Orleans? With Preservation 
Hall serving as a backdrop for prolonged cross- 
cultural interaction, Tom Sancton recounts 
frequent trips to the French Quarter, where he 
learned to play clarinet under the tutelage of 
aging jazz masters George Lewis and Creole George Guesnon. Rather than 
conforming to the sheltered rut of an early-Sixties mass media blitz, the young 
Sancton embraced his father’s interest in civil rights and a practically bygone 
Dixieland style to the point that he eventually become an integral member 
of the Olympia Brass Band. By eating meals with “the men’s” and marching 
in funeral processions with them, gaining insight to their prideful heritage, a 
teenage Sancton grew up quickly with the realization that all was not right in 
his own home. What kind of father neglects the mother of his children? What 
kind of father sabotages his own successful career in journalism? And in the 
end, what kind of father counters his self-inflicted blundering course with an 
ambitious, enriching gift to his son that makes any semblance of doubt a guilt- 
ridden endeavor? As much a personal journey as a restoration of New Orleans 
music history, Song for My Fathers drenches itself in the sweat of a life spent 
riding the fence between patriarchal extremes. - Robert Gabriel

NARDWUAR 

The Human Serviette: Doot Doola Doot 
Doo ... Doot Doo! (Alternative Tentacles) 

There’s a moment when Nardwuar, 
the hyper Canadian journalist and radio 
personality, is interviewing the White 
Stripes, and he pauses his high-pitched 
barrage of questions to unveil a gift - a 
wall-sized poster of Bob Seger, circa 
Stranger in Town. It’s the look on Meg 
and Jack’s face that’s really choice: dis- 
gust mixed with bewilderment. Nardwuar gets that look a lot. On 
this 2-disc set, spanning roughly 15 years, his gonzo style (inter- 
views always start “Who are you?”) proves relentless when inter- 
viewing a visibly perturbed Henry Rollins, but he never fails to ask 
the tough questions, whether it’s Slayer (“Do you guys like yogurt 
at all?”) or Geddy Lee (“If you were a dog, what breed would you 
be?”). And Nardwuar is unflinching when Graham Coxon of Blur 
threatens to throw him out a window. What’s most impressive is 
his music knowledge, and the process of winding up his subject 
with needling nonsense and then asking a thoroughly researched 
question. Live footage of Nard’s bands the Evaporators and Thee 
Goblins is a nice respite from his antics, especially the former’s 
classic video for “Addicted to Cheese.” Nard’s an entertainer, and 
this DVD is rife with moments of absurdity. That said, watch in 
small doses, or your ears will bleed. - Audra Schroeder 



SUFJAN STEVENS 

The Avalanche 
(Asthmatic Kitty) 

Saul Bellow wrote, 

“I feel that art has 
something to do with 
the achievement of 
stillness in the midst 
of chaos,” which is an 
appropriate metaphor for what Sufjan Stevens 
has accomplished on this “outtakes and 
extras” follow-up to last year’s unspeakably 
excellent Illinois. An avalanche is the epitome 
of chaos, but when it’s over, there’s silence 
and an eerie peace, much like this Avalanche, 
which is all over the place musically but never 
loses the singer-songwriter’s jaw-dropping 
vision. From the gentle sway of the opening 
title track, the force of nature gets off to a 
quiet start, but by the time we get to “The 
Perpetual Self,” with its infectious boom-crash 
chorus, we’re riding alongside Stevens like 
Slim Pickens astride a warhead. The march- 
ing-band intro to “Adlai Stevenson,” a joyful 


paean to the former Illinois governor and failed 
presidential hopeful, is a stroke of genius that 
harks back to the less plugged-in time of the 
great orator’s era. The stillness comes, appro- 
priately, with the ethereal music-box send-off, 
“The Undivided Self,” which swirls slowly into 
a kernel of pure sound before chiming out alto- 
gether, yet lingering in the air before dissipat- 
ing altogether. Stillness in the midst of chaos. 
Simply breathtaking.

BRUCE SPRINGSTEEN 

We Shall Overcome: The Seeger Sessions 
(Columbia) 

While his live shows have always been 
near-religious musical celebrations, Bruce 
Springsteen has rarely captured that undi- 
luted fervor in the studio. What sets We Shall 
Overcome apart from his other albums, how- 
ever, is its combination of unadorned perfor- 
mances and boundless energy. Folk patriarch 
Pete Seeger wrote only one of the 13 tracks 
here, but he popularized the traditional tunes 


here: “Jesse James,” “0 
Mary Don’t You Weep,” 
and “Erie Canal.” Most 
of Seeger’s best known 
songs didn’t make the 
cut, but Springsteen 
samples the flavor of 
his songbook through 
work songs, spirituals, narratives, and protest 
songs. Where Seeger’s versions are generally 
accompanied only by his banjo, Springsteen 
employs a collective of New York City musicians 
that recalls the early collaborations of Bob 
Dylan and the Band. The word “rollicking” was 
invented for music such as this, spontaneous 
and free-spirited. It’s music-making for the pure 
joy of it, and that delight overflows in a manner 
that’s truly rare. We Shall Overcome also comes 
in DualDisc format, with the full album on the 
CD side and behind-the-scenes footage of the 
album sessions and two bonus tracks on the 
DVD side. “Froggie Went a Courtin’” and boy, 
did he ever ride.

LEAD STORY 

Britain’s Prince Philip has for at least 30 
years accommodated a tribe of 400 “cargo 
cult” people on the South Sea island of Tanna, 
who revere him as the human face of an ances- 
tral spirit, according to June revelations by 
London’s Daily Mail. Both sides have been dis- 
creet, but the prince has acquiesced by sending 
the tribe signed photographs, including one in 
which he is holding the traditional war club 
(even though a totally authentic pose would 
require that the prince hold it while naked). 
Cargo cults are so named because, lore has it, 
an ancient god forecast that one day wealth 
would fall from the sky, and then, during 
World War II, it did, in the form of parachuted- 
in supplies for American troops who used the 
islands as staging areas. 

COMPELLING EXPLANATIONS 

• An Iowa tribunal turned down Chris T 
Coppinger’s demand for unemployment bene- 
fits in May, following his firing from a charitable 
fundraising company in Davenport for various 
alleged indiscretions. Among the company’s 
charges was that Coppinger had had sex on top 
of his desk with a co-worker, but Coppinger 
argued that that should not be a terminating 
offense, since many other company employees 
had had sex on his desk, too. 

• Never Give Up: Ronald Blankenship, a shoe 
repairman in Birmingham, Ala. , finished second 
in June’s Democratic primary for sheriff and 
was placed in a run-off, when the Birmingham 
News discovered details of an apparently shady 
past: faking his death in connection with 
an insurance policy, assault and passing bad 
checks. Blankenship’s defense, a week later: 
It must be another Ronald Blankenship (even 
though “both” men have the same middle 
name and birth date and, coincidentally, are 
married to women with the same first, middle, 
and maiden names). 

• Honesty Is the Best Policy? 1) Jonifer Jackson, 
20, was arrested in Clarksville, Tenn., in April 
and charged with reckless endangerment for 
firing a 9 mm pistol while street-preaching 
(because, he told police, it was the only way 
he could get people to listen to him). 2) Phillip 
Daniels, 42, was arrested in Dallas in April, as 
the one who had set off five explosives in the pre- 
vious two weeks (which he told Dallas’ KXAS-TV 
were done just because he likes the sounds). 3) 
Yasuhisa Matsushita, 25, was arrested in Iwata, 
Japan, in March as the man who stole a high 
school girl’s swimsuit, put it on, and pranced 
around in it while relieving himself because, he 
told police, “[I]t felt so good.” 


IRONIES 

• In May, in the midst of the Ford Motor Co.’s 
“Red, White & Bold,” buy-American ad cam- 
paign touting its classic Mustangs, the research 
firm CSM Worldwide (using statistics from the 
U.S. Department of Transportation) revealed 
that 35% of the 2006 Mustang’s content came 
from overseas, and in fact, that five Honda 
models and seven Toyota models contained 
more U.S. content than the Mustang, including 
Toyota’s Sienna minivan, which was 90% U.S. 

• More Ironies: In April, The Washington Post, 
covering outdoor press conferences by Capitol 
Hill legislators to decry the then-recent bump 
in gasoline prices, reported that the vehicle of 
choice for most of them returning to offices 
only a few blocks away was a gas-guzzling SUy 
and that in fact several senators hopped into 
idling SUVs even to travel across the street 
from the Capitol to their offices. 


THE LATEST AMERICAN RIGHT 

In the course of an April ruling that the 
New York City school system had gone too 
far by firing Toquir Choudhri for poor work 
habits, administrative law judge John Spooner 
declared that city workers have a “right” to surf 
the Internet for personal use while at work. 
Choudhri was expecting reinstatement, but 
two weeks later, Chancellor Joel Klein fired 
him anyway, citing poor work habits beyond 
his Web-surfing. (Choudhri was unavailable for 
comment, in that he was suspected of being on 
leave in a country on whose tourist Web sites 
he had been lingering.) 

CLICHES COME TO LIFE 

1) The Chicago Sun-Times reported in May 
that at least six homeless substance addicts had 
claimed that someone had paid them $5 each to 
vote for certain candidates in a recent Chicago 


school-board election (but that a schools’ 
spokesman, after consulting the rules, said 
vote-buying in Chicago school board elections 
might not even be illegal). 2) London’s Guardian 
reported in April that access to British dentists 
is becoming so difficult, that in a recent week, 
6,000 do-it-yourself crown-and-cap replacement 
kits had been sold to consumers. 

CREME DE LA WEIRD 

In May, a judge in Reno, Nev., sentenced 
Raymond Russell George, 58, to five consecu- 
tive life sentences for molesting three young 
girls over a two-year period, but George said 
he welcomes the prison time because it will 
give him a chance to use his comprehensive 
knowledge of the Bible to help inmates find 
Jesus. George is notorious also for his dreadful 
inattention to hygiene, which he said is neces- 
sary to keep fellow prisoners (his potential 
congregants) from getting too close to him. 
(Otherwise, he said, they “flick boogers at me 
and fart in my face.”) 

LEAST COMPETENT 
CRIMINALS 

Flunking Finance 101: John Faux, 41, was 
arrested in Niagara Falls, N.Y., in April and 
charged with robbing a Key Bank branch of 
about $2,000; Faux had complained to the teller 
that he had clearly demanded not $2,000, but 
“$100 million,” and the two were still arguing 
when the police arrived. And Tekle Zigetta, 45, 
pleaded guilty in Los Angeles in March to trying 
to smuggle $250 billion into the country (which 
Customs agents discovered, in the form of 250 
bills of the denomination of $ 1 billion, bearing 
a picture of President Grover Cleveland). 

UPDATES 

Veteran New England mobster Anthony St. 
Laurent, 64, was arrested again in April, in 
Providence, R.I., on loan-sharking charges. 
As with previous arrests, St. Laurent tried to 
convince the judge not to jail him because his 
colorectal condition required him to take 40 
enemas a day, but the condition has apparently 
worsened, in that he now claims to need “to 
have his stool removed, biweekly,” according to 
his lawyer. (Note: “Biweekly,” meaning “every 
two weeks,” is often used incorrectly to mean 
twice a week.)

Aloe vera is grown in arid countries around the world, but 
few places grow such high-quality plants as the plantations of 
the Lower Rio Grande Valley. That’s no brag, just fact. In the 
field, the rows of the grayish-green plants look like little sol- 
diers lined up with two-foot swords on all sides. These are the 
big, tough brothers of your house plants. 

There are more than 350 types of aloe vera plants grown in 
the warm climates of Asia, Australia, Europe, and of course, 
the Americas. Originally from the Mediterranean region, the 
plant was used by the Ancient Egyptians as a cure for skin 
afflictions, infections, and constipation. 

According to the International Aloe Science Council, a non- 
profit trade association of growers and producers, aloe vera 
goes into $110 billion of finished products. The Rio Grande 
Valley, especially around Harlingen, has been growing the 
plants for decades and produces approximately 95% of the 
aloe vera crop grown in the U.S. More plants are harvested in 
Mexico than any other country. 

"Aloe vera has been grown in the valley since the 1950s and 
Sixties,” says John Sigrist, owner of Aloe King, one of the old- 
est growers along the Rio Grande. He estimates that about 
1,100 acres of aloe vera are grown in the area. That’s down 
from a peak of 4,000 to 6,000 acres, he says. 

Although the aloe vera plant closely resembles a cactus or 
agave plant, it is actually a member of the lily family. The sticky, 
mucous gel in the center of the thick leaves is an ingredient in 
hundreds of consumer products, but most folks recognize it as 
a home remedy for burns, insect bites, and dry skin. 

“The commercial process is pretty simple,” Sigrist says. “We 
want to keep it in its natural state until ready to use. We han- 
dle it like any perishable vegetable product.” Aloe King is the 
only farm and producer in the Valley that offers tours of the 
process from field to product. 

Sigrist got into the aloe vera growing business almost by acci- 
dent. His parents retired to the valley to escape the harsh win- 
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ters of north- 
western 
Missouri in the 
Seventies. 

Initially they 
went into the 
mobile-home- 
park business, 
but his mother’s 
dry skin prob- 
lems led to the 
use of aloe vera 
for its curative 
properties. 

Sigrist decided he wanted to try his hand at growing aloe vera, 
and borrowed $500 to rent five acres of farmland outside of 
Mercedes, Texas. His first crop of $200’s worth of plants netted 
him $2,500. He was hooked on the economical value of the 
plant as well as the medicinal value. 

Today, Aloe King has 100 acres under cultivation, with about 
4,000 plants per acre. The leaves are harvested when a plant 
reaches 4 or 5 years old with leaves 2 V 2 feet long and weighing 
up to 3 lbs. each. Most plants will produce until they’re 7 or 8 
years old, Sigrist says. Once the plant reaches the end of its 
productive life, it is then ground up to fertilize in the field. Each 
year a mother plant will produce a dozen “pups,” which are 
sold as houseplants or kept for future crops. 

Sigrist says that environment has a lot to do with the quality 
of the gel produced by the plants. “The valley has the right 
combination of weather and soil to produce a consistently high- 
quality aloe,” he says. 

The Aloe King farm is west of Harlingen outside of Mercedes 
about a mile off of U.S. 83. “Come by anytime,” he says to any- 
one interested in seeing the entire procedure for processing 
aloe vera. His mother still gives tours and runs a small gift 
shop of products at the farm. Their busy season for tours is 
December through March when the winter Texans visit between 
8am and 5pm. During the summer, the hours drop to 8am to 
3pm. For directions or information about the farm, call

A Brief History of Helen of Troy

The more powerless we become, the more we resort to brutality. 

We’d like to think merit counts, but the rich get much richer, and the 
rest of us poor schlubs get considerably poorer. The American Dream 
as once espoused by Horatio Alger doesn’t mean much 
to the wage slave working more and more hours and 
getting paid less and less for it. If you get a raise, 
it’s eaten up by increased insurance payments and 
increased energy costs and increased food prices. In 
a culture that values power and control above all else, 
the powerless masses need to feel empowered and 
in control, so we resort to brutality - in our games, in 
our entertainment, in our personal lives. No one turns 
the other cheek because we’ve all been slapped down 
so many times. It’s powerlessness that breeds brutality, and nothing 
makes an individual feel more powerless than confronting death. 

Charlotte’s mother has died. Her name was Helen, and she was 
beautiful. Everyone says so. Charlotte’s father has retreated into a 
glass filled with whiskey and a television filled with nothing, and he 
only half-listens, if that, to his 15-year-old daughter, even when she’s 
threatening to leave. Often when he realizes what she’s actually say- 
ing, he brutalizes her emotionally and verbally, then slumps back into 
his easy chair. Charlotte’s only “friend” is Franklin, a young man who 
might or might not be gay, and Charlotte harangues him about it, nee- 
dles him, brutalizes him. She is as alone as a girl possibly can be, so 
she creates a companion. Heather is attractive - well, by Charlotte’s 
standards, Heather is attractive - and she loves Charlotte, thinks 
Charlotte is pretty, thinks Charlotte can be anything she wants to be 
and have anything she wants to have. And what Charlotte wants is to 
be beautiful like Helen. To be loved. To be coveted. To be a porn star. 

This Capital T Theatre Company production, directed by Mark 
Pickell and written by Mark Schultz, is one of those shows for which 
the term “bare bones” was created, so if you’re seeking production 
values, look elsewhere. But you’ll miss some fine acting. Kevin Jones 
gives a deceptively simple performance as a high school guidance 
counselor who actually is concerned about Charlotte but ends up 
as a central figure in one of her sexual fantasies. As a high school 
jock, Ryan Ciardo nails the juvenile superiority and privileged swagger 
these elite teenagers affect. Cara Cook turns in the most flamboyant 
and successful performance as the imaginary Heather, an uproarious, 
completely air-headed, and quite believable depiction of an appear- 
ance-obsessed teenage girl. 

You’ll also miss a funny, sad, wise, ultimately human story. So 
strange to watch a play in which fellatio is performed on a young man 



who has just been assaulted; in which one person spits on another, 
not once, but twice; in which a daughter quite clearly propositions her 
father; in which an adolescent girl talks about the sexual act in the 
crudest of terms; and in the end to be left saying that the story is 
not so much about brutality as it is about caring, about connection, 
and, mostly, about love. - Barry Pineo

“Summer Fling” 

Art Palace, through July 12 

It’s a teen magazine’s favorite summer headline: “Summer Fling or 
the Real Thing? How to know if love will last.” Below this headline, 
a heavily cliched story will tell of young love, sparked at the beach, 
the pool, or the park ... and of course, of that first 
sun-bathed kiss. Buried in the midst of all of this 
knee-deep nostalgia and sticky-sweet sentiment is the 
primary assumption that each summer’s boy-meets-girl 
story is universal. When the teen writer crows, “She 
was 16, and I was 15 and totally smitten,” you already 
know what’s coming. And as he launches into the rest, 
“It only lasted three weeks, but it was three weeks I 
will never forget. We met by accident. She was flying a 
kite with her sister, and they hadn’t even noticed me 
sitting there. What happened after that is like a dream ...,” he hopes 
you are wishing to yourself, “If only we could all be so lucky.” 

The Art Palace’s current show, “Summer Fling,” curated by Austin 
painter extraordinaire Ali Fitzgerald, plays off some of this goopy 
innocence. Yes, the show is about youth: The artists featured are all 
recent graduates of UT’s undergraduate program in studio art. But 
if you want to say the show is about love, this outstanding group of 
works will first ask you to define your terms. The point being that 
summer lovin’ is not always what it is cracked up to be. 

Take Senalka McDonald’s work, to begin with. In one of her larger 
pieces, Hamilton Park, a looming woman, whose face is masked 
behind her hair, sits on a park bench with a young boy. If you look 
first at his wide-eyed and panicked stare, you won’t be surprised to 
see the woman’s hand placed squarely over the boy’s zipper. And if 
you’ve seen the related expose on Oprah, this story of a grandmother 
molesting her grandson will already be familiar. Moving on to a small- 
er series by McDonald, using a foregrounding technique that leaves 
the figures far from the presumed safety of their suburban homes, 
story after story of sordid sexual abuse is made both poignant and 
public. McDonald’s sharp and stunning paper collage hardly depicts 
summer love, but it certainly draws out something you’d wish was a 
passing fling. 

Christa Palazzolo’s work takes a different slant on summer’s first 
sweet kiss. What happens for example, when the boy-meets-girl story 
meets gender redefinition? Are the same universal assumptions about 
love and sunshine still plausible? Works such as Feminine Ideal ask 
who precisely are those fresh summer selves falling in love anyway? 
Surely gender identity was never as clear as past pinups and fabled 



summer love stories made out? In Christa Lee and Cari Lynn, two out- 
standing paintings by Palazzolo and her twin sister, the often simple 
nature of sex identity fumbles. One portrays one of the twins in her 
mother’s too-big-for-her bra, skirt, and heels, while the other has the 
other twin posing in her dad’s cowboy boots, cut-off shorts, and bold 
red, “boyish” windbreaker. If gender roles are learned by parroting 
one’s parents, what happens to summer love when at least one of 
two identical young kids makes a sexual switcheroo? 

In two of the show’s largest works, Randy Muniz works off stills 
from the movies 8V2 and Fight Club to create pieces that might 
define that inevitable crash at love’s end. His skill with charcoal and 
the sheer size of the pieces are impressive, and he seems to be 
defining a way of his own in manipulating the stills into images of 
men bound in cattle cars before the viewing eyes of the gentrified 
animals driving cars and trucks below. While lust, if not love, can 
reduce us to our inner animal nature, the role of voyeurism is called 
into question in Muniz’s largest and untitled work. 

So is it back to the teen mags or through the thick of the many 
rethinks of desire, lust, love, and sexuality challenged in the Summer 
Fling? As this is one of Art Palace’s strongest shows yet and is, as the 
title suggests, as fleeting as its subject matter, I suggest you quickly 
take a look at that ever elusive “real thing” that is at once as disturb- 
ing, pleasurable, and seductive as art in Austin can get. - Nikki Moore

AFS@Dobie If you’re a latecomer to the 
South Korean filmmaking phenomenon that is 
director Park Chan-wook, I’ll say only this: Park 
is one sick puppy, and I mean 
that in the very best sense of 
the phrase. Like Hong Kong’s 
cinematic powder-keg John Woo 
two decades before him, Park 
positively revels in the artistic 
possibilties of good old-fash- 
ioned badness. Unlike Woo, 
however, Park’s films eschew 
the dubious cliches of honor 
among thieves, cops, and kill- 
ers and instead focus on the wild pas de deux 
of remorse (or lack thereof) and retaliation, 
almost always by characters who have been 
wrongly accused and imprisoned. Woo and his 
contemporaries in the HK film explosion of 
the mid-Eighties to mid-Nineties constructed 
grand tales of chivalry, honor, and betrayal that 
existed in a world of black-and-white morality, buffeted by gun-barrel 
gusts of cordite and the triple-time whine of bullets and bodies in per- 
petual, bloody motion. The universe of Park’s films - and it’s of inter- 
est to note that Park himself inhabits a latitude not far removed from 
the 38th parallel’s DMZ between communist North Korea and the 
Democratic South - contains few such ameliorating moral and spiri- 
tual simplistics. His is a world of enigmatic puzzles and fragments of 
human debris that only coalesces into something approaching ratio- 
nality when viewed in hindsight. A kind of brilliantly realized perplexity 
is the predominant tone, and when Park sets these complex emo- 
tional nuances before some of the most riotously colorful and splash- 
ily off-kilter backgrounds (both literal and figural) ever witnessed, the 
resulting schism is akin to watching a pop-art paintball skirmish in 
the world’s most baroque ossuary. It’s big, lush fun (Park’s previous 
films in this so-called revenge trilogy, Sympathy for Mr. Vengeance and 
Oldboy, are nothing if not operatic, and “Cut,” his segment in the 
cinematic triptych Three ... Extremes contains an actual song-and- 
dance number), and Park is unquestionably an aesthete of borderline 
Hitchcockian propensities. Above all, as Park fanatics will gleefully 
attest, his films are terrifically entertaining tales of romantic love run 


amok and the blood-drenched byproducts of calculated revenge. In 
Lady Vengeance Lee Yeong-ae plays Lee Geum-ja, the titular Lady, who 
seeks retribution against the person or persons responsible for the 
crime - a child-murder - that sent her to prison for 13 years. Once 
released, the stunning Lee Geum-ja goes about methodically plotting 
for her tormentor a wildly complex comeuppance that would astonish 
even Alan Moore’s V (himself no slouch in the eye-for-an-eye depart- 
ment). Oldboy’ s brilliant Choi Min-sik is on hand, too, as a character 
with various outrageous skeletons dangling from his coat hangers, 
and Lee Yeong-ae is simply riveting in one of the most exciting female 
performances of the year thus far. Some people have complained that 
Park is all style and very little substance (apparently they’ve missed 
a goodly chunk of Takashi Miike’s back catalog), but that’s just plain 
wrong. In repeatedly describing the inherently self-annihilating arc of 
both victimization and vengeance, his films can readily be viewed as a 
lesson and warning both to individuals and the societies they inhabit. 
And, once more with feeling, they’re just plain kickass examples of the 
art of bloody good filmmaking. - Marc Savlov

THE DEVIL WEARS PRADA 

D: David Fronkel; with Meryl Streep , Anne 
Hathaway ’ Emily Blunt , Stanley Tucci, Adrian 
Grenier ; Trade Thoms , Rich Sommer, Simon Baker. 
(PG-13, 106 min.) 

Anne Hathaway showed in Brokeback 
Mountain that she has the acting chops 
to keep her from getting pigeonholed as a 
princess diarist. Now graduating from the 
teen role that built her reputation in the 
two Princess Diaries films, Hathaway does 
more of the same in The Devil Wears Prada, 
the confessional of a young working woman 
in New York City. Adapted from Lauren 
Weisberger’s bestselling roman a clef about 
the year she spent as an assistant to Anna 
Wintour, the legendarily demanding editor 
of Vogue, The Devil Wears Prada offers a 
wicked look into the top tier of the fashion 
world, a world that makes most of us feel 
like voyeurs at the big prom. Hathaway 
plays Andy Sachs, an aspiring journalist 
who has just graduated from college and 


moved to New York with her impossibly 
cute boyfriend (Grenier, of Entourage fame) 
to begin her career. Somehow she lands 
an interview at Runway magazine, the bible 
of fashion, whose editor Miranda Priestley 
(Streep) has a reputation as a dragon lady. 
In a very smart move, Streep underplays 
the part so that her Miranda never needs 
to raise her voice to get what she wants. If 
anything, a raised eyebrow depicts the full 
extent of her displeasure. She exudes the 
imperiousness of royalty, which comes from 
her absolute confidence in her position as 
the ultimate arbiter of all things fashion. 
Also wonderful is her No. 1 assistant, Emily 
(Blunt), whose fashion hauteur barely cov- 
ers her deep insecurities. When the film 
is in the presence of Streep and Blunt it 
bubbles like a glass of champagne, barely 
alcoholic but intoxicating nonetheless. In 
the meantime, Hathaway gets bogged down 
in Andy’s dreary story about learning that 
there’s more to life than selling your soul 
for a pair of Jimmy Choo’s. She begins the 
movie as someone who cares not one iota 
about fashion, but after enough withering 
comments about how grossly overweight 


she is as a size 6, Andy succumbs to the 
pressure. She is helped in putting a new 
wardrobe together by Runway’s style queen 
Nigel (Tucci) - one of only two gay men 
depicted anywhere in this fashion parade, 
which is also curiously drug-free. In many 
ways The Devil Wears Prada suffers from 
some of the same unreality that marred 
Sex & the City, and perhaps not unrelated 
is that director Frankel directed at least 
half-a-dozen episodes of that HBO series. 
Also, noted costume designer Patricia Field 
comes to Prada by way of Sex & the City. 
Like Carrie Bradshaw’s magnificent apart- 
ment paid for on a New York columnist’s 
salary, the implausibility of Andy’s new 
duds is never broached. In other words, 
if you shut down your brain and simply 
take in the wardrobe and performances by 
Streep and Blunt you’ll have a swell time, 
like aimlessly flipping the pages of a fash- 
ion magazine. - Marjorie Baumgarten

DRAWING RESTRAINT 9 

D: Matthew Barney; with Barney , Bjork, Sosui 
Oshima. (NR, 135 min.) 

While officially operating under the all- 
encompassing rubric “media artist,” one 
suspects that Matthew Barney’s business 
cards - if, indeed, the mind behind the 
astonishing, lovely, and often off-putting 
Cremaster cycle even deigns to sully his 
billfold with such petty artifacts of the status 
quo - must also announce his life mis- 
sion as “provocateur,” “genius,” and “epic 
mindfucker.” (I like to think they’re printed 
on a waxy scrap of ambergris which, once 
proffered, dissolves in the warmth of the 
hand, the ecstatic, blood-red typeface swiftly 
smearing into illegibility before pooling crim- 
son streamers in your palm, through which 
one might divine the future of modern art in 
the fleeting moments before the goop oozes 
downward, besmirching your pant cuff and 
forcing you to cancel all other plans in a des- 
perate bid for a scalding shower. Out, damn 
spot, indeed.) Barney is all those things and 
more, and his gift for creating unforgettable 
and (try though one might) visually visceral 
imagery is quite simply breathtaking. We 
may never fully appreciate or understand 
what, exactly, is going on in Barney’s intri- 
cately regimented mind, but the word made 
flesh that arrives upon the screen is never 
less than spellbinding. Drawing Restraint 
9 finds the artist and his paramour Bjork 
(who supplied the film’s hauntingly obtuse 
score) embarking upon a hyper-ritualized sea 
voyage-cum-marriage-and/or-tea ceremony 
aboard a gargantuan Japanese whaling 
vessel. The narrative, such as it is, lazily 
ricochets between the onboard preparations 
of the ship’s crew (symbolism and repeated 
visual motifs abound, but they are often 
arcane and frequently downright inobvious to 
the viewer) and Barney and Bjork’s matching, 
metered preparations for connubial bliss of 
a particularly hellish sort. There are other 
things occurring here - Barney remains a 
master of layering surreal subtexts atop one 
another - some of them readily apparent, 
many more less so, but the one thing his 
film is most assuredly not is dull. It’s unlike 
anything you’ve ever seen, and it skillfully 
manages to feel utterly alien (the bizarre 
marriage/tea rite) and charmingly pedestrian 
(the ship’s crew going about their daily rou- 
tine). Throughout, Barney drowns the screen 
in arresting images - a mysterious opening 
parade; the ship seen from high above and 
seemingly alone amidst the dark green sea; 
the final, horrific act of consummation - that 
nail your eyes to the screen. You might want 
to at times, but it’s awfully difficult to tear 
your gaze away from these strange and evoc- 
ative proceedings. As a work of art, Drawing 
Restraint 9 (the numeric designation is, like 
so much else in the Barney oeuvre, unex- 
plained and therefore open to interpretation) 
is brilliant and fluid and engrossing. As a 
narrative film, it’s confounding and oblique 
- but still gorgeous to behold. Fans of Adam 
Sandler’s newest will likely explode on con- 
tact with this film, a fact of which Matthew 
Barney should be rightly proud. - Marc Savlov

LOOK BOTH WAYS 

D: Sarah Watt; with Justine Clarke , William

This sincere but ultimately empty indie 
film plays like Australia’s answer to ensem- 
ble pieces like Magnolia and Short Cuts. 
Beyond that, it’s director Watt’s answers to 
humanity’s questions about life, love, and 
death. Problem is, Look Both Ways isn’t 
as artfully done as either aforementioned 
film, and Watt has little to say that hasn’t 
been said better before. The film focuses 
on Meryl (Clarke), a single, slightly neu- 
rotic artist who constantly imagines her 
own death in a series of playful, animated 
fantasies. When Meryl witnesses the real 
death of a man by train, her life becomes 
interwoven with a series of other charac- 
ters, specifically Nick, a photographer who 
has been recently diagnosed with cancer. 

A relationship begins to develop between 
Nick and Meryl as they both struggle to 
cope with life and, more importantly, death, 
which seems to menace them at every 
corner. In addition to examining every 
character related to the accident, from the 
newspaper writer who covered the crash 
to the train driver, Watt’s film also intro- 
duces several characters who are related 
to these primary characters. It’s a lot of 
ground for a 100-minute film to cover, 
especially when its underlying purpose is 
to find insight about a topic as weighty 
and complex as death, and not surpris- 
ingly, it ends up too overstuffed to find 
any new meaning in its subject. However, 
while the film falls short when addressing 
big questions, it finds some charm in the 
details. Watt directs with an emphasis 
on characters’ observations, often cut- 
ting from a character’s face to passersby 
and small events normally reserved for 
the background. The technique illustrates 
each character’s developing awareness of 
the world around them and leaves it up to 
the audience to decide what meaning the 
character might take from each observa- 
tion. Unfortunately, this is about all that 
Look Both Ways leaves up to the audience. 
Most of the dialogue feels like a forced 
vocalization of Watt’s personal thoughts on 
life and death. It’s the type of film in which 
a character sits next to his work acquain- 
tance for a few moments, then asks, “Do 
you believe in God?” Add to this at least

has been destroyed, he goes there to see for himself that he 
is the last of his people. Doomed forever to be a man without 
a planetary birthright, he returns to Earth, a place that has an 
ever-renewable need for superheroes. His adopted Earth mom 
(Saint) is happy to see him, and his old reporter job at The Daily 
Planet, where the Man of Steel works undercover as the mild- 
mannered newsman Clark Kent, is still available. Lex Luthor 
(Spacey) is again on the prowl for world domination. Everything 
is just as it was before, except that Superman’s love, Lois 
Lane (Bosworth), has moved on. She’s mothered a child and is 
cohabiting (yikes!) with her boss’ nephew Richard (Marsden), 
a man given to flying small planes. Moreover, she’s about to 
receive a Pulitzer for an article titled “Why the World Doesn’t 
Need Superman.” Ouch. The depth of Superman’s solitude is 
conveyed in a scene in which he uses his X-ray eyesight to peer 
into the domestic life of Lois and Richard at home - a creepy 
act that would amount to stalking or Peeping Tomism for mor- 
tals, but a moment of deep poignancy for Superman, whose 
destiny estranges him from similar domestic contentment. 
Director Singer and his fellow screenwriters, Michael Dougherty 
and Dan Harris, have concocted a delicate balancing act with 
their Superman epic: The film acknowledges the realities of the 
present day while also falling in line with the past. From the 
film’s opening moments, as those familiar-looking credits zoom 
into focus from deep within outer space and John Williams’ 
anthemic theme music reprises, we’re put on notice that this 
new film will be one to honor its roots (at least Supermans I and 
II). Even footage of Marlon Brando as Superman’s father Jor-EI is 
revived for use here, and Brandon Routh’s physical resemblance 
to Christopher Reeve, the iconic star of Supermans I through IV, 
is certainly no coincidence. Superman still fights for “truth and 
justice,” but the part of that phrase that includes the “American 
way” has been toned down to “truth, justice, and all that stuff” 
(which, probably helps us accept a world where Lois Lane is liv- 
ing in sin and Superman is out catching petty bandits instead of 
Osama bin Laden). Singer’s action sequences are terrific (and 
make us anxious to see the IMAX 3-D version of the film, which 
is due to come to Austin in early August), and while taking noth- 
ing away from Superman’s aerial abilities and megastrength, the 
action sequences also depict Superman struggling against the 
laws of physics and practical realities like there being no way to 
get a perfect grip on a nosediving jetliner. Although the theme 
of father-son conflict and Christ (and Moses) motifs are noth- 
ing new to the Superman universe, it must be said that Singer 
lays on the savior iconography with thick brush strokes. Various 
fans and critics are decrying the film’s casting choices, however 
everyone seems well-cast to me. Instead, the problem lies with 
the scarcity of what these characters ultimately are given to 
do onscreen. Lex Luthor’s plot to create more real estate from 
a crystal is dopey, and with actors who can be as deliciously 
vicious as Spacey and Posey (as Luthor’s moll), it’s regrettable 
they don’t get more screen real estate. We come away from the 
film with insufficient emotional attachment to these touchstone 
American characters. Yes, this Superman soars, but he doesn’t 
always take us with him. - Marjorie Baumgarten

I saw L.I.E., Cuesta ’s prickly, ominous 
first film about a teenage boy and his 
developing friendship with a neighbor 
who happens to be a pedophile, when I 
was heavily pregnant. I think as a parent 
I was supposed to be shocked by it, but 
I wasn’t: Grim and challenging though it 
was, the film was realistic and thoughtful 
about the ways children court danger as 
they come of age. Cuesta’s milieu is the 
suburbs of Long Island, and his families 
are better able to maintain the appearance 
of propriety than they are to care for one 
another, but Cuesta holds out the possibil- 
ity of redemption for his characters, unlike 
Jerseyite Todd Solondz, whose oddball kids 
seem doomed to a life of perpetual shit. 
Here we have three oddball kids, centrally 
- 12-year-old best friends who ride bikes 
and hang out together in a thicket of 
woods miraculously left unpaved. Malee 
(Weizenbaum) is the fatherless daughter 
of a psychiatrist (Sciorra) and is stumbling 
toward womanhood. (An early scene shows 
her perturbed by a super-plus tampon.) 
Leonard (Camacho) is the fat kid in the 
class, and his family practices all-American 
comfort eating. Jacob (Donovan) is a shy 
twin with a port-wine birthmark across 
half his face, which he conceals with a 
hockey mask; his brother Rudy (Donovan 
again) is more confident and well-liked. But 
everything changes after a run-in with bul- 
lies at the gang’s treehouse leaves Rudy 
dead and Leonard with a head injury that 
damages his sense of smell. Suddenly 
repulsed by food, Leonard eats only apples 
and takes up jogging, while his plus-sized 
family bristles at his newfound disdain for 
them. Rudy’s grieving parents are by turns 
angry, apathetic, and over-indulgent, and he 
grimaces through the first day of school as 
the brother of a dead sibling - he’s even 
weirder to the other kids than he used to 
be. Malee falls in love with a construction 
worker (Renner) who’s a client of her moth- 
er’s and begins pursuing him recklessly.

television scribe Anthony Cipriano, who’s 
steadier than Cuesta was with his own 
screenplay for L.I.E.) plunges these people 
into sinister and sometimes dire situations, 
and Twelve isn’t always easy to watch. But 
it feels emotionally authentic - not exploi- 
tive, not farfetchedly quirky - though one 
character’s backstory strikes a false note 
when revealed late in the film during a 
tearful psychotherapy session - and not 
cynical. The adults in the film try to love 
and guide their children but don’t always 
know how. Likewise, the kids make dread- 
ful choices at times. They seem to have 
power they lacked before - sexual power, 
greater autonomy, their own ideas - and 
are naturally fascinated by taboos, but they 
don’t understand risk and loss. This is one 
of those rare movies about children but not 
necessarily for them, and it treats its ado- 
lescent subjects with bravery and compas- 
sion.

WAIST DEEP 

D: Vondie Curtis-Hatt; with Tyrese Gibson , Meagan

(R, 97 min.) 

The lengths to which a parent will go to 
save a child can be gut-wrenching stuff, but 
Waist Deep rarely hits you in the pit of your 
stomach. Blame it on the lame screenplay, 
which unwisely (and badly) gravitates more 
toward the crime-spree elements of Bonnie 
and Clyde than the fierce parental instincts 
of, say, Kramer vs. Kramer or Lorenzo's Oil. 
Waist Deep recounts the desperate acts 
of a South Central ex-con named “02” 
to rescue his young son who has been 
kidnapped by a ruthless gang leader in a 
carjacking, but the film is seldom involving 
on any emotional level. Director Curtis-Hall 
uses a cinema verite style that relies heav- 
ily on close-ups in an apparent attempt 
to convey the sense of urgency in 02’s 
situation, which is further complicated by 
his status as a former criminal with two 
strikes against him. Curtis-Hall should have 
concentrated, however, less on such stylis- 


tic choices and more on the movie’s core, 
which is all about the lengths a father will 
go to ensure the safety of his own flesh 
and blood. There’s little transition between 
02’s professed determination to avoid 
further criminal activity for the sake of his 
son and his rather abrupt decision to break 
the law left and right in order to keep his 
boy alive. That critical shortcoming is, in 
part, attributable to Gibson’s performance 
as 02, which is well-meaning but falls way 
short of drawing you into his character’s 
pain. As the hooker with a heart of a metal 
that’s something less precious than gold, 
Good is appropriately sexy, though her 
character makes little sense most of the 
time. Her relationship with 02 is borne 
of chance and necessity, but ultimately 
the role doesn’t amount to much more 
than eye candy. There’s some in-your-face 
(and wholly unnecessary) violence in this 
B-movie that may wrench your gut in an 
all-too-different manner; in one scene, one 
of the film’s resident bad guys cuts off 
the hand of an offending minion and then 
proceeds to slap the bleeding man with his 
own severed appendage. In light of such 
sensationalism, the efforts of Waist Deep 
to make some meaningful social commen- 
tary about street gangs and the vicious 
circle in which African-American men often 
find themselves seem like an afterthought, 
rather than anything remotely sincere. In 
that respect, Waist Deep is way over its 
head. - Steve Davis

The third installment in this flashy franchise 
opens with a bravura demolition derby through 
a suburban neighborhood, but unfortunately, the 
rest of the film disappoints as it plods through 
worthless characterization and mediocre race 
sequences, then fizzles without ever approaching 
the audacious energy of the introduction.

The first Garfield movie made $75 million and 
generated a second - a second with not one but 
two CGI cats and an overseas location.

virtually nonexistent, even when they’re onscreen 
together). There is an inevitable prince-and-the- 
pauper mix-up; there are fart jokes and lengthy 
musical interludes to pad the film.

Bounding from the Louisiana swamplands into the space-age 
future that never came, New Orleans-based organist/ inventor 
Quintron and his vocal, puppeteering partner Miss Pussycat offer a 
potent fusion of talents on the recent CD/DVD combo, Swamp Tech / 
Electric Swamp (Tigerbeat 6). Quintron’s get-down sound evokes fan- 
tasies of an ice rink after hours, when the resident organist busts 
out the wild stuff. Keeping retro-futuristic rhythm is the light-activated 
Drum Buddy, a patented invention rooted in Quintron’s childhood. 

“My father was an electrical engineer, and he taught me elec- 
tronics beginning when I was a kid,” he reveals. “I started out 
building a bunch of instruments like raw synthesizers, but the 
Drum Buddy is the only real thing I’ve invented so far. I hope it 
will still be around when I’m gone.” 

Miss Pussycat started honing her puppet-show skills in an 
Oklahoma youth ministry. It took her over a year to complete 
Electric Swamp, a psychedelic fairy tale about rave-happy Formosan 
termites that go on a wood-destroying rampage after consuming 
tainted swamp sno-balls. Among the elaborate sets was a replica 
of the late Ernie K-Doe’s famed Mother-in-Law Lounge. 

“Everything was built in one room, and everything had to be 
torn down before I could build anything else,” she says. “Doing a 
movie was the ultimate crafts project.” 

While much of their New Orleans recording studio was destroyed 
during Katrina, the pair recently took on another lofty project 
- reconvening the 9th Ward Marching Band for Mardi Gras 2006.

Q. I have hypokalemia and find it difficult to keep 
my potassium level stable. I have tried various mag- 
nesium combinations without success. Would magne- 
sium potassium taurate be better than magnesium 
taurate alone? 

A. Hypokalemia is a serious and potentially fatal 
condition in which blood levels of potassium drop 
below normal. The term “hypokalemia” describes 
the condition, low blood potassium, without 
revealing why the condition exists (the prefix 
“hypo” means low, “kal” refers to kalium or potas- 
sium - in Latin - and the end portion “emia” 
means “in the blood”). Hypokalemia can result 
from a variety of medical conditions, and the most 
important step in treating severe hypokalemia is 
removing the cause. 

While the most obvious cause of hypokalemia 
might be a low-potassium diet, the most common 
cause is the use of diuretics. Diuretics are medi- 
cines that increase the excretion of water and salts 
in the urine, often used to treat high blood pres- 
sure. If you are taking a prescription diuretic, your 
physician can probably change your prescription 
to a potassium-sparing diuretic. 

Excessive sweating in atheletes, eating dis- 
orders, exceedingly high caffeine intake, or the 
ketoacidosis associated with type 1 diabetes can 
all result in excessive loss of potassium. Cushing’s 
syndrome or tumors on the adrenal glands, both 
of which lead to abnormally high levels of the 
hormone aldosterone, will increase urinary loss 
of potassium. Each of these conditions require a 
different remedy. 

Although less of a problem for adults (except 
for bulemics and those who abuse laxatives) 
hypokalemia related to vomiting and diarrhea is 
responsible for about 2.5 million infant deaths 
each year. Nearly all of these deaths occur in the 
poorer parts of the world, mainly in Asia and 
Africa, but it is also a leading cause of infant death 
in the United States. The potassium loss that 
accompanies vomiting is only partly due to loss of 
potassium in the vomit. Vomiting also causes loss 
of stomach acid, and this changes the pH of the 
blood. An increased blood pH makes the kidneys 
excrete excessive amounts of potassium. 

Although the potassium level is most com- 
monly measured in blood serum, potassium 
resides mostly inside body cells, and less than 1% 
of the body’s potassium is in the serum. However, 
because small changes in the serum potassium 
level can have profound effects on the function of 
the heart and nerves, serum level is important and 
hormones from the kidneys tightly control serum- 
potassium level. 

Taurine is needed to keep both potassium and 
magnesium inside the cells, where they belong. 
Hypokalemia can sometimes be related to an 
underlying magnesium deficiency, and a supple- 
ment that combines magnesium and taurine 
makes sense. 

Potassium pills are limited to an amount under 
100 milligrams, a very small amount compared to 
the 2000-2500 milligrams per day ordinarily pro- 
vided in a typical American diet. Before adding a 
potassium supplement, either as potassium alone 
or in combination with magnesium and taurine, 
be sure that you actually need more potassium 
and are not in a situation of simply needing better 
control over the potassium already present in your 
body. A “red-cell potassium” test to indicate your 
body stores of potassium combined with a serum 
potassium test to reflect your body’s control over 
potassium should give you and your physician the 
needed information.

ANNULMENT- AS IF THE 
MARRIAGE NEVER HAPPENED? 

Does Texas law recognize annulment? What is the differ- 
ence between divorce and annulment? Is it true that if I get 
an annulment then it’s like the marriage never happened? 

Texas law recognizes several different procedures to 
dissolve a marriage — divorce, annulment, and declar- 
ing a marriage void (which is rarely used). For better or 
worse, people tend to be at least generally familiar with 
the concept of divorce. In contrast, while most people 
have heard the term annulment, few understand what 
that term means from a legal standpoint. 

Like divorce, an annulment is a means by which a 
Texas court can dissolve a marriage. The big difference 
between divorce and annulment, however, is that an 
annulment indicates that the marriage never happened. 
Most grounds for annulment are rooted in some type of 
fraud, misrepresentation, or concealment. For example, 
courts have granted annulments when one spouse con- 
cealed the fact that he or she can’t have children. 

Other grounds for annulment tend to focus on 
misunderstandings between the spouses. Remember 
Britney Spears’ Las Vegas wedding to her childhood 
sweetheart? The day after the pair wed Britney sought 
an annulment in part on misunderstanding grounds, 
claiming that the couple did not know each other’s 
likes and dislikes, desires to have kids, and each other’s 
preference on what state to live in. 

The Britney Spears’ fiasco aside, many people have 
legitimate reasons for seeking an annulment instead 
of a divorce. Some people seek annulments for reli- 
gious reasons (Roman Catholics are often required to 
be annulled in order to remarry within the church). 
Others prefer an annulment because they attach a 
stigma to divorce. 

Most annulments occur fairly soon after the mar- 
riage, usually within days, weeks, or months. This usu- 
ally means that issues such as dividing assets or debts, 
child custody or visitation, or child support concerns 
are not as prevalent in annulments as with divorces. 

Next week’s column will discuss the specific 
grounds for annulment as recognized by Texas law. In 
the interim, read the Family Code, Chapter 6 if you 
would like to learn more about annulments.
